Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  University  of  the  South 


FIRST  DAY. 
Sewanee,  Tennessee,  July  29,  1897. 
The  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  The  University  of  the 
South  inaugurated  its  annual  meeting  by  a  special  ser- 
vice held  in  S.  Augustine  Chapel  at  9  o'clock  a.  m. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  assisted  by  the  Bishop 
of  Louisiana  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Tennessee, 
and  the  Chaplain  of   the  University. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor  the  Bishop  of 
Florida  delivered  the  address. 

After  the  service  the  Board  assembled  in  Convo- 
cation House,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of 
Florida,  the  senior  Bishop  present,  acting  as  temporary 
Chairman. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  members  present  an- 
swered to  their  names  as  follows  :

That  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor as  relates  to  the  Hoffman  loan  benefaction  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  this 
Board,  or  as  much  thereof  as  he  sees  proper  be  printed  in  the 
proceedings  of  this  Board. 

The  petition  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Fraternity  for 
remission  of  payments  on  their  lease,  owing  to  thede- 
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struction  of  their  Chapter  House   by  fire,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands. 

The  Executive  Committee  through  Mr.  G.  R. 
Fairbanks,  made  their  report  which  was  received  and 
approved. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  McQueen  presented  certain  pre- 
ambles and  resolutions  from  the  Diocese  of  East  Car- 
olina, which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Academic  Department. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of   Louisiana,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  it  be  referred   to   the  Committee  on   Con- 
stitution and  Statutes  to  consider   and    report    upon  some    plan 
whereby  vacancies  in  the  representation  of  the  several  Dioceses 
may  be  filled. 

The  petition  of  J.  C.  Powell  to  rent  land,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands. 

The  Reverend  Hudson  Stuck  nominated  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  the  place  of  cer- 
tain members  whose  terms  had  expired,  the  Bishop  of 
Louisiana,  the  Reverend  W  D.  Powers,  and  Mr.  Z. 
D,  Harrison. 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  the  persons 
named,  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  cast  the  ballot 
as  directed,  and  the  Chairman  announced  their  elec- 
tion accordingly. 

On  motion,  the  Board  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock 

1\  M. 
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Friday.   July   30,  1897,  3  p.m. 

The  Board  assembled  after  recess,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Chairman. 

Attention  having  been  directed  to  the  fact  that  the 
term  of  the  Endowment  Committee  had  expired,  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Reverend  \V  D.  Powers,  and 
Mr.  W.  K  .Miller*  were  nominated  to  serve  as  such 
Committee  for  three  years.  There  being  no  other 
nominations,  on  motion,  the  rules  of  order  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  for  these  nominees. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  cast  the  ballot 
as  directed,  and  the  Chair  announced  the  result  ac- 
cordingly.

OF  THE   COMMISSIONER   OF    ENDOWMENT 

Montgomery.  Ala.,  July  27.  1897. 
To  the  Board  of    Trustees  of  tin    University  of  tin   South  : 

Gentlemen— There  is  little  for  the  Commissioner  of  En- 
dowment to  report.  He  has  held  his  office  with  the  under- 
standing that  his  parish  work  will  prevent  any  considerable 
activity  in  the  interest  of  the  University,  and  only  until  his 
successor  can  be  selected  and  appointed.  During  the  past 
year  he  has  been  in  correspondence  with  all  those  persons 
whose  notes  or  promises  for  endowment  the  University  holds. 
But  little  has  resulted.  Most  of  the  persons  acknowledge  the 
notes,  but  express  themselves  regretfully  as  unable  to  pay  their 
obligations.  Some  have  repudiated  the  notes  or  promises. 
Your  Commissioner  is  now  of  the  opinion  that  the  remaining 
obligations  of  this  character  are  of  no  value,  and  he  suo-o-ests 
that  they  be  no  longer  listed  among  the  possible  assets  of  the 
University. 

On  October  15  he  collected  from  Mr.  S.  C.  Marks,  of  this 
city>  $33-65,  the  balance  on  a  note  of  $100  given  for  the  endow 
ment  of  the  University;  and  he  has  received  from  Miss  Emily 
Bridgers,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  $5.00  for  the  endowment  funds. 
These  amounts  he  has  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University, 
and  appended  you  will  find  his  receipts  therefor.

Your  Committee  on  Finance  have  examined  the  various 
financial  reports  which  have  been  presented  to  them  with  their 
accompanying  vouchers,  and  have  found  the  same  correct. 
With  pleasure  they  report  that  the  general  financial  condition 
of  the  University  is  good.  The  deficit  reported  in  the  tabu- 
lated statement  hereinafter  appended  will,  in  all  probability,  be 
dissipated  by  the  receipts  of  the  University  from  accounts 
belonging  to  the  term  just  ended,  and  so  your  Committee  may 
reasonably  report  that  there  will  be  no  deficit  for  the  past  fiscal 
year  But  your  Committee  must  call  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  fact  that  this  satisfactory  condition  is  not  altogether  due  to 
an  increased  earning,  but  to  a  considerable  extent  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Vice  Chancellor  in  securing  a  gift  of  $5,000,  and  to 
other  extra  financial  measures.  The  Board  must,  therefore, 
understand  that  no  effort  to  secure  extra  donations  and  to 
increase  the  earning?  may  be  remitted  without  injury,  and  that 
the  success  of  the  University  and  the  maintenance  of  any  fair 
financial  status  will  demand  the  greatest  care,  economy,  and 
hard  work  of  all  identified  with  the  interests  of  the  Universitv, 
or  charged  with  its  administration.

The  Committee  on  Finance  does  but  its  duty  when  it  sav? 
to  this  Board  that  too  much  praise  may  not  be  given  to  the 
Vice  Chancellor  for  his  admirable  administration  of  the  finance? 
of  the  corporation.  To  him  is  largely  due  the  present  satis- 
factory condition.  And  they  with  like  justice  and  pleasure 
bear  witness  to  the  good  service  and  accurate  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer. 

For  the  better  and  more  systematic  keeping  of  the  book? 
(if  the  University,  the  Committee  on  Finance  recommend  the 
passage  of  Resolution  No.  i,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
and  that  the  Secretary  send  at  once  a  certified  copy  thereof  to 
the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer. 

In  the  matter  of  the  resolution  of  judge  Simrall,  Trustee 
from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  referred  to  this  Committee, 
which  provides  for  the  control  and  security  of  endowments, 
your  Committee  advise  the  Board  that  such  action  lias  already 
been  had,  and  all  that  is  suggested  in  this  resolution  has  been 
provided  for  in  the  statutes  and  in  other  resolutions.  It  is. 
therefore,  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  upon  the  above  men 
tioned  resolution. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  in  the  matter  of  a  provision 
for  a  stipend  for  a  permanent  Commissioner  of  Endowment,, 
and  regret  to  say  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity's finances  they  do  not  think  it  advisable  at  this  time  to 
undertake  the  maintenance  of  the  office  at  the  expense  of  a 
salary. 

They  have  also,  at  the  instance  of  the  second  resolution  of 
the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  been  in  conference  with  the  Alumni 
Association.  In  reply  to  said  resolution,  the  Alumni  request 
your  Committee  to  express  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  their  hearty 
sympathy  with  any  movement  for  the  securing  of  a  permanent 
Commissioner  of  Endowment,  but  also  regret  that  at  this  time 
they  do  not  feel  able  to  raise  so  considerable  an  amount  of 
money  as  would  justify  the  establishment  of  the  office  with  a 
salary  attached.  They,  however,  desire  your  Committee  to 
report  that  while  in  their  corporate   capacity  thev  mav  not  now 
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contribute  to  this  object,   they   will    unite   with    the   Board   to 
solicit  and  secure  the  necessary  amount.

Whereas,  it  is  the  custom  of  the  University  for  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  Treasurer  each  to  keep  separate  accounts,  and 
confusion  is  likely  to  arise  from  the  want  of  an  authoritative 
system  between  them,  be   it 

Resoh*ed,  That  in  future  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Treas- 
urer are  required  to  observe  the  following  system  in  keeping 
the  accounts  of  the  University, 

Resolved,  (<7.)  As  the  University  is  one  corporation  with 
several  departments,  the  fiscal  year  shall  extend  from  July  20 
to  the  close  of  July  19  of  the  following  year— when  the  final 
statement  of  the  whole  preceding  year's  business  shall  be  made 
up  by  the  Treasurer  and  certified  to  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

(b.)  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  general  account  known  as 
the  "Corporation  Account"  upon  which  shall  appear  all  the 
departments  of  the  University,  and  the  aggregate  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  each  department,  and  all  other  items  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  not  appearing  on  the  separate  ac- 
counts of  the  several  departments.  This  account  shall  be  bal- 
anced monthly,  and  the  result  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  by 
the  Treasurer. 

(r.)  Each  department  shall  have  its  own  separate  book  of 
accounts  labelled  "  Academic,"  "  Grammar  School,"  ?tc,  as  the 
case  may  be.  upon  which  shall  be  entered  the  several  items  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  that  department,  and  balanced 
once  a  month,  and  the  result  carried  to  the  corporation  account, 
and  a  statement  thereof  sent  the  Vice-Chancellor  by  the 
Treasurer. 

{(I.)     The  Vice-Chancellor  is  required   to  approve  all  bills 
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that  are  proper  charges  on  the  University  and  to  pay  the  same 
by  delivering  to  the  creditor  his  warrant  drawn  on  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  University,  retaining  the  receipted  bill  as  his 
voucher. 

(e.)  The  Treasurer  is  required  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
moneys  of  the  University.  He  will  keep  a  separate  account  for 
each  student — and  will  pay  in  cash  or  by  check  on  a  bank  when 
in  funds,  the  warrants  drawn  on  him  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for — he  will  pay  no  bills — except  the  ex- 
penses of  his  own  office  for  which  he  shall  keep  a  separate 
account  and  charge  to  Corporation  expenses — not  approved  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  in  his  absence  or  in  case  of  death  or 
vacancy  in  his  office  such  bill  shall  be  approved  bv  the  acting 
executive  before  payment  by  the  Treasurer.  The  draft  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  with  the  endorsement  thereon  of  the  pavee  shall 
be  his  voucher. 

(/.)  In  order  to  facilitate  the  working  of  this  system,  the 
Vice-Chancellor  is  requested  to  approve  bills  on  a  special  week 
day — say  Monday,  and  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same  on  a 
special  week  day— say  Tuesday.  The  warrants  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  should  be  on  different  col- 
ored paper  for  each  department,  and  marked  to  be  charged  to 
the  account  of  each  department,  or  the  Corporation    Account.

To   The  Board  of  Trustees: 

Your  Committee  on  Order  and  Discipline  beg  respectfully 
to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  conditions  of  discipline 
in  the  University,  and  find  that  the  present  system  seems  to  be 
working  admirably.     They  note  with  satisfaction  the  efforts  of 
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the  Hebdomadal  Board  and  particularly  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to  make  the 
privileges  of  junior  students  dependent  upon  their  attention  to 
class  work  and  standing  in  their  studies.  They  also  commend 
the  method  adopted  for  regulating  the  athletic  sports. 

Your  Committee  feels,  however,  that  the  presence  on  the 
Mountain  of  many  students  who,  as  members  of  Post-Graduate 
schools,  are  not  required  to  attend  the  daily  chapel  services, 
has  a  tendency  to  make  those  services  less  popular  than  they 
ought  to  be  with  undergraduate  students;  and  your  Committee 
deploring  the  possibility  of  the  lowering  of  the  Church  spirit 
and  tone  of  the  University,  respectfully  suggests  that  this  mat- 
ter be  brought  especially  to  the  attention  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  and  that  all  the  Professors  of  all  the  Departments  be 
urged  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  daily  chapel  ser- 
vices, by  making  it  a  point  of  duty  themselves  to  be  present  at 
those  services,  except  when  prevented  by  real  necessity. 

Your  Committee  regrets  to  note  the  continued  and  per- 
haps increased  irreverence  of  the  students  in  chapel;  and 
knowing  that  this  condition  is  in  some  degree  due  to  the  rude- 
ness of  the  benches  and  other  inconveniences,  your  Committee 
respectfully  suggests  that  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to 
to  take  this  matter  specially  in  hand,  and  by  contributions  from 
those  interested,  or  from  the  University  funds,  to  secure  the 
money  and  have  the  seats  in  the  chapel  fitted  properly  with 
book  rests,  kneeling  benches,  and  if  he  thinks  desirable,  with 
carpeting,  so  that  no  excuse  shall  be  given  the  students  for  the 
existing  irreverence  of  posture  during  the  services.

OF  COMMITTEE  ON    BUILDINGS  AND   LANDS. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  report 
that  there  has  heen  added  to  the  University  Library,  during 
the  past  year,  1,467  volumes  of  bound  hooks.  685  pamphlets. 
and  2,979  periodicals,  and  41  volumes  purchased  ;  ot  which  the 
largest  portion  is  from  the  donation  by  the  widow  of  Reverend 
J.  J.  Scott,  D.  IX,  of   Pensacola. 

The  Committee  are  more  strongly  impressed  than  ever  <>f 
the  urgent  need  of  placing  the  whole  library  together  in  Con- 
vocation Hall.  There  is  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
students  to  have  access  to  the  books  which  are  now,  in  large- 
part,  stored  in  the  attic  of  the  Convocation  Hall,  as  well  as  to 
the  working  library,  which  has  been  placed  for  temporary  use 
in  the  upper  part  of  Walsh  Memorial  Hall.  This  concentra- 
tion of  the  Library  cannot  well  be  effected  until  a  temporarv 
or  permanent  gymnasium  can  be  erected  so  that  the  portion  of 
Convocation  Hall  now  used  as  a  gymnasium  can  be  devoted  to 
the  use  of  the  Library.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  benefactor 
may  be  found  who  will  present  the  means  to  erect  a  gymnasium 
elsewhere. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  resolution  offered  by 
Reverend  Doctor  Martin,  relative  to  the  sale  of  timber  and 
stone  coal,  etc.,  upon  the  domain,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
so  far  as  the  timber  is  concerned  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the 
ground  gone  carefully  over  by  a  competent  forester  with  a  view 
to  the  judicious  selection  of  such  timber  as  can  be  removed  to 
advantage,  and  the  preservation  of  the  young  growth  and  more 
valuable  shade  trees.  The  Vice-Chancellor  is  in  correspond- 
ence with  a  forester  well  qualified  to  aid  us,  and  we  hope  that 
his  services  may  be  procured  at  an  early  day.  The  coal  deposit- 
are  not  at  present  sufficiently  open  or  of  sufficient  thickness  to 
enable  us  to  obtain  at  present    royalty  of  any  value.      Our  stone 
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is   valuable,  and    will   be,  no  doubt,  a  source  of  revenue  when 
better  known. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  memorial  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Fraternity,  asking  to  be  relieved  of 
the  payment  of  rental  on  their  lot  in  consequence  of  the 
destruction  of  their  chapter  house  by  fire,  and  recommend 
that  they  be  relieved  of  the  payment  of  rent  for  the  present 
year. 

The    Committee    have    considered    the    petition    of    J.    C. 
Powell,  to  lease  a  small  tract  of  land,  eight  or  ten  acres,  on  the 
Lost  Cove  road,  adjoining  the  property  of  Sisters  of  St.  Mary 
and   recommend  that  the  same  be  referred   to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, with   power  to  act. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  proposition  of  G.  E- 
Banks,  Esq.,  to  convey  to. the  University  a  tract  of  land  known 
as  the  Ray  Tract,  estimated  to  contain  1,817  acres,  which  adjoins 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  University  domain,  and  lies 
largely  on  the  slopes  of  the  mountain  in  what  is  called  the  head 
of  Lost  Cove.  The  cost  of  the  1,817  acres,  if  Mr.  Banks'  offer 
is  accepted,  will  be  about  $481.00,  or  about  28  cents  per  acre 
In  view  of  the  value  of  the  timber  and  building  material,  and 
the  protection  of  our  existing  domain  from  the  intrusion  of  too 
near  neighbors  who  might,  under  a  change  of  existing  legisla- 
tion, establish  places  detrimental  to  the  morals  and  discipline 
of  the  University,  the  Committee  recommend  the  acquisition 
of  the  tract  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $500.00. 

The  Committee  report  the  following  resolutions,  and  rec- 
ommend their  passage: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  to 
the  donors  for  valuable  books  presented  to  the  University 
Librarv. 

2.  Rrsolvrd,  That  the  concentration  of  the  Library  in  Con- 
vocation Hall  be  carried  into  effect  as  soon  as  practicable,  and 
that  a  gymnasium  be  elsewhere  provided  so  soon  as  means  can 
be  obtained  for  that  purpose. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  con- 
tinue his  efforts  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  forester  to  establish 
a  plan  for  the  treatment  of  our  forest  as  early  as  practicable. 
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4.  Resolved,  That  the  Kappa  Alpha  Fraternity  be  re- 
lieved of  payment  of  rent  for  the  present  year,  their  chapter 
house  having  been  destroyed  by  fire. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  application  of  J.  C.  Powell  for  lease 
of  lands  for  agricultural  purposes  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor with  power  to  act. 

6.  Resoli'ed,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to 
purchase  the  tract  of  land  called  Ray  Tract,  of  some  1,800  acres, 
for   the  University  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.

This  Board  having  learned  with  great  satisfaction   of  the 
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charitable  and  kindly  interest  manifested  by  the  late  Reverend 
C.  F.  Hoffman,  I).  I).,  in  this  University,  and  of  his  verbal  and 
written  assurances  to  donate  the  means  for  the  construction  of 
a  suitable  dormitory  for  the  junior  students  in  the  grounds  of 
this  institution,  which  building  should  bear  his  name  and  be 
known  as  '"Hoffman  Hall,"  and  having  also  heard  that  it  is  the 
desire  of  his  children  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  their  father 
in  this  connection:      He  it 

Resolved,  {a.)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  this  Univer- 
sity be,  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  convey  to  the  family  of 
Doctor  Hoffman  the  assurance  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  his 
memory  is  held  by  this  Board,  and  its  appreciation  of  his  and 
their  most  gratifying  action  in  the  premises.     And 

(/>.)  That  this  Board  would  be  pleased  to  accept  said  ben- 
efaction as  intended  by  Doctor  Hoffman;  but  in  view  of  like 
charitable  gifts  from  other  benefactors,  which  have  been  used 
to  construct  memorial  buildings,  since  the  execution  of  the 
mortgage  now  on  the  University  domain,  such  as  Walsh  Hall, 
Convocation  House,  St.  Luke's  Hall,  Thompson  Hall  and 
others,  it  rvould,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  be  improper 
for  the  University  to  put  a  cloud  upon  its  title  to  said  memo- 
rial buildings  by  the  execution  of  a  mortgage  for  (99)  ninety- 
nine  years  on  its  entire  domain  in  order  to  now  secure  the 
means,  some  $45,000,  to  build  said  "Hoffman  Hall."     And 

(c)  That  while  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  said  dormitory 
should  be  built  as  soon  as  possible,  it  is  more  important  that 
the  University  should  not  incur  the  censure  of  its  other  bene- 
factors, 

(d.)  The  Vice-Chancellor  is  requested  to  continue  his  ne- 
gotiations with  the  heirs  of  Dr.  Hoffman  on  this  subject  and 
endeavor  to  obtain  the  dormitory  on  such  terms  as  could  be  ac- 
cepted by  this  Board. 

(e.)  The  Vice-Chancellor  will  report  the  result  of  his  ne- 
gotiations to  the  Executive  Committee  to  whom  this  whole 
matter  is  referred,  which  is  hereby  invested  with  the  full  power 
to  act  in  behalf  of  this  Board. 
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Gn  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the  report  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted   as  a  whole.

To   The  honorable  Board  of  Trustees : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Medical  Department  begs  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

We  find  the  number  of  students  to  be  51,  which  is  7S%  larger 
than  the  class  of  last  year,  of  this  24  are  applying  for  graduation. 
Of  the  total  number  of  students  8  have  received  literary  de- 
grees, 9  others  have  taken  a  university  course,  and  still  others 
hold  certificates  as  teachers  in  public  schools.  We  wish  to 
say  here  tbat  the  educational  qualifications  for  entrance  to 
this  department  are  the  same  as  for  all  other  Southern  Medical 
Colleges,  and,  moreover,  we  have  the  assurance  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  that  the  present  class  is  doing  very  thorough  work. 

The  financial  statement  of  this  Department  has  been  given 
in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report,  and  is  most  gratifying,  showing 
an  excess  of  a  few  hundred  dollars  over  all  expenses  incurred. 

The  most  urgent  need  of  this  Department  is  an  addition 
to  and  improvement  in  the  Chemical  and  Physical  Laborato- 
ries, and  we  earnestly  advise  that  all  earnings  of  this  vear  from 
this  Department  be  used  for  such  purpose.  We  realize  fully 
the  need  for  chemical  instruction  so  much  insisted  upon  in  the 
Dean's  report,  but  see  no  possible  way  to  remedy  such  defect.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The    Committtee    on    Academic    Department    respectfully 
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presents  the  following  report  upon  the  matters  submitted  to 
their  consideration,  and  subjoins  such  resolution*  a*  seem 
requisite. 

The  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  amidst  other  subject3 
pressed  by  him  upon  the  attention  of  the  Board,  fittingly  re- 
calls to  our  memory  the  name  and  personality  of  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Francis  A.  Shoup,  and  makes  record  of  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  University  in  his  death.  It  is  natural  and  appro 
nriate  tor  the  Board  to  repeat  and  emphasize  this  estimate  of 
Doctor  Shoup's  character  and  attainments,  and  its  gratetul  and 
abiding  appreciation  of  his  invaluable  services  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South.     A  resolution  is  appended. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  presents  a  e-eneral  view  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Academic  Department,and  reports  a  state  of  efficiency 
and  success  which  greatly  strengthens  our  convictions  and 
hopes  for  the  destiny  of  the  University,  arid  limits  the  function 
of  this  Committee  to  a  few  comments  and  recommendations, 
and  to  the  duty  of  presenting  nominations  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  constitute  the  Academic  Faculties  for  the  next 
professional  period  of  rive  years.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  the 
successful  organization  of  the  Academic  Department  into  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  under  the  headship  of  a  Dean; 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  equal  satisfaction  to  be  informed  of  the 
completed  Association  of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  in 
the  Southern  States,  as  recorded  on  p.  129  of  the  Calendar  for 
1896-97.  The  notable  arid  unusual  distinction  won  by  the  stuj 
dents  of  the  University  in  competitive  examinations  for  scholar- 
ships offered  by  the  "Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests 
of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges,"  and  their  success  in  the  van' 
ous  inter-collegiate  oratorical  contests,  are  achievements  which 
reflect  honor  upon  students  and  faculty,  and  are  to  be  taken  as 
further  proof  of  the  value  of  the  courses  and  standards  of  the 
University. 

Your  Committee  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  relative  to  changes  in  Course 
C.  page  32,  of  the  Calendar,  and  proposing  that  diplomas  in 
French  and  German  instead  of  certificates  be  required  for  that 
course.     A  re-olution  is  appended. 
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The  special  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  the  necessity 
of  securing  Professors  for  the  Schools,  respectively,  of  Meta- 
physics and  Physics.  The  work  in  those  Departments  has  been 
admirably  conducted  by  the  Acting  Professors,  who  have  dis- 
charged these  additional  duties  under  the  stress  of  full  service 
at  the  same  time  in  their  own  special  Schools;  but  independent 
professorships  for  those  most  essential  branches  are  demanded 
by  the  standards  of  the  University.  A  resolution  is  appended. 
The  recommendation  of  the  V  ice-Chancellor  with  refer- 
ence toa  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Hebdomadal  Hoard, 
contemplating  an  equality  of  representation  from  the  variou* 
Faculties  does  not,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  prop- 
erly belong  to  its  consideration;  ami  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
recommendations  on  this  subject  should  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.     A  resolution  is  appended. 

With  reference  to  the  document  presented  to  the  Board  by 
the  Clerical  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department,  your 
Committee  beg  to  report  that  upon  examination  the  document 
is  found  not  to  be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  is  in 
the  nature  of  private  instructions  to  the  members  of  this  Board 
from  that  Diocese.  And  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  no 
definite  propositions  are  presented  for  our  consideration,  the 
Committee  recommends  no  action  in  the  premises. 

We  report  to  the  Board  that  the  Committee  has  nominated 
'to  the  Executive  Committee  the  present  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  for  reelection  for  the  term  of  five  years,  with  stipends 
to  remain  as  at  present,  save  in  the  case  of  the  stipend  of  the 
Associate  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages.  A  resolution  is 
appended  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  pro- 
vide, if  practicable,  an  increase  of  three  hundred  dollars  in  the 
stipend  of  the  Associate  Professor  of   Ancient  Languages.

The    Committee    on    the    Grammar    School    made 
their    report,    which    was    received    and    adopted,    to- 
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^ether  with  the   resolutions  appended,      The   report  is 
as  follows  : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School  beg  leave  to  re- 
port as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  find  the  Grammar  School  in  excellent 
and  flourishing  condition.  They  find  an  admirable  spirit  of 
loyalty  and  interest  amongst  the  boys,  and  a  highly  commenda- 
ble average  of  marks  in  the  various  classes. 

Your  Committee  is  impressed  with  the  material  needs  ul 
the  School,  and  desire  to  urge  upon  the  Vice-Chancellor  the 
importance  of  adding  modern  conveniences  for  teaching.  Earn- 
ing money  as  it  does,  and  giving  promise  of  constantly  growing 
earning  power,  it  seems  to  your  Committee  that  more  money 
should  be  spent  upon  the  equipment  of  the  School. 

The  benches  and  desks  in  the  class  rooms  should  be  re- 
newed as  soon  as  practicable.  Some  of  them  have  been  in  use 
since  the  beginning  of  the  Grammar  School.  There  is  lack  of 
maps  and   globes  and  charts  and  books  of  reference. 

The  present  plav-ground  and  drill  ground  is  altogether 
inadequate.  Despite  an  earnest  effort  to  reach  some  recom- 
mendation, your  Committee  is  unable  to  suggest  to  the  Board 
just  how  this  lack  may  be  supplied.  But  we  desire  to  express 
our  sense  of  the  importance  of  obtaining  an  ample  space  of 
open  ground  for  the  military  evolutions  and  sports  of  the 
Cadets. 

The  most  important  and  pressing  need  of  the  School  at 
this  moment,  is  the  provision  of  bathrooms.  The  Grammar 
School  boys  have  either  to  use  the  already  crowded  bathrooms 
of  the  University  students  at  the  gymnasium,  or  to  resort  to 
the  unsatisfactory  expedient  of  the  tin  tub  that  slips  under 
the  bed.  In  view  of  their  sense  of  the  pressing  need  of  this 
matter,  your  Committee  begs  leave  to  present  a  resolution 
touching  it. 

The  resolution  as  to  fire  escapes  and  fire  extinguishers  in 
the  Grammar  School,  referred  to  your  Committee,  has  been 
considered.     We   recommend  the   construction  of    fire   escapes 
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from  the  third  story,  but  are  of  opinion  that  if  the  tank  now  in 
course  of  construction  in  the  rear  of  the  Grammar  School 
Dormitory  be  raised  fifteen  or  twenty  feet  higher,  and  pipes 
and  hose  laid  to  the  lower  stories,  the  most  efficient  possible 
precaution  against  fire  will  have  been  adopted. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  desires  to  congratulate  Mr 
Bain  upon  his  success  with  the  Grammar  School,  and  to  con  ' 
gratulate  your  Board  upon  the  possession  of  so  efficient  a 
Head-Master.  A

Silas  McBee  there  had  come  to  the  University  as  a 
gift  a  piece  of  marble  from  the  relic  of  the  High 
Altar  of  the  Ancient  and  Venerable  Church  of  lona, 
and  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The 
University  of  the  South  now  assembled  in  annual  meeting  be 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Reverend  A.  Mitchell,  Rector, 
and  to  the  Vestry  of  S.  Andrew's  Church,  Glasgow,  Scotland,  for 
the  gift  to  this  University  through  the  hands  of  Silas  McBee 
and  John  W.  Wood,  of  a  piece  of  marble  from  the  relic  of  the 
High  Altar  of  the  Ancient  and  Venerable  Church  of  Iona.  and 
to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  this  gift  so  interesting  as  a 
relic  of  so  renowned   an  ancient  Church,  to  be  deposited  in  the 
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Altar  of  the  Chapel  of  the  first  Church  University  established 
tn  the  United  States  of  America,  connecting  the  newer  portion 
of  the  Church's  heritage  on  this  continent  with  that  most  an- 
cient  High  Altar  set  up  to  the  glory  Of  God  in  that  distant 
isle. 

Resolved,  That  a  certified  copy  of  this  minute  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Vice-Chancellor  under  the  seal  of  the  University 
to  the  Reverend  A.  Mitchell,  Rector,  and  the  Vestry  of  S.  An- 
drew's Church,  Glasgow,  Scotland.

HISTORY  OF  THE  RELIC, 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  I  beg 
to  say  that  while  traveling  in  Scotland  as  Chairman  of  the 
International  Committee  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew 
with  Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  tin-  Secretary  of  that  Committee,  on 
a  special  mis-ion  to  England  and  Scotland,  we  delivered  ad- 
dressee in  old    St.  Andrew'-  Church,  in  Willow    Acre,  Glasgow. 

After  the  service  we  were  shown  a  piece  of  white  marble 
imbedded  in  the  oaken  altar,  and  cherished  by  that  Church  a? 
it-  most  interesting  relic  because  it  is  from  the  High  Altar  in 
the  Cathedral  of  Iona  It  i<  believed  to  be  the  only  piece  of 
the  historic  shrine  in  existence.  The  Iona  Cathedral  was  estab- 
lished on  the  site  of  the  first  monastery  and  chapel  built  by 
St.  Columba  when  he  came  to  Scotland.  The  Reverend  Doc- 
tor Gordon,  who,  for  over  forty  vears  was  incumbent  of  S.  An- 
drew's Church,  kindly  furnished  the  following  interesting  ac- 
count to  the  Scottish  (Guardian,  to  which  paper  I  am  indebted 
for  these  facts  of  the  process  by  which  the  S.  Andrew's  relic 
came  \  nto  his   hands  : 

'Tlie  relic  was  taken  from  Iona  by  Doctor  Anderson,  the 
founder  of  the  Andersonian  University,  George  Street,  and 
ticketed  by  him  iiw7~3,  when  he  and  Doctor  Samuel  Johnson 
went  in  a  sloop  to  tie-  Hebrides  and  Iona.  About  1872  (I  state 
liian'oriicr  )  with  some  visitors  I  called  on  Doctor  Scoular,  the 
Hrofessbr  of  Natural  llistorv,  who  was  clearing  the  museum 
of  sup*  rfluous  fossils,  ;>n(\  in  a  heap  was  this  piece  of  marble 
quite  disregarded,  and  he  presented  it  to  me!'1

Mr.  Wood  and  I  were  so  impressed  with  the  value  of  this 
relic  th.it  we  coveted  a  part  of  it  for  the  Church  in  America.  I 
suf^esled  that  the  size  of  the  marhle  was  not  in  harmony  with 
the  proportions  of*  the  Altar  .mdtli.a  they  could  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  Altar  by  cutting  oil'  a  fragment  ami  perform 
a  most  o-raceful  act  by  allowing  us  to  l>riaLr  that  fragment  to 
America. 

The  Rector,  the  Reverend  Andrew  Mitchell  said  as  we 
left  the  Church:  "Mr.  McBee,  did  yon  speak  seriously,  or  only 
humorously,  in  regard  to  the  relic  for  America.-'  When  I 
told  him  how  earnestly  and  seriously  we  spoke  and  felt,  he 
said:  '"If  you  will  make  formal  request  in  writing  to  the  Ves- 
try, I  will  endeavor  to  secure  the  fragment  for  von. 

A  few  days  later,  from  the  Deanery  in  Perth.  1  wrote  a  letter 
which  Mr.  Wood  signed  with  me,  asking  a  small  piece  of  the 
relic  for  the  Altar  in  the  permanent  Chapel  of  The  University 
of  the  South  and  another  piece  for  the  Altar  of  the  Cathedral 
of  S.  John  the  Divine,  in  New  York,  and  said  "Thus  in  the  North 
and  in  the  South,  in  the  Cathedral  and  in  tin-  University  this 
precious  seed  from  the  past  would  be  planted,  and  constantly 
and  visibly  speak  of  that  past  to  the  growing  generations." 

It  was  suggested  that  the  officials  of  the  University  and  the 
Cathedral  give  some  assurance  of  their  willingness  to  receive 
and  guard  as  a  precious  trust  the  relic.  We  applied  tu  the  Bishop 
of  New  York  and  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  and 
received  from  them  formal  paper-  giving  the  desired  assur- 
ances— and  after  months  of  can  fid  attention  to  every  detail,  the 
Rector  and  Vestry,  having  secured  the  consent  ol  Doctor  Gor- 
don the  famous  archaeologist  who  discovered  the  relic  and 
placed  it  in  S.  Andrew's  Church,  agreed  to  the  plan,  the  slab 
was  cut  exactly  as  1  had  at  first  indicated  and  sawed  in  h 
the  pieces  sent  to  this  country. 

In  January  Mr.  Wood   and    1  formally  presented   one   piect 
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to  the  Trustees  of  the  New  York  Cathedral-and  I  now  in  his 
name  and  my  own,  deeply  regretting  his  inability  to  be  here 
present  the  other  piece  to  this  Board,  in  the  belief  that  we  havj 
a  rare  and  precious  relic. 

Many  distinguished  scholars  In  England  thought  it  incred- 
ible that  we  should  secure  it.  The  Scottish  Guardian  closed 
an  .nteresting  account  of  the  matter  with  these  words  •  "The 
fragments  of  lona  marble  will  be  to  American  Church  people  a 
precious  reminder  of  the  primitive  stages  of  their  own  Christ 
amty  :  a  memento  of  the  intimate  bond  that  ties  the  American 
and  the  Scottish  branches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  to- 
gether." 

Mr.  McNeal  nominated  Mr.  R.  M.  DuBose  for  the 
office  of  Treasurer  for  the  University  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  The  nomination  being  duly  seconded,  on 
motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of 
the  Board  for  Mr.  DuBose.  The  Secretary  reported 
that  he  had  so  done,  and  Mr.  DuBose  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  Treasurer  for  the  time  specified.

Resolved.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  may  instruct  the  Treasurer  to  apply  the  proceeds  of 
iinv  gifts  or  obligations,  not  given  for  any  specific  purpose,  to 
the  geueral  purposes  of  the  University.

F.  A.  Shoup,  up  to  Sep- 
tember 1,  1N96  be  approved,  also  in  relation  to  the  expenses  of 
the  funeral  of   Dr.  Shoup.

foreclose  said  mortgage  should  there  be  any  default  in   the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  at  maturity,  and  from  the  proceeds  to  pay.  fir'st, 
the  expenses  of  such  foreclosure  ;  second,  the  loan  for  which  said 
collateral  is  pledged,  and  third,  the  balance  to  said  corporation  . 
and  further  to  make  such  contract  in   relation  to  the  collection 
and  application  of  the  interest   on   said  collateral,  and    for   pay- 
ment of   t.e  interest  on  the   loan  hereby  authorized  as  he  may 
deem  expedient,  and   if    needful    he  may   appoint  a  Truster    to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  resolution. 

Resolved.  2.   That  the  Endowment  Committee  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  deliver  to  B.  L.  Wiggins  as    President  of   the    Cniver 
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^ity  Corporation  the  McCroskey  deed  made  to  secure  a  loan  of 
Thirty  Thousand  dollars  made  to  her,  to  be  by  said  President 
pledged  as  collateral  security  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  reso- 
lution. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
assenting  to  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  the  following,  be  re 
quested  to  evidence  their  assent  by   signing  the  same  and  when 
so  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  be  duly  entered  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Committee.

OF  THE   VICE-CHANCELLOR,   1897. 
To  the  Trustees  of   The    University  of  the   South: 

Gentlemen.— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  fourth 
annual  report  covering  the  operations  of  the  University  from 
July  20,  1896,  to  July  20,  1897. 

I  beg  first  to  refer  to  the  more  important  changes  which 
have  taken  place  in  our  University  ranks  through  death,  resig- 
nation, or  appointment. 

DEATHS. 

In  my  last  report  I  referred  to  the  serious  illness  of  the 
Reverend  Francis  Asbury  Shoup,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Meta- 
plrys.c,  who  had  been  practically  incapacitated  for  work  during 
the  greater  portion  of  the  Lent  term,  1896,  and  whose  condition 
gave  no  encouragement  to  expect  an  immediate  or  ultimate  re- 
covery. It  was,  therefore,  no  surprise  when  the  end  came  By 
his  removal  the  University  has  sustained  a  distinct  loss,  and 
the  Faculty  with  whom  he  had  been  associated  for  so  many 
years  a  personal  bereavement. 

Doctor  Shoup  was  born  in  Franklin  County,  Indiana,  March 
22,  1834,  and  was,  therefore,  in  the  sixty-third  vear  of  his  age 
He  was  graduated  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  in 
1855,  was  assigned  to  the  artillery,  and  served  with  the  army  in 
Honda  for  five  years.  In  i860  he  resigned  from  the  army, 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Indianapolis.  In 
t86i  he  returned  to  Florida  to  practice  law,  and  when  the  war 
broke  out  obeyed  his  strong  convictions,  and  volunteered  in  the 
Confederate  army.     His  war  record  is  a  matter  of  history. 

In  1868,  General   Shoup   was   elected  Professor  of   Applied

Mathematics  in  the  University  of  Mississippi.  fie  then 
studied  for  the  ministry,  and  was  ordained  Priest  in  1869.  He 
accepted  the  Professorship  of  Mathematics  in  the  University  of 
the  South  in  August,  1869,  ass  urn  in  g  also  the  duties  of  Chaplain, 
and  resigned  to  go  into  parish  work  in  1875.  ^e  was  recalled 
to  Sewanee  in  1883  to  accept  the  chair  of  Engineering  and 
Physics,  and  later  the  chair  of  Metaphysics  also.  He  again  re- 
signed  in  1894,  hut  was  again  recalled  in  1895  to  the  chair  of 
Metaphysics,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
September  4th,  1896. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  S.  Augustine's  Chapel 
September  5th,  and  a  special  memorial  service  on  Sunday, 
September  6th,  with  addresses  by  Bishops  Quintard  and  Gailor, 
and  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  University. 

The  body  rests  at  Sewanee — a  place  to  which  he  gave  so 
many  years  of  devotion  and  distinguished  ability. 

The  high  and  affectionate  tributes  paid  to  his  memory  by 
his  comrades,  colleagues,  and  student-  at  the  time  of  his  death 
revealed  the  greatness  of  the   loss  sustained   by  the  University. 

When  Doctor  Shoup  died,  a  strong  personality  was  re- 
moved from  the  life  of  the  University  to  be  incorporated  with 
the  undying  names  that  make  up  the  tradition  and  the  inspira- 
tion and  the  devotion  that  belong  to  Sewanee. 

Doctor  Shoup  was  the  author  of  several  books,  viz:  "  In- 
fantry Tactics,"  (Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  1862);  "Artillery  Di- 
vision Drill,"  (Atlanta,  1864);  "Elements  of  Algebra."  (New 
York,  1874);   "  Mechanism  and  Personality,'"  (Boston,  1888;. 

The  Right  Reverend  John  Brockenbrough  Newton,  D.D., 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Virginia,  died  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
May  2H,  1897.  He  was  an  honorary  alumnus  of  this  University, 
having  received  the  degree  of  D.D.,  in  1896. 

The  Reverend  George  Scovill  Mallorv,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  editor 
of  the  •'  Churchman,"  died  in  New  York  City.  March  2nd,  1897. 
Doctor  Mallorv  received  the  degree  of  I.L.I).,  from  this  Uni- 
versity in  [S91. 

A  very  great  loss  befell  the  University  in  the  death  of  the 
Reverend  Charles  Frederick  Hoffman,  \^.\)..  LL.D..  D.C.L., 
who   died    at    Jekyl    Island,  Georgia,  M.nvh    4th.  1S97.      Doctor 
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Hoffman  was  the  preacher  of  our  Baccalaureate  Sermon  at  the 
last  Commencement,  on  which  occasion  he  received  the  degree 
of  D.C.L.  ad  eundem.  Sewanee  appealed  to  Doctor  Hoffman 
in  a  very  real  way,  and  before  leaving  the  Mountain  last  sum- 
mer he  told  me  of  his  purpose  to  build  a  dormitory,  which  was 
regarded  at  the  time  as  one  of  our  most  pressing  needs. 
Doctor  Hoffman  never  lost  an  opportunity  either  publicly  or 
privately  to  affirm  that  Sewanee  was  the  onlv  Church  Univer- 
sity, and  a<  such  should  first  have  the  co-operation  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  Church  School*,  Col- 
leges, and  Seminaries.  He  often  remarked  that  Sewanee  was  a 
very  real  place,  earnest  and  catholic  in  all  its  endeavors,  and 
holding  fast  to  the  principle:  "In  essentials,  unity  ;  in  non-es- 
sentials, liberty;  in  all  things,  charity." 

We  are  grateful  to  Doctor  Hoffman  for  remembering  Se- 
wanee in  his  last  moments. 

William  Harrington  Lipscomb,  who  received  the  degree 
LL.  B.,  in  1894,  died  m  Columbia.  South  Carolina.  January  21, 
1897  in  the  twenty-third  vear  of  his  age.

The  Reverend  Charles  B.  Sparks,  B.D.,  was  elected  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  Instructor  in   Hebrew. 

The  University  has  again  been  most  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  R.  11.  Peters.  Mus.  Doc,  during  his  vacation 
from    June     15th    to    September     15th.      In    addition    to    taking 
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charge  of  the  organ,  training  the  choir,  and  directing  the  Uni- 
versity Glee  Club,  Doctor  Peters  has  organized  a  summer 
school  of  music  which  offers  instruction  to  students  of  both 
sexes.  I  could  wish  that  Doctor  Peters  might  become  a  per- 
manent officer, 

THE    UNIVERSITY. 

An  important  administrative  change  in  the  University  was 
authorized  by  your  Board  in  1895;  this  was  the  constituting 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science-  with  its  Dean,  corresponding 
to  the  Faculties  of  Theology,  Law,  and  Medicine  already  or 
ganized.  The  co-ordination  of  the  departments  was  thereby 
effected,  each  Faculty  having  a  care  for  the  special  interests  of 
its  department,  and  all  subject  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  which 
bv  statute  act-  as  a  council  ol  advice  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  in 
the  government  of  the  University,  and  exercises  a  general 
supervision  over  all  its  departments.  Experience  has  confirmed 
the  wisdom  of  the  organization.  There  has  never  been  a 
stronger  feeling  of  the  unity  of  the  University  nor  a  clearer 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  all  its  departments  are  inter-de- 
pendent parts  of  one  organization.  It  has  tended  to  effect  a 
centralization  and  systematization  of  the  work  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Just  so  long,  however,  as  the  Hebdomadal  Board  is  com- 
posed of  an  unequal  number  of  representatives  from  the  several 
department- — as  now,  six  from  the  Department  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  three  from  Theology,  one  from  Medicine,  and  one 
from  Law,  there  will  be  a  lack  of  uniformity. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  consti- 
tuted upon  the  basis  of  equal  representation  from  the  several 
departments,  with  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Chairman  ex  officio. 
1  would  recommend  that  the  Deans  of  the  several  Departments 
be  the  representatives. 

While  each  Faculty  should  exercise  control  over  its  own  depart- 
ment vet  there  are  many  matters  in  which  the  several  departments 
are  equally  interested,  and,  as  there  is  almost  no  question  which 
touches  the  student  life  which  does  not  affect  the  students  in  all 
•department-,  a  Hebdomadal  Board  thus  constituted  would  In 
helpful  in  draw  ing  together  the  various  departments  ^\  the  Uni- 
versity,  and  making  them  act  as  a  unit. 
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The  University  as  a  whole,  has,  during  the  past  year,  made 
considerable  progress  in  the  literary  activity  of  its  Professor, 
and  in  >ts  reputation  for  scholarship.  The  number  of  student 
has  increased,  and  their  general  tone  and  discipline  show  im- 
provement: 

The  reports  of  the  Deans  and  others  in  charge  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  University  will  show  in  detail  the 
work  of  ,-ach  department.  I  have  only  room  to  comment 
briefly  upon  them,  and  to  call  attention  to  some  striking 
features.  '

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DEPARTMENTS 

Academic. 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  students 
in  this  department  as  compared  with  last  year.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  students  transferred  to  other  de- 
partments are  not  counted  in  this  department;  that  more  rigid 
entrance  examinations  are  now  required  ;  and  that  there  is  not 
the  same  anxiety  on  the  part  of  Grammar  School  students  to 
be  advanced  to  the  University.  For  instance,  two  of  the  last 
year's  graduates  elected  to  remain  in  the  Grammar  School  an- 
other year. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  scholarship  of  the 
students,  and,  although  greater  restraints  have  been  imposed 
in  discipline,  there  has  been  no  friction,  and  very  few  case? 
meriting-  serious   punishment. 

The  following  resolution  of  the  Faculty  tuts  had  the  desired 
effect. 

Resolved,  That  junior  students  be  informed  that  during 
the  first  month  of  their  academic  career  they  are  not  required 
to  keep  study  hours,  but  that  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  first 
month,  or  of  any  subsequent  month  their  average  in  their 
studies  fall  below  2,  they  will,  ipso  facto,  be  required  to  keep 
study  hours  until  they  bring  their  average  up  to  2. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  less  than  twenty  per  cent  of 
the  junior  students  have  fallen  below  the  required  average. 

Still  more  gratifying,  however,  is  the  reputation  for  a  high 
standard  of  scholarship  which  Sewanee  earned  by  winning  the 
three  scholarships  offered  by  the  Association  for  Promoting 
the  Interests  of  Church  Schools,  Colleges  and  Seminaries.  It 
is  so  significant,  and  has  attracted  such  widespread  attention 
that  I  must  make  more  than  a  passing  mention  of  it.  The  As- 
sociation offered  three  prizes  of  $300  each  to  the  students  of 
the  Junior  year  in  the  following  Church  College?  :  Trinity, 
llobart,  S.  Stephen's,  fvenvon,  and  Sewanee.  The  examina 
tions  for  the  prizes  offered  for  1897  were  to  be  in  Latin,  Greek, 
and  English,  mathematics  and  physics-  The  Board  of  Direct- 
ors  of  the  Association  appointed  the  following  a    Committee   of 
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Examiners:  Professor  Morgan,  of  Harvard,  in  Greek;  Pro 
fessor  Baldwin  of  Yale,  in  English;  Professor  Peck,  of  Colum- 
bia, in  Latin  ;  Professor  Brooks,  of  Princeton,  in  mathematics 
and  physics.  They  were  instructed  to  set  such  examinations 
as  they  would  for  students  in  their  several  colleges  completing 
the  junior  year.  In  consequence  of  our  elective  system,  sunn 
of  our  best  men  were  debarred  the  competition.  Then,  again, 
the  notice  of  the  special  work  to  be  required  reached  Sewanee 
during  the  winter  vacation,  and  our  students  were  unable  to  be- 
gin preparation  until  the  latter  part  of  March— two  month- 
later  than  the  other  institutions.  Notwithstanding  these  dis- 
advantages, Sewanee  won  all  three  prizes  of  $300  each.  The 
three  successful  contestants  were  George  Clifton  Edwards,  of 
Dallas,  Texas;  Winfield  Pinson  Woolf,  of  Atlanta  Georgia  ; 
and  James  Fouche  Matthews,  of  Anniston,  Alabama.  Mr.  Ed- 
wards stood  first  in  the  competition,  receiving cjoin  English,  with 
special  commendation  from  the  examiner,  85  in  Latin  and  81  in 
Greek.  The  averages  in  mathematics  and  phvsic-  were  not  so 
creditable,  although  the  fault  was  largely  with  the  examiner 
who  misunderstood  the  character  of  the  examination.  Sewa- 
nee's  average  was  25  in  excess  of  any  other  college.  The  result 
shows  that  our  work  compares  most  favorably  with  that  of 
other  colleges,  and  that  our  standard  is  not  lower  than  that  of 
the  best  Eastern  colleges. 

In  the  annual  contest  of  the  Southern  Oratorical  Associa- 
tion, which  embraces  the  University  of  Virginia,  Washing- 
ton and  Lee,  Center  College,  Vanderbilt  University,  University 
of  South  Carolina.  Tulane,  University  of  Virginia,  and  Se- 
wanee, we  were  again  successful  this  year.  This  is  Sewanee's 
third  victory,  whereas  no  other  institution  has  achieved  more 
than  a  single  victory. 

I  must  not  omit  to  make  mention  of  the  Association  of 
Southern  Schools  and  Colleges,  of  which  Sewanee  was  <n^  of 
the  founders,  which  is  accomplishing  much  in  the  direction  of 
articulating  the  work  of  the  colleges  with  the  work  oi  the 
schools  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Its  object  is  to  effect  uni- 
form  entrance   requirements,  and  I  need    not  point  out   the    im- 
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portancc  to  the  secondary  and  higher  education  of  the  South  of 
such  a  result,  if  it  can  he  attained. 

Upon  the  death  of  Doctor  Shoup,  Doctor  DuBose  assumed 
the  work  in  Metaphysics,  in  addition  to  his  own  duties  as  Dean 
and  Professor  in  the  Theological  Department,  and  that,  too, 
without  further  compensation.  Doctor  Hall  was  engaged  to  do 
the  work  in  Physics. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  in   this  department   for  the   past 

year  amounted  to    $11,100.00 

The  tuition  fees  collected     $8031   94 

The  tuition  fees  uncollected ^2  45—$  9,064.39 

Leaving  a  deficit  of $2,03^61 

as  against  $2,593.58  for  i895-'96,  and  as  against  $3,147.87  for 
i894-'95,  although  in  the  meantime  the  appropriations  for  sal- 
aries have  heen  increased  from  $9,075  to  $11,100.  This  shows 
that  the  tuition  receipts  from  the  academic  department  are  $3,- 
137.26  in  excess  of  what  they  were  in  i894-'95.  Th*  tuition  re- 
ceipts are  $557.97  in  excess  of  last  year,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  there  are  twelve  less  students. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  (  Exhihit  A.)  is  herewith  submitted. 
Theological. 

The  number  of  students  in  this  department  has  increased 
from  nineteen  to  twenty-six  during  the  past  year.  The  teach- 
ing force  has  been  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Reverend  C.  B.  Sparks,  B.D.,  as  Instructor  in  Hebrew. 

While  the  work  in  this  department  is  thorough  and  grow- 
ing better  from  year  to  year,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  work  is  un- 
equally divided,  and  that  with  the  same  teaching  force  greater 
efficiency  can  be  effected.  Doctor  DuBose,  in  addition  to  his 
duties  as  Dean,  and  Professor  of  Exegesis,  gives  all  the  instruc- 
tion in  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, which  means  nine  additional  hours  per  week. 

The  Dean  in  his  report  calls  attention  to  the  need  of  ad- 
ditional scholarships  and  aid  for  deserving  students,  and  until 
such  can  be  obtained,  we  must  expect  to  lose  some  of  our  best 
students  who  are  compelled  to  avail  themselves  of  such  aid 
offered  bv  other   seminaries. 
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Considerable  money  has  been  spent  on   S    Luke's  Hall  and 
grounds.     The  basement  has  been  greatly  improved    for  refect 
ory  purposes,  drain   and    sewer    pipes   have    been    laid,  and   the 
water  supply  increased. 

The  refectory  under  the  management  of  Mr.  R.  L.  Col 
more  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Strother  continues  to  give  complete  satis 
faction.  The  University  is  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  the 
services  of  such  an  estimable  woman  as  Mrs.  Strother  for 
Matron. 

The  profits  for  the  refectory  for  the  past  year  may  be  esti- 
mated as  follows  :

As  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department,  I  herewith 
submit  my  report  exhibit  B. 

Of  the  $4050  assessed  against  the  several  dioceses  for  1896 — 
97  and  of  the  balance  due  on  previous  years  there  has  been  paid 
$3'534-°4»  which  is  $1,335.03  in  excess  of  last  year's  payment. 
This  marks  an  improvement,  but  the  result  is  far  from  being 
satisfactory.  During  the  three  years  that  I  have  been  Treas- 
urer the  unpaid  balance  on  account  of  these  assessments  amount 
to  $5,644.53.  Basing  my  estimate  upon  experience,  I  do  not 
count  as  an  available  asset  more  than  $350,  of  this  unpaid 
balance.  Florida  and  Southern  Florida  are  accustomed  to  pay 
early  in  August  their  assessments  of  $200  and  $150  respectively. 
The  following  dioceses  may  be  regarded  as  full  paving: 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Southern  Florida,  West- 
ern Texas,  Dallas. 

The  following  patd  during  the  past  year  more  than  one-half 
of  their  assessment : 

Alabama,  East  Carolina.    Kentucky,  Tennessee,    Asheville. 

The  remaining  dioceses  all  made  payments  ranging  from 
$236.80  from  Louisiana  to  $23  from  Arkansas. 

b  rom  all  sources  we  have  received  enough  to  pay  the 
salaries  in  full  for  the  past  year,  and  to  reduce  the  accumulated 
deficit  of  the  past  three  years  $759.50.  This  is.  undoubtedly, 
the  most  encouraging  statement  that  has  ever  been  made.      But 
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will  not  the  dioceses  that  are  in  arrears  make  an  effort  to  raise 
a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  off  the  old  deficit  which  has  been 
reduced  this  year  from  $2,933.78  to  2,178.95?  It  may  not 
be  known  to  your  Board  that  your  present  Dean,  who 
was  the  former  Treasurer,  never  carried  over  balances  from 
year  to  year,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  an  investigation  would  re- 
veal the  fact  that  to  him  alone,  we  owe  enough  to  enable  him 
to  live  comfortably  for  several  vears. 

Since  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Treasurer,  I  have  carried 
over  all  balances  against  the  dioceses  as  well  as  in  favor  of  tin- 
Professors. 

There  will  be  due  from  the  Tustin  loan  on  August  15th  a 
balance  of  $570.02,  and  with  the  $350  due  from  Florida  and 
Southern  Florida,  always  paid  before  August  15th,  the  out- 
standing deficit  of  $2,178.95  will   be  reduced  to  $1,258.93. 

If  the  dioceses  in  arrears  would  p\y  the  balances  of  their 
assessment  for  the  past  year  alone,  we  would  be  able  to  wipe- 
out  the  entire  deficit. 

A  statement  of  the  Hubbard  Fund,  exhibit  C,  is  herewith 
submitted.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  investment  of  this 
fund  of  $20,000,  since  my  last  report.  The  securities  are  in  the 
University  safe  subject  to  your  inspection. 

The  report  of  the   Dean,  exhibit  1),  is  herewith  submitted. 

Medical   Department. 

in  my  last  report  I  gave  no  encouragement  for  the  future 
of  the  Medical  Department.  In  consideration  of  the  fact  that 
at  the  end  of  each  year  we  had  quite  a  large  deficit  facing  us, 
it  seemed  to  me  unwise  to  recommend  a  continuance  ot  this  de- 
partment. The  deficit  for  the  past  year  was  estimated  at 
$1,356.20,  and  at  the  close  of  the  session  in  December,  I  found 
that  my  estimate  had  not  been  excessive.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, I  had  concluded  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  Com 
mittee  that  the  department  be  abolished.  Before  doing  so, 
however,  I  had  an  interview  with  the  Dean,  Doctor  Cain,  who 
has  always  had  great  faith  in  the  future  of  the  department.  He 
urged  that  we  should  give  it  at  least  one  more  trial  He  ex 
pressed  his   willingness  to  share  with  the    Universitv  whatever 
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deficit  there  might  he  in  his  salary.      The  remaining  members 
of  the  Faculty,  with  rare  generosity,  agreed  to  do  likewise. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  department  has  made 
greater  progress  during  the  present  year.  The  session  of  the 
Medical  Department  opened  June  ioth,  and  yet  alreadv  there 
are  enrolled  fifty -one  students,  as  against  thirty-two  last  ses- 
sion. It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  total  number  for  the 
year  will  exceed  sixty.  Hut  even  if  there  is  no  further  increase, 
the  receipts  will  more  than  meet  all  the  expenses  for  the  vear, 
paying  the  Professors  their  salaries  in  full,  and  making  a  con- 
tribution to  the  University  exchequer. 

More  important  still  is  the  marked  improvement  in  the  lit- 
erary qualifications  of  the  class,  several  of  them  holding  aca- 
demic degrees. 

I  have  converted  Tremlett  Hall  into  a  boarding  Hall  for 
this  department,  and  am  furnishing  board  at  the  very  low 
rate  of  .$12.00  per  month.  Over  twenty  students  are  lodged 
there. 

The  Dean's  efforts  have  been  so  faithful  and  so  untiring 
that  I  must  not  withhold  the  praise  which  belongs  to  him  for 
the  present  prosperity  of  the  department.  His  report  is  Ex- 
hibit  F. 

La~v  Department, 
This  department  has  made  no  progress  since  its  establish- 
ment. The  number  of  students  is  slightly  less,  and  there  has 
been  no  improvement  in  their  scholarship.  The  accessions  are 
for  the  most  part  from  the  Academic  Department  and  largely 
from  a  class  of  students  whose  interest  in  law  is,  in  a  measure, 
due  to  a  desire  for  greater  freedom  from  discipline.  There  is  a 
tendency  for  this  department  to  become  the  refuge  of  the  idle 
although  after  entering  the  department  idlers  receive  no  en- 
couragement or  sympathy  from  the  Dean  who  is  very  exacting. 
Only  one  of  the  present  class  is  a  degree  graduate. 

The  Dean,  in  addition  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  own 
duties,  has  given  gratuitous  and  valuable  instruction  in  the 
School  of  History  and  Political  Economy  of  the  Academic  De- 
partment. 

We    cannot    expect    that     the    Law    Department    will    ex- 
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perience  any  change  for  the  better  until  the  teaching  force  has 
been  augmented  and  better  library  facilities  afforded. 

The  number  of  students  in  this  department  for  the  past 
year  has  been  fourteen.  The  tuition  receipts  amount  to  $579.85 
as  against  $589.90  for  1895 — 96,  and  as  against  $897  for  1894 — 95- 
The  salary  of  the  Dean  is  $1500,  $500  of  which  was  appropriated 
for  additional  instruction  in  Finance  and  Economy,  and  is 
chargeable  to  that  School.  So  the  deficit  on  salary  account 
alone  amounts  to  $420.15. 

Our  attorneys,  Messrs.  Banks  &  Embrev,  have  kindly  con- 
sented to  deliver  some  lectures  gratuitously,  and  I  only  wish 
that  some  of  our  lawyer  Trustees  would  supplement  the  course 
by  an  occasional  lecture. 

The  report  of  the  Dean,  Exhibit  E,  is   herewith  submitted. 

Grammar  School. 

Under  the  administration  of  the  present  Head  Master,  the 
growth  of  the  Grammar  School  has  been  steady  and  vigorous. 
The  discipline  has  been  firm  but  mild,  and  devoid  of  friction. 
The  application  of  the  students  to  their  studies  has  been  better 
than  in  former  years.  Never  before  has  there  been  such  an 
esprit  of  the  student  body.  Hitherto  the  boys  have  been  over 
anxious  to  be  advanced  to  the  University,  but  two  of  t.;e  best 
graduates  who  were  entitled  to  promotion  requested  the  privi- 
lege of  remaining  in  the  Grammar  School  for  another  year 
in  order  to  continue  their  classical  studies  under  Mr.  Bain. 
The  Head  Master,  in  addition  to  his  duties  of  administration  and 
instruction,  has  on  several  occasions  taken  my  classes  during 
an  enforced  absence. 

The  number  of  students  is  93  as  against  80  last  year. 

I  regret  to  report  the  resignation  of  Mr.  R.  E.  Spilman, 
Commandant  of  Cadets,  who  has  been  appointed  an  instructor 
in  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  and  under  the  laws  of  Vir- 
ginia is  required  to  accept  the  same.  Mr.  Spilman  is  a  man  of 
high  character  and  unflinching  courage,  and  has  proved  the 
most  efficient  and  acceptable  officer  who  has  ever  held  this  po- 
sition. Mr.  Taliaferro  Milton,  a  graduate  of  the  V.  M.  I.,  has 
been  appointed  his  successor. 
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The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  receipts  from  tuition 
fees  and  expenditures  for  salaries  for  the  year  1896-97:

The  net  profits  from  the  board  and  tuition  for  the  present 
year  amount  to  $4,486.18  which  is  $1,590.54  in  excess  of  last  year. 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  boarders,  it  was  found 
necessary  at  the  beginning  of  this  Lent  term  to  build  eleven 
additional  rooms  on  the  third  floor  of  the  dormitory.  All  the 
dormitory  buildings  were  also  repainted.  The  cost  of  the  re- 
pairs amounted  to  about  $1,000. 

The  report  of  the  Head  Master,  Exhibit  G,  is  submitted 
herewith.

The  total  net  profits  for  the  three  years  during  which  this 
department   has   been  conducted  amount  to  $3,173.97-     Oi  tlr,~ 
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amount,  the  sum  of  $1,100.00  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
the  entire  stock,  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  etc.,  of  E.  W. 
Johns  &  Co.,  and  $701.72  lias  been  paid  "the  University  on  ac- 
count of  interest  on  the  capital  invested,  which  is  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  cent.

The  Supply  Store,  with  its  buildings,  fixtures,  stock,  etc.,  is 
worth  at  least  $6,500.00. 

Through  the  Supply  Store  the  University  purchases  all  its 
supplies  for  the  Grammar  School  dormitory,  S.  Luke's  Hall, 
Tremlett  Hall,  and  for  general  purposes,  thus  effecting  a  con- 
siderable saving. 

The  Manager's  statement  is  Exhibit  II. 

Printing    Department. 

The  management  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  has 
not  been  satisfactory,  although  the  statement  of  the  Superin- 
tendents, herewith  submitted,  ( Exhibit  I)  would  show  a  profit 
of  $898.01. 

In  January  I  found  it  necessary  to  discharge  the  former 
Manager,  Mr.  W.  W.  Stephenson,  for  dishonesty.  Mr.  Ste- 
phenson was  a  very  efficient  printer,  but  on  three  occasions  I 
discovered  that  he  had  collected  payment  for  printing  bills  and 
had  appropriated  the  money  for  his  own  use. 

The  present  Superintendent,  Mr.  H.  H.  Dulin,  while,  per- 
haps, not  so  competent,  is  thoroughly  honest  and  is  giving  satis- 
faction. 

The  value  of  the  building  and  its  equipment  may  be  safely 
estimated  at  $4,000. 

Athletic   Department. 
It  is  proper  that    I   should  here  say   a  word   regarding  the 
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regulation  of  the  athletic  sports  and  other  athletic  interests  of 
our  students. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  Trinity  term,  1896,  the  Heb- 
domadal Board  passed  the  following  resolution  : 

ftesotved,  That  it  be  required  of  all  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity who  play  on  teams  representing  the  University  in  base- 
ball, football,  tennis  or  track  athletics,  or  other  form  of  athletic 
sports,  that  they  shall  have  maintained  an  average  of  2  in 
their  studies  up  to  the  time  of  any  game  in  which  they  may 
participate;  and  if  they  be  students  matriculated  in  former 
terms  that  they  shall  have  maintained  an  average  of  2  on  their 
examinations  of  the  term  preceding  their  membership  of  said 
team,  and  that,  furthermore,  such  students  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  said  teams  unless  their  conduct  is  thoroughly  satis- 
factory to  the  Deans  of  their  respective  departments. 

This  rule  has  been  in  force  only  a  short  time,  and.  there- 
fore,  has  not  been  thoroughly  tested,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
it  is  heartily  indorsed  by  the  student  body  who  agree  with  the 
Faculty  that  membership  on  athletic  teams  need  not  be  disas- 
trous to  a  student  from  a  scholastic  point  of  view. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  quote  the  following  from  "Harper's 
Weekly";  the  article  was  written  by  Mr.  Caspar  Whitney,  the 
well-known  athletic  editor: 

"In  happy  contrast,"  says  he,  "with  this  unpleasant  hap 
pening" — he  refers  to  the  rather  serious  altercation  between 
the  University  of  Nashville  and  Yanderbilt  University,  "it  1? 
gratifying  to  record  the  sportsmanlike  and  manly  bearing  of 
the  Sewanee  University  eleven,  and  the  undergraduates  gen- 
erally on  the  occasion  of  its  defeat  by  Georgia.  Indeed  the 
tone  of  the  "Sewanee  Purple"— the  students'  weekly — all 
through  the  season  has  been  most  praiseworthy,  and  has  en- 
couraged the  team  to  sportsmanlike  endeavor,  and  supported 
the  Faculty  in  its  efforts  to  keep  athletics  wholesome.  As  an 
instance  of  the  tone  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  quote  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph,  which  speaks  for  itself:  'We  do  not  regard 
the  recent  ruling  of  the  Faculty  that  will  prohibit  a  man  who 
falls  below  2  in  his  class  work   from   taking    part   in  any  inter- 
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collegiate  contest  as  inimical  to  Sewanee  athletics.  The  loss  to 
a  team  of  a  player  who  has  not  brains  enough  or  determination 
enough  to  make  that  average  cannot  be  deemed  irreparable.  In 
our  opinion  it  would  be  a  good  riddance.'  Here  is  a  suggestion 
for  some  of  our  Northern  colleges.  This  is  the  spirit  that  we 
recommend  to  the  editors  of    all  university  papers." 

During  this  baseball  season  Sewanee  has  won  every  series 
in  the  Southern  College  Association,  but  was  defeated  by  the 
University  of  Virginia  in  two  very  close  contests.  I  may  add 
that  the  University  of  Virginia  has  in  its  turn  defeated  some  of 
the  strongest  Eastern  college  teams. 

In  track  athletics  we  have  made  a  very  creditable  record. 
The  following  statement  will  show  the   receipts  from   the 
gymnasium   fees  and   the  expenditure  for  the  salary  of  the  in- 
structor.

The    Library. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian,  exhibit  J,  shows  that  during 
the  past  year  there  have  been  presented  to  the  University  1467 
bound  volumes,  1262  unbound,  685  pamphlets,  and  2979  period- 
icals. In  addition  there  have  been  acquired  by  purchase  41 
bound  volumes. 

The  most  important  gift  was  the  library  of  the  late  Rever- 
end J.  Jackson  Scott,  D.D.,  of  Pensacola,  Florida,  presented  by 
his  widow.      It  is  theological  in  character. 

The  reading  room,  which  is  open  daily  from  9  a.m.,  to  1 
p.m  ,  and  from  2  p.m.,  to  5  p.m.,  is  supplied  with  three  dailies, 
fifteen  weeklies,  twenty-four  monthlies,  and  ten  quarterlies, 
making  a  total  of  fifty-two  publications. 

ihe  u-e  of  the  library  continues  to  increase,  which  is  the 
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best  indication  of  the  intellectual  activity  of  the  University. 
Our  facilities,  however,  are  far  from  adequate— in  fact,  are 
wholly  unsatisfactory.  Good  workmen  must  have  a  good  work- 
shop and  good  tools.  At  present,  the  greater  portion  of  our 
library  is  shelved  in  the  upper  story  of  the  Convocation  House, 
a  part  of  it  in  a  room  below,  while  some  five  thousand  volume- 
— which  constitute  our  working  library — are  placed  in  the  read- 
ing room  of  the   Walsh  Memorial  Hall. 

Our  greatest  need  is  a  suitable  library  building  where  all 
the  books  may  be  properly  shelved  and  of   ready  access. 

1  pray  that  some  benefactor  may  have  it  in  his  heart  to 
build  a  gymnasium — however  inexpensive — thus  rendering  the 
Convocation   House   available  for  library  purposes. 

Then  we  do  need  a  fund — however  small— for  the  annual 
purchase  of  modern  publications. 

*  As  stated  in  my  last  report,  it  was  through  Mr.  John  D. 
Shaffer's  generous  gift  of  $300,  and  some  minor  contributions, 
that  we  were  able  to  afford  our  students  the  present  facilities. 
If  such  a  gift  had  one  imitator  each  year,  1  am  satisfied  that  no 
investment  would  yield  a  better  return 
The  Chaplain. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain,  Exhibit  K,  gives  full  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  religious  instruction,  the  number  con- 
firmed during  the  year,  the  Chapel  services,  attendance  upon 
Chapel,  and  the  condition  of  the  choir. 

Beginning  with  Easter  Sunday,  a  change  was  made  in  the 
hour  of  the  Sunday  afternoon  Chapel  service.  At  the  request 
of  the  Chaplain,  the  hour  was  changed  from  4:30  P.M.  107:30 
P.M.  The  change  has  given  entire  satisfaction,  and  has  resulted 
in  a  considerable  increase  in  the  attendance. 

At  one  of  our  Faculty  meetings,  there  was  a  general  discus- 
sion as  to  the  advisability  of  making  the  attendance  upon 
Chapel  voluntary  rather  than  compulsory.  The  argument  was 
advanced  that  by  making  the  religion-  services  a  matter  of  vol- 
untary worship  rather  than  an  academical  requirement  the 
Chaplain  would  enjoy  the  opportunity  of  making  hisappeals  to 
the  students  vital  rather  than  perfunctory.  It  was  unanimously 
agreed,  however,  that  tin-  change  was  inexpedient 
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The  Health  Offer. 
The  report  of  the  Health  Officer,  Exhibit  L,  shows  that 
there  have  been  no  cases  of  serious  illness  during  the  entire 
year.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Mountain  is  about  the 
same,  and  is  as  good  as  it  can  be  made  without  a  better  system 
of  drainage. 

Honorar  v    Degrees. 
I  submit.  Exhibit  M,  applications  for  honorary  degrees. 

Scholarships. 
I  feel  sure  that  it  is  not  commonly  known  how  generous  the 
University  is  in  the  way  of  granting  free  tuition  to  needv  and 
promising  young  men.  While  the  number  of  beneficiaries  is 
less  than  usual,  it  is  not  because  I  have  denied  aid  to  deserving 
applicants,  but  rather  because  I  have  been  careful  to  inform 
myself  as  to  the  necessities  of  the  cases. 

There  are  at  present  eleven  beneficiaries  of  the  Hill  schol- 
arships. They  are  required  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  standard 
and  to  pass  all  their  examinations.  A  failure  to  do  this  invari- 
ably results  in  the  loss  of  the  scholarship.  The  effect  has  been 
most  excellent  upon  the  student  body. 

The  investment  of  the  Hill  Legacy  Fund  is  the  same  as  last 
year.     The  annual  income  is  -$2.^38. 

The    Association    for   Promoting   the    Interests   of  Church 
Schools,  Colleges  and  Seminaries  has  offered  to  the  Senior  stu 
dents  of  our  Church  Colleges   three  scholarships  of  $500  each 
for    1898.     We  hope  to  meet  with  the  same  success  as  this  year, 

Buildings    and  Lands. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  the  receipts  from 
leases  are  less  than  Inst  year.  This  is  due  to  the  inability  of  the 
lessees  to  meet  their  obligations.  Owing  to  the  general  de- 
pression they  have  been  unable  to  secure  employment.  It  is 
hoped  that  work  on  the  Hoffman  dormitory  will  not  be  delayed 
much  longer,  and  that  our  tenants  may  be  furnished  employment . 

During   the    year   we   have   enlarged   our   system   of  water 
works.      We  have  now  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  63,000  gal 
Ions   fed   by  pipes   from   the    Polk  and   Otey  springs.      A  <team 
pump  with  a  capacity  of  6,000 gallons  per  hour  forces  the  water 
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up  to  a  5.000  gallon  tank  in  Breslin  tower,  which  in  its  turn 
feeds  other  tanks  distributed  at  different  points.  Our  line  of 
pipe  extends  at   present  from  Tremlett    Hall   to  the  Grammar 

School  Dormitory.  All  the  University  buildings  and  eight 
private  residences  are  supplied  with  water.  In  consequence  of 
the  increased  protection  against  fire,  we  have  effected  a  consid- 
erable reduction  in  our  insurance  rates. 

As  repotted  last  year,  our  buildings  are  insured  to  the 
amount  of  $73,500.  Since  my  last  report,  I  have  placed  $5,000 
on  the  Convocation  1  louse,  making  the  total  insurance  on  the 
University  property,  $78,500. 

Mr.  Clifford  Finchot,  the  well  known  forester,  continues  to 
disappoint  me  in  the  long  expected  visit  to  Sewanee,  although 
through  no  fault  of  his,  so  we  are  still  without  expert  advice  as 
to  the  disposition  of  our  timber  and  a  proper  care  of  our  forests. 
I  submit,  herewith  two"  letters  from  Mr.  George  E.  Banks, 
attorney,  in  reference  to  a  tract  of  land,  of  some  1,800  acres 
known  as  the  "Ray  tract,"  and  adjoining  the  University  lands. 
This  land  may  be  purchased  for  $471.08,  and  in  my  opinion  it  is 
most  important  that  the  University  should  secure  title  to  it.  I 
beg  that  you  will  give  the  matter  your  careful  consideration. 

Donations. 

There  was  never,  perhaps,  a  more  timely  benefaction  than 
the  gift  of  $5,000  by  Mr.  George  W.  Quintard,  of  New  York. 
He  had  previouly  agreed  to  give  the  University  $1,000  annu- 
ally for  five  years.  When,  however,  I  informed  him  of  the 
judgment  against  the  Wal-h  Memorial  Hall,  and  of  our  embar 
rassment,  he  generously  agreed  to  pay  the  $5,000  at  once.  I  am 
glad  to  inform  you  that  the  judgment  of  $4,527.25  and  interest 
was  compromised  and  settled  for  $4,280.02.  effecting  a  saving  to 
the  University  of  over  $400.00.  The  University  now  holds  a 
judgment  against  the  original  contractors  and  their  bondsmen 
for  the  amount  of  the  judgment  against  us,  and  our  attorneys 
have  recently  attached  all  available  property.  A  few  days  ago 
these  parties  applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  writ  of  error, 
which  action  our  attorneys  attribute  to  the  desire  of  these  par- 
ties for  more  time.  I  hope  that  we  may  ultimately  realize  the 
fuiJ  amount,  although  I  would  not  count  it  as  a  certain  asset. 
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We  are  also  grateful  for  the  following  donations  :

I  am  convinced  that  there  arc  many  persons  who  would 
give  gladly  to  some  department  of  the  University  large  or 
small  amounts  if  it  were  fully  and  clearly  presented  to  their 
attention.  Until  we  arc  prepared  to  send  out  a  regular  Com- 
missioner, 1  could  wish  that  all  friends  would  so  use  the  oppor- 
tunities of  their  acquaintanceship  as  to  make  known  the  various 
ways  in  which  the  University  is  serving  the  best  interests  of 
humanity  and  to  enlist  for  one  or  the  other  of  these  interests 
the  active  sympathy  and  support  of  as  many  people  as  possible. 

The   Hoffman    Benefaction. 

When  Doctor  Hoffman  was  at  Sewanee  last  summer,  he 
told  me  that  he  intended  building  a  dormitory  for  us,  if  the 
presidental  election  did  not  result  disastrously  for  the  finances 
of  this  country.  Immediately  after  the  election  he  wrote  me 
that  he  would  build  the  hall,  but,  in  order  that  the  Association 
of  which  he  was  President  and  this  University  might  lie  united 
by  ties  of  common  interest,  he  thought  it  advisable  to  donate 
$30,000  through  the  Association,  and  have  the  Association  loan 
the  University  this  amount  in  perpetuity  at  the  rate  of  one-half 
percent.  Nothing  was  said  as  to  requiring  security,  and  as 
such  a  loan  was  virtually  a  gift,  I  urged  no  objection.  Later 
on  Doctor  Hoffman  expressed  his  desire  to  donate  to  the  Uni- 
versity the  Hoffman  House  at  Bridgeport,  Alabama,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  Grammar  School  there,  but  when  I 
expressed  my  disapproval  of  such  a  project,  and  intimated  that 
we  might  be  able  to  use  the  material  and  furniture  in  connec- 
tion with  our  dormitory,  he  seenx  d  to  concur.  Afterwards  he 
told  me  that  some  people  thought  that  he  was  doing  too  much 
for  Sewanee,  and  asked  if  I  would  not  be  willing,  inVonsidera 
tion  of  the  loan  of  .$30,000  in  perpetuity  and  a.  gift  of  the  Hoff- 
man House,  to  pay  the  Association  $500  per  annum  for  the 
establishment  of  scholarships  which  would  be  "offered  to  all  the 
Church    college*.     I    took    the    matter    under    advisement,   and 
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consulted  with  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who 
favored  an  acceptance  of  what  may  be  called  the  loan-bcncfac 
lion.  At  Doctor  Hoffman's  request  1  went  to  New  York  in 
order  to  arrange  the  details  of  the  loan,  but  the  Doctor's  sud- 
den illness  prevented  any  negotiations,  and  so  I  returned  from 
my  futile  journey,  promising  the  Doctor  to  join  him  at  fekvl  Is- 
land the  following  week.  The  Doctor  died  immediately  after 
reaching  that  point.  He  remembered  Sewanee,  however,  in  his 
dying  moments,  and  requested  his  son  to  carrv  out  his  wishes 
in  this  matter,  and  to  come  to  me  for  further  instructions.  At 
the   son's   request,  I   again  visited  New  York   last  Spring. 

Without  going  into  further  details,  1  will  simply  state  the 
result.  The  present  proposition  is:  for  the  Hoffman  heir<  to 
donate  .$30,000  and  the  Hoffman  House  at  Bridgeport  to  the 
Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  Church  Schools 
Colleges,  and  Seminaries,  on  condition  that  the  Association 
transfer  said  property  to  the  University  as  the  equivalent  ot  a 
loan  of  $45,000  for  a  period  of  ninety- nine  years,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annual  interest  of  -$>oo.  The  Association  is  to  re- 
quire a  second  mortgage  on  our  entire  estate,  allowing  the 
University  to  increase  its  present  first  mortgage  to  $50,000  if  so 
desired. 

The  question  for  you  to  determine  is  :  First,  whether  you 
desire  to  borrow  the  equivalent  of  $50,000  for  ninety-nine  years 
at  one  percent;  secondly,  if  you  are  willing  to  give  a>  security 
a  second  mortgage  on  the  estate  of  the  University  conditioned 
upon  a  first  mortgage  of  $50,000.  As  a  business  transaction,  I 
heartily  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  loan.  A  dormitorv 
constructed  with  this  loan  should  net  us  ten  per  cent,  per  annum. 

So  far  as  the  second   mortgage  is  concerned,  we    must  bear 
in  mind  that  the  second  mortgage  would  be  given  to  the  Associ 
ation  whose  object  would    be  to  save   the   estate   to  tin-  Church 
in  case  of  adversity. 

1  would  further  state  that  no  provision  was  made  in  Doctor 
Hoffman's  will,  and  as  his  estate  is  practically  entailed,  tin 
heirs  agreed  to  pay  the  amount  out  of  their  incomes,  in  ord*  r 
that  the  wishes  of  their  father  might  lie  carried  out. 

I  informed  Mr.  C.  F    Hoffman,  jr.,  that    it  was   neoe-<nrv  t  > 
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await  the  action  of  jour  Board,  and  I  now   request  you  to  take 
the  matter  under  advisement. 

Finances. 
The  Executive  Committee  has  doubtless  informed  you 
that  it  was  found  impracticable  to  effect  the  new  issue  of  bonds 
authorized  by  your  Board  last  summer,  and  that  in  order  to 
meet  our  present  liabilities  they  authorized  me  to  borrow  from 
the  Maryland  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Baltimore,  #15,000 
for  a  period  of  four  years  at  6  per  cent. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  at  the  end  of  this  Lent 
term  we  shall  have  liabilities  to  the  amount  of  $4,302.11,  and 
that  our  available  assets  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  them.  This 
does  not  include,  however,  the  deficit  in  the  Theological  De- 
partment which  it  is  hoped  the  dioceses  in  arrears  will  assume. 
The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  the  general  as- 
sets of  the  corporation,  including  LTniversity  lands,  buildings, 
books,  funds,  etc.,  are  more  than  .$375,000  in  excess  of  our  gen- 
eral liabilities. 

The  necessary  expenses  of  the  corporation  based  upon  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  past  year,  alter  deducting  the 
extraordinary,  may  be  estimated  as  follows:

If,  therefore,  the  conditions  for  the  cominp  year  remain  un- 
changed, we  are  likely  to  have  a  deficit  of  $2,283.51.  This  i-  a 
great  improvement  on  former  years. 

If  the  guarantee  fund  of  $1350  subscribed  annually  for  five 
years  be  paid,  the  estimated  deficit  for  the  coming  year  would 
be  reduced  to  $933.51- 

It  is  hoped  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  our  students 
will  be  sufficient  to  cover  this  amount.  So,  the  outlook  for  the 
future  would  not  seem  at  all  discouraging. 

I  know  of  no  other  institution  of  higher  learning  that  ac- 
complishes so  much  with  such  slender  resources.

We  need  a  gymnasium  building  which  will  leave  the  Con- 
vocation House  free  for  library  use. 

.Ve  need  additions  to  our  library. 

We  need  an  athletic  track. 

We  need  apparatus  for  our  laboratories. 

We  need  funds  for  the  endowment  of  scholarships  and  Pro- 
fessorships. 

We  have  every  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  recognition 
our  work  has  obtained  during  the  past  few  years,  but  for  one 
who  stands  at  the  head  of  an  institution  which  is  accomplish- 
ing so  much  for  humanity  and  has  within  it  such  capabilities  for 
service  to  our  Church  and  Country,  the  burden  of  respon 
sibility  seems  very  great.  We  have  but  made  a  beginning,  and 
we  feel  our  limitations  at  every  turn.  It  is  only  the  confident 
hope  that  the  Church  will  recognize  her  responsibility,  and 
support  us  in  our  efforts,  that  strengthens  our  faith  and  gives 
courage  to  labor  with  zeal  and  renewed  energy

IReport 

OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chancellor  and   Trustees  of  the   University: 

The  Committee  on  the  Medical  Department  cordially  con- 
gratulate the  Trustees,  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  the  friends  of 

he ^University,  that  the  recent  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  this  department  and  the  increase  in  its  membership  has  been 
even  more  marked  in  the  last  than  in  the  preceding  year,  so 
that  now  it  is  the  most  prosperous  department  in  the  Univer- 
sity, and  gives  abundant  promise  of  still  wider  influence  and 
greater  usefulness.  It  is  not  only  self-sustaining  but  from  its 
own  net  receipts  is  making  valuable  permanent  additions  to  it. 
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apparatus  and  means  of  demonstration  and  instruction,  where- 
by teaching  is  facilitated  and  rendered  more  attractive. 

Without  depreciating  the  efficiency  of  the  other  causes  con- 
spiring to  produce  these  gratifying  results,  justice  requires 
mention  of  the  unfailing  devotion,  the  tireless  energy  and  the 
vigilant  attention  of  the  Dean  of  this  Department  as  the  largest 
factor  in  the  sum  of  these  efficient  causes;  and  this  committee 
is  sure  of  the  approval  of  the  Trustees  in  wishing  for  him  and 
his  associates  the  fullest  fruition  of  their  faithful  labors. 

We  recommend  the  approval  by  this  Board  of  the  addition 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  as  a  feature  of  this  Department,  and 
also  that  authority  be  given  to  continue  the  appropriation  of 
surplus  earnings  of  the  Department  to  increasing  the  facilities 
and  conveniencies  of  thorough  and  diversified  instruction. 

The  plan  of  extending  the  curriculum  so  as  to  make  it  a 
four  years'  course,  and  thereby  elevate  the  standard  of  scholar- 
ship in  this  Department,  also  meets  the  approval  of  this  com- 
mittee, and  should  be  endorsed  by  this    Board. 

It  may  add  to  the  membership  of  students  in  this  Depart- 
ment for  this  Board  to  remember  and  publish  not  only  the  ex- 
cellence of  its  Faculty  and  its  course,  but  also  the  fact  that  the 
lectures  here  are  given  from  June  to  December — the  vacation 
period  of  other  schools — thus  affording  to  students  desiring  to 
pursue  their  studies  during  the  entire  twelvemonth,  the  best 
opportunity  open  to  such  persons  in  this  country. 

The  committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  to  the 
Board: 

1.  Resolved,   That  this  Board    approves  the  use    of  surplus 
funds  of  the    Medical    Department  in    providing   increased  ap 
pliances  and  facilities  for  instruction  in  this  Department. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  extending  the  curriculum  of 
the  Medical  Department  to  a  four  years1  course  meets  with  the 
hearty  approval  of  the  Board. 

3.  Resotx-ed-,    That  the  addition  of  a  School  of  Pharmacy  to 
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this  Department  is  also  approved,  as   likely  to  increase  the  use- 
fulness and  attractiveness  of  the  school.

Your  committee  respectfully  reports  that  within  the  year 
past  it  has  approved  a  loan  from  the  Waldburg  Scholarship  of 
$2,500.00  for  five  (5)  years  at  6%  per  cent,  to  Jessie  Payne  Lou- 
man,  secured  by  Atlanta  real  estate,  and  the  papers  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University;  also  that  the  two  (2) 
loans  for  $1,000.00  and  $500.00  to  Mrs.  Peebles,  of  Atlanta,  have 
been  extended  to  five  (5)  years,  with  the  option  of  a  three  (3) 
years'  term  for  said  loans,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  University 
has  been  so  notified. 

Your  committee  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  no 
provision  is  made  for  the  protection  of  our  loans,  such  funds  as 
were  kept  in  the  form  of  United  States  Government  Bonds  hav- 
ing been  by  the  Executive  Committee  applied  to  other  pur- 
poses. 

Your  committee  asks  instruction  from  the  Board  whether 
or  not  this  committee  is  authorized  to  instruct  or  direct  the 
action  of  the  Corporation  in  the  protection  of  our  loans. 

Your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  this  subject  does  not 
properly  belong  to  the  Endowment  Committee,  and  that  it  is 
the  business  of  the  Corporation  to  take  such  action  in  the  prem- 
ises as  may  be  necessary.

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  resolution  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  relative  to  the  removal  of 
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the  Gymnasium  from  Convocation  House,  and  the  devotion  of 
that  building  entirely  to  the  occupation  of  the  University  Li- 
brary, report  that  the  purpose  of  this  resolution  has  been  ex- 
pressed by  resolutions  of  this  Board  for  many  years  past,  but  no 
funds  for  the  creation  of  a  Gymnasium  elsewhere  have  been  of- 
fered or  have  been  available,  while  the  necessity  of  such  re- 
moval has  become  more  and  more  apparent  each  year 

The  committee  are  unwilling  to  simply  report  a  reaffirm  - 
ance  of  former  resolutions,  without  making  some  recommenda- 
tion of  a  practical  nature  towards  accomplishing  this  most 
necessary  measure.  We  believe  that  with  the  proper  effort  the 
sum  needed  can  beat  once  raised.  Three  thousand  young  men 
have  been  connected  with  the  University  within  the  past  thirty 
years,  and  are  now  scattered  through  the  land  occupying  va- 
rious, and  no  doubt  many  of  them  prosperous,  vocations  in  life. 
We  are  sure  that  there  are  many  churchmen  and  friends  of  the 
Uuniversity  throughout  our  dioceses  who,  with  the  alumni, 
would  willingly  assist  in  raising  the  comparatively  small  amount 
of  $5,000.00  to  enable  the  erection  at  once  of  a  suitable  Gymna- 
sium for  athletic  and  physical  training.  If  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  here  present  would  undertake  to  obtain  in 
the  dioceses  and  missionary  jurisdictions  they  represent  one 
half  of  the  sum  required,  we  believe  the  Alumni  Association 
would  cheerfully  undertake  to  obtain  the  other  half. 

The  committee  think,  however,  that,  as  suggested  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  his  report,  it  would  be  advisable,  if  possible, 
to  raise  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  in  order  to  obtain  a  more  com- 
plete building  and  apparatus. 

The  committee,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  views  hereinbe- 
fore expressed,  offer  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  That  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Fairbanks,  which  was 
referred  to  this  committee,  be  adopted,  and  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Board  be  requested 
to  undertake  to  obtain  in  the  respective  dioceses  and  mis- 
sionary jurisdictions  they  represent,  if  possible,  rive  hundred 
dollar's  in  each  of  the  same. 
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3.  Resolved,  That  there  be  appointed  a  committee  of  this 
Board  to  confer  with  the  Alumni  Association  on  this  subject, 
with  a  view  of  enlisting  their  cooperation  in  raising  funds  lor 
this  purpose. 

4.  Resolved,  That  there  he  appointed  a  committee  to  take- 
charge  of  this  subject,  and,  in  conjunction  with  the  \  ice- 
Chancellor,  to  take  such  steps  as  may  in  their  opinion  be  ad- 
visable towards  the  erection  of  a  gymnasium  building.

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FOURTH  DAY. 

Monday,  August  i,  1898. 

The  Board  met  at  10  o'clock  after  prayers  by  the 
Chancellor.  The  minutes  of  Saturday's  proceedings 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Reverend  A.  W.  Knight,  Clerical  Alumni 
Trustee,  appeared  and  took  his  seat.  The  Bishop  of 
Tennessee  also  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

This  being  the  hour  appointed  for  the  election  of 
three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  same 
was  ordered.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes   beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report  on  matters  referred  to  it: 

1.  On  the  questions  of  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  En- 
dowment Committee,  and  in  answer  to  the  question  "  whether 
or  not  that  committee  is  authorized  to  instruct  or  direct  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Corporation  in  the  protection  of  its  loans,"  the 
committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  Endowment  Committee  may 
instructor  direct  the  action  of  the  Corporation  in  the  protection 
of  its  loans  under  the  general  authority  conferred  by  Section  5 
of  Statute  26,  empowering  it  to  act  as  the  adviser  of  the  Treas- 
urer in  the  collection  of  all  notes  and  subscriptions  to  the  Per- 
manent Endowment  Funds  of  the  University,  and  under  Statute 
27  to  advise  and  direct  the  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  of 
funds  and  the  change  of  securities. 

2.  The  committee  is,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  un- 
desirable that  there  should  be  this  division  of  authority  and 
responsibility  in  the  protection  and  enforcement  of  the  interests 
of  the  University,  and  begs  leave,  therefore,  to  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  Statute  26,  and  all  amendments  thereto 
be,  and  are  hereby,  repealed. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  be  the 
custodian  of  all  endowment  funds. 

In  regard  to  the  resolution  of  Judge  Ingersoll  the  com- 
mittee recommends  the  following  resolution  :

Your  committee  on  this  subject  respectfully  reports  the 
following  minute  ! 

By  the  Will  of  God,  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  Todd 
Quintard,  M.D.,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  LL.D.,  having  completed  his 
earthly  career  has  been  removed  from  his  labors  and  association 
with  this  Board. 

He  fell  in  sleep,  in  full  assurance  of  hope,  at  Meridian 
near  Darien,  Ga.,  on  Tuesday,  February  i5,  l898.  The  burial 
ofhce  of  the  Church  was  said  in  S.  Augustine's  Chapel,  Sewa- 
nee,  by  the  Bishops  of  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  and  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Tennessee,  after  which  the  mortal  remains 
"were  laid  away  in  the  bosom  of  the  mountain  he  loved  so 
well,"  amid  the  tears  and  great  mourning  of  a  multitude  of 
friends  and  admirers  of  the  late   Bishop, 

Bishop  Quintard's  connection  with  this  institution  be-an 
with  consecration  to  the  See  of  Tennessee  on  October  u  186c 
He  was  not  slow  to  realize  his  trusteeship.  Replanting  the 
cross  where  it  had  been  thrown  down  upon  the  desolate  domain 
of  the  University,  he  proceeded  at  once  to  refound  and  to 
build  up  this  institution  by  prayers,  labors,  gifts  and  sacrifices 
For  manifest  reasons  he  was  elected  Vice-Chancellor  of 
the  University  and  continued  in  this  office  for  six  years  with 
unremitting  interest  and  unabated  efforts  to  the  very  end  of  hi, 
term.  By  day  and  night,  at  home  and  abroad,  several  time. 
crossing  the  ocean  for  assistance  in  this  noble  enterprise  Bish- 
op Quintard  persevered  successfully,  and  saw  this  school  which 
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began  in  a  small  frame  building  with  nine  students  and  four 
professors  develop  into  a  real  University  in  its  chief  essentials, 
complete  the  organization  of  schools  of  Theology,  Law,  Medi- 
cine, Science  and  Literature  with  forty-five  professors  and  four 
hundred  students  and  several  permanent  and  satisfactory  build- 
ings, proceed  on  its  beneficent  way  with  the  highest  approval 
of  the  best  educators  of  the  land,  and  secure  an  influence  which 
is  felt  far  and  near. 

He  has  here  upon  this  mountain  one  of  the  grandest 
memorials  which  the  earth  has  ever  seen. 

More  truly  and  with  wider  view  and  prospects  than  it  was 
written  of  the  architect  of  S.  Paul's  Cathedral,  it  is  inscribed 
upon  these  lasting  hills  and  upon  unfading  memories  as  apply- 
ing to  Charles  Todd  Quintard,  Bishop,  Doctor  and  Educator  si 
monumentum  requiris  circumspice.      Wherefore  be  it — 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Quintard  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  has  lost  its  most  devoted  friend  and  this 
Board  one  of  its  most  valued  members  : 

That  we  bless  Almighty  God  for  his  faith,  patience  and  the 
multitude  of  good  works  which  do  follow  him  : 

That  we  extend  to  the  family  of  the  late  Bishop  our  sin- 
cerest  sympathy  in  their  loss. 

That  this  minute  be  printed  on  special  memorial  pages  in 
the  Journal  of  our  Proceedings  and  a  copy  furnished  the  family, 
The  Churchman,  The  Standard,  and  The  Living  Church  for 
publication.

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  beg  res- 
pectfully to  report  that  they  find  this  department  steadily  grow- 
ing in  numbers  anil  efficiency  under  the  wise  care  of  the  Dean 
and  other  officers.  They  regret  to  note  the  falling  oil  of  stu- 
dents in  the  Senior  year  on  account  of  the  absence  at  Sewanee 
of  endowed  scholarships  and  of  opportunities  of  self-sustaining 
occupation  for  Theological  students.  Your  committee,  how- 
ever, believe  that  the  best  remedy  for  this  condition  of  things 
is  an  earnest  and  practical  effort  on  the  part  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  of  other  friends  of  the  University, 
to  build  up  and  sustain  the  S.  Luke's  Brotherhood  for  the  as- 
sistance of  students  in  the  Theological  Department  of  The  Uni- 
versity of  the   South. 

Your  committee  note  with  serious  regret  the  continued 
failure  of  the  parishes  in  many  dioceses  to  pay  their  quota  for 
the  support  of  the  Theological  Department.  They  have  no 
remedy  to  suggest  other  than  the  possible  appointment  of  a 
regular  agent  to  visit  the  chief  parishes  and  make  appeals  in 
behalf  of  the  Department.

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute  upon  the 
death  of  the  late  Dr.  Armand  J.  DeRossett,  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina,  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  The  University  of  the 
South  desire  to  place  on  record  an  expression  of  their  high  ap- 
preciation of  the  character  of  the  late  Ur.  Armand  J.  DeRossett, 
of  Wilmington,  N,  C,  who  for  a  number  of  years  participated 
in  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this  Board. 

During  an  exceptionally  long  life  Dr.  DeRossett  was,  from 
early  life  to  extreme  old  age,  prominent  in  social  and  business 
life  and  in  the  life  of  the  Church.  For  more  than  sixty  years 
he  was  a  member  of  his  Diocesan  Convention,  for  many  years  its 
Treasurer,  and  often  a  deputy  to  the  General  Convention. 
Among  the  notable  laymen  whose  lives  and  labors  have  en- 
riched and  edified  the  Church  in  North  Carolina,  Dr.  DeRos- 
sett's  takes  rank  with  the  noblest  and  best.  As  a  Trustee  of  The 
University  of  the  South,  he  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  welfare 
and  was  faithful  in  his  attention  to  its  business.  Within  a  year 
or  two  of  his  death  and    long  after   he  had   been  disabled   from

active  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the  University  he  gave  a 
most  gratifying  evidence  of  his  continued  interest  by  present- 
ing to  the  University  a  noble  portrait  of  the  late  Bishop  At- 
kinson, of  North  Carolina.

HOFFMAN      HALL. 

The  Building  Committee  appointed  to  act  in  cooperation 
with  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  the  erection  of  the  Hoffman 
Memorial  Hall   report: 

That  it  was  found  impracticable  to  make  sale  of  the  Hoffman 
House  and  furniture  therein  at  any  reasonable  price  and  that 
the  only  way  to  make  that  property  available  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  proposed  dormitory  was  to  remove  the  furniture  and 
materials  of  said  building  to  Sewanee  and  use  the  same  so  far 
as  possible  in  the  construction  of  the  dormitory,  which  was  suc- 
cessfully accomplished  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  materials 
placed  on  the  ground  proposed  to  be  occupied.  The  cost  of 
taking  down  the  building  and  removing  the  materials  and  fur- 
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niture  was  such  as  to  justify  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  has  enabled  the  contract  to  be  let  tor  a  -urn  within  the 
amount  of  the  funds  provided  by  the  heir*  of  Dr.  Hoffman  for 
that  purpose. 

The  plan  adopted  contemplated  the  erection  of  a  building 
105  feet  in  length  and  50  feet  in  width,  with  a  basement  12  feet 
in  height  and  four  stories  above  containing  accommodation  for 
60  students,  a  refectory,  laundry,  etc.  The  building  will  be 
constructed  of  Sewanec  sandstone,  faced  in  broken  ashlar  and 
lined  with  brick.  By  the  terms  of  the  contract  the  building  i- 
to  be  completed  by  the  15th  of  March  1899. 

The  contract  price  of  erecting  the  dormitory  is  $22,^90,  the 
contractors  having  the  privilege  of  making  use  of  all  the 
materials  of  the  Hoffman  House  suitable  for  use  in  the  new 
building.

The  Committee  on  Sanitation  has  carefully  studied  the  re 
port  of  the  Health  Officer,  and  begs  leave  to  congratulate  the 
Board  on  the  improved  health  of  the  Mountain. 

The  importance  of  a  thoroughly  pure  water  supply  and  of 
a  good  drainage  system,  in  your  committee's  opinion,  yields  to 
nothing  that  can  come  before  this  Board,  and  while  conditions 
seem  better  for  the  immediate  present  in  both  these,  yet  there 
has  been  no  permanent  improvement  in  a  situation  that  has 
been  matter  of  report  and  discussion  year  after  year. 

Your  committee  urges  the  importance  of  the  substitution 
of  cisterns  for  wells,  at  all  houses  not  supplied  with  water  from 
Polk  or  Otey  Springs,  or  if  this  should  prove  not  at  present 
practicable,  the  cementing  of  all  such  wells  from  the  bottom  to 
above  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Your  committee  urges  attention  to  the  frequent  flushing 
of  drains,  especially    the  drains    behind  S.   Luke's  Hall  and   the 
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Grammar  School,  and  to  the   regular  and  frequent  cleansing  of 

all  closets. 

Your  committee  appends  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  the  Health  Officer  in  his  report  says:  "The 
presence  of  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  last  term  shows  that  we 
have  a  constant  menace  in  our  water  supply,"— 

Resolved,  That  the  Health  Officer  is  directed  to  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  without  any  delay,  a  chemical  analysis  of  all 
suspected  springs  and  wells  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be 
directed  to  close  all  such  as  may  be   found  impure.

"Report 

OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR,  1898. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  :— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual 
report  covering  the  operations  of  the  University  from  July 
20th,  1897  to  July  20th,  1898. 

I  beg  first  to  refer  to  the  more  important  changes  which 
have  taken  place  in  our  University  ranks  through  death,  resig- 
nation, or  appointment. 

DEATHS. 

Seldom  has  the  University  sustained  such  serious  losses 
during  one  year,  and  seldom  have  the  removals  been  such  a 
distinct  loss  to  the  University  and  a  personal  bereavement  to 
those  with  whom  they  have  been  so  long  associated. 

The  Right  Reverend  Charles  Todd  Quintard,  S.T.D., 
LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  died  in  Meridian,  Georgia,  on  Tuesday,  Febru- 
ary 15th,  1898.  Bishop  Quintard  was  born  in  Stamford,  Con- 
necticut, December  22nd,  1824,  and  was,  therefore,  in  his  seventy- 
fourth  year  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  educated  in  New 
York  City,  received  the  degree  of  M.D.  from  the  University  of 
the  City  of  New  York  in  1846,,  and  entered  upon  the  practice 
of  the  profession  of  medicine  in  Rome,  Georgia,  soon  after- 
wards. In  185 1  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Physiology  and 
Pathological  Anatomy  in  the  Tennessee  Medical  College,  and 
removed  to  Memphis,  filling  this  position  with  distinction  for 
four  years.  During  this  period  he  was  also  editor  of  the 
Memphis  Medical  Recorder.  The  call  came  to  him  to  take 
Holy  Orders,  and  he  did  not  hesitate.  He  was  ordained  Deacon 
by  Bishop  Otey  in  1854,  and  Priest  in  1855.     For  a  time  he  was 
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in  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  but  in  1858  he  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville.  There  he  served 
with  success  until  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  when  he  accepted 
an  election  as  Chaplain  of  the  First  Tennessee  Infantry  of  the 
Confederate  service.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  Doctor  Quin- 
tard  was  elected,  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Otey  in  1864.  He  was  conse- 
crated second  Bishop  of  Tennessee  at  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention  at  Philadelphia  in  1865.  He  at  once 
turned  his  attention  to  the  re-founding  and  re-building  of  this 
University.  He  was  elected  its  first  Vice-Chancellor  at  a  meet 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  at  Montgomery,  Alabama, 
February  14,  1867,  holding  this  office  until  July  10,  1872.  Bishop 
Quintard  received  the  degree  of  S.T.D.,  from  Columbia  Col 
lege,  in  1866,  LL.D.,  from  Cambridge,  England,  in  1867,  and 
D.D.,  from  this  University  in  1878. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  speak  of  Bishop Quintard's 
labors  in  the  upbuilding  of  this  University.  Your  Board  has 
already  recorded  its  estimate  and  appreciation  of  such  service, 
but,  greater  than  all  else,  was  his  love  for  Sewanee,  and  hi^ 
iaith  in  its  future— a  love  which  was  deep  and  constant  and  a 
faith  which  never  faltered.  His  home  was  at  Sewanee,  and,  in 
accordance  with  his  oft  expressed  wish,  his  body  was  laid  to 
rest  in  our  own  cemetery,  and  here,  beneath  the  shadow  of  this 
great  University,  he  sleeps.  "  We  may  believe  that  he  is  with 
us  in  spirit  still,  and  that,  being  dead,  yet  living,  he  still  com- 
mends to  us  the  unfaltering  hope  and  courage  with  which  he 
labored  and  still  proclaims  to  us  the  victory  of  Faith." 

William  DuBose  Bratton,  B.  S..  1880,  died  October  3,  1897. 
He  was  Past  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  United  States  Navy,  and 
had  volunteered  his  services  for  the  benefit  of  the  yellow  fever 
sufferers.  While  en  route  he  fell  through  the  hold  of  the  ves- 
sel, receiving  the  fatal  injuries  from  which  he  died  the  follow- 
ing day.  Doctor  Bratton  was  a  man  of  distinguished  ability 
and  of  noble  character. 

Joseph  Mansfield  Lovell,  B.A.,  1890,  died  October  22,  1897, 
in  his  27th  year.  He  was  matriculated  as  a  student  in  our 
Grammar    School,  June    12,  1880,  and  was,  therefore,  connected 
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with  the  University  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  As  a  boy  in  the 
Grammar  School,  as  a  Junior  in  the  University,  as  a  Gowns 
man,  and  as  a  University  Proetor.on  the  p.aygJund  and  in  he 
classroom,  ,n  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  and  in  the  response 
h  I  ty„,  every  pos.tion,  he  exhibited  the  same  steriing  qua  -

Emmet.  Lee  Viers,  M.D.,   ,896,  was  also  another  victim  of 
yellow  fever.

THE    UNIVERSITY. 

In  my  last  report  I   called   your  attention  to  the    important 
adrn.mstrat.ve  change  authorized  by  your  Board  in  ,895   nam" 
£,  the  consenting  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and   Sciences  with  its 
Dean    corresponding   ,0  the    Faculties  of   Theology,  Law   and 
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Medicine,  already  organized.  A  trial  of  three  years  seems  to 
have  justified  the  change  in  the  organization.  But  I  must 
again  emphasize  the  importance  of  reorganizing  the  Hebdom 
adal  Board  so  as  to  be  composed  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  ex- 
officio  Chairman,  and  the  Deans  of  the  several  departments,  in 
stead  of,  as  at  present,  an  unequal  number  of  Professors  from 
the  several  departments.  By  statute  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
acts  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  University.  The  relation  of  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor to  the  several  departments  is  similar  to  that  of  the  Deans  to 
the  several  schools  of  their  respective  departments.  Just  as 
the  departments  are  organized  into  Faculties  composed  of  the 
Professors  of  the  several  schools  with  the  Dean  cx-officio 
Chairman,  so  it  is  quite  evident  that  we  must  constitute  a 
Board  of  Deans  whose  function  it  shall  be  to  cooperate  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  the  transaction  of  administrative  business 
affecting  the  whole  University  or  touching  the  inter-relations 
of  its  several  departments  or  Faculties.  The  Hebdomadal 
Board  thus  constituted  will  be  most  helpful  in  drawing  together 
the  various  departments  of  the  University  and  making  them  act 
as  a  unit.  There  are  many  matters  in  which  the  different  de- 
partments are  equally  interested.  There  is  almost  no  question 
which  touches  the  student  life  which  does  not  affect  the  stu- 
dents in  all  departments.  That  there  should  be  some  uni- 
formity of  discipline  throughout  the  whole  University  is,  I 
think,  desirable,  and  as  the  Deans  are  the  officers  of  discipline 
in  their  departments,  the  mere  fact  that  they  have  taken  coun- 
sel with  each  other  will  tend  to  raise  the  standard  of  discipline, 
and  insure  its  efficiency  in  every  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity. It  is  so  important  to  effect  a  centralization  and 
systematization  of  the  work  of  the  University.  The  Deans 
are  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  workings  of  their  departments, 
and  can  easily  see  how  they  can  be  adjusted  to  one  another.  As 
Vice-Chancellor  1  endeavor  each  year  to  effect  a  stronger  feel- 
ing of  the  unity  of  the  University,  and  a  clearer  recognition 
that  all  of  its  departments  are  inter-dependent  parts  of  oik 
organization.  The  desired  legislation  will  greatly  aid  in  effect- 
ing this. 
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The  building  of  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall,  or  dormitory, 
for  junior  students  will,  in  my  opinion,  prove  a  very  great  bles- 
sing. The  old  hall  system  was  all  right  as  long  as  there  were 
no  professional  schools  and  the  academic  and  grammar  school 
students  practically  were  under  the  same  system  of  discipline — 
a  semi-military  system  differing  only  in  degree  not  in  kind. 
But  a  change  in  the  conditions  necessitated  a  change  in  the 
system  which  resulted  in  providing  a  dormitory  for  grammar 
school  students.  A  trial  of  four  years  has  proved  the  wisdom 
of  such  action  from  a  financial  as  well  as  from  an  educational 
point  of  view.  There  is  felt  to  be  a  like  necessity  for  a  dormi- 
tory for  the  juniors,  or  younger  students  of  the  Academic  De- 
partment, who  should  not  enjoy  the  freedom  of  the  Gowns- 
men, or  students  of  the  professional  schools.  At  present  you 
will  find  Gownsmen,  Juniors,  Medical  and  Law  students  all 
boarding  in  the  same  hall.  The  difficulty  of  administering  three 
different  kinds  of  discipline  under  such  circumstances  is  quite 
evident.  And  yet,  you  cannot  apply  the  same  discipline  to 
Juniors  as  you  would  to  students  of  the  professional  schools,  or 
vice-versa. 

Our  grammar  school  dormitory  yields  an  income  of  more 
than  $4000  per  annum,  and  has  produced  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  discipline  and  the  scholarship  of  the  grammar 
school  students.  I  anticipate  equal  advantage  from  our  Junior 
dormitory.  We  will  continue  the  present  Hall  system  for  the 
Gownsmen,  Law,  and  Medical  students,  and,  as  we  may  expect 
a  steady  increase  in  our  numbers  in  consequence  of  these  bene 
ficial  changes,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  owners  of  these 
Halls  should  suffer. 

There  are  enrolled  during  the  year  1897  96  127  more  stu 
dents  than  in   1893-94. 

The  University  as  a  whole  has  continued  to  make  pro- 
gress during  the  past  year.  There  is  not  a  single  department 
which  does  not  show  an  increase  in  numbers,  and,  what  is  far 
more  encouraging,  the  efficiency  of  the  several  Faculties,  and 
the  scholarship  of  the  students  mark  a  decided  improvement. 

In  literature,  in  theology,  and  in  general  scholarship  the 
University   has   made  an   enviable  reputation       The    following 


men 
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quotation  from  a  recent  number  of  The  Dial  is  significant: 
"  If  a  recent  publication  entitled  '  Matthew  Arnold  and  the 
Spirit  of  the  Age'  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Howells 
previous  to  his  recent  discourse  upon  American  Literary  Cen 
tres,  he  might  have  added  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  to  his  list.  To 
the  reading  public  Sewanee  is  known  as  the  seat  of  The  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  the  home  of  at  least  three  distinguished  m 
of  letters,  and  the  place  of  publication  of  that  admirable  and  di 
nified  Quarterly,   The  Sewanee  Review." 

It  will  interest  you  to  know  that  the  leading  libraries  of 
this  country  subscribe  for  The  Seivanee  Review,  and  recently 
the  British  Museum  ordered  a  complete  file.  No  less  an  au- 
thority than  Doctor  Richard  Garnett,  Director  of  the  British 
Museum,  has  said  that  The  Sewanee  Reviezv  is  the  only  dis- 
tinctively literary  Review  published  in  the  United  States. 

The  reports  of  the  Deans  and  of  the  Head  Master  will 
show  in  detail  the  work  of  each  department.  I  cannot  do  more 
than  comment  briefly  upon  them,  and  call  attention  to  some 
striking  features.

The  registrations  for  this  Lent  term  are  328  as  against  254 
for  the  Lent  term,  1897,  a  gain  of  74. 

While  this  increase  is  largely  in  the  Medical  Department, 
all  the  other  departments  are  entitled  to  their  share. 

DEPARTMENTS. 
Academic. 

The  number  of  students  registered  in  this  department  dur- 
ing the  year  is  134,  of  whom  4  were  transferred  to  the  Medical 
Department,  and  3  to  the  Law  Department,  leaving  127,  a  gain 
of  3  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  discipline  of  this  department  has  been  attended  with 
little  friction,  although  more  rigidly  enforced  than  during  the 
preceding  year.  I  am  satisfied,  however,  that  greater  restraint 
should  be  placed  upon  the  Junior  students,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  this  can  be  easily  accomplished  when  the  Juniors  are 
gathered  together  in  our  new  dormitory. 

The    contractors   have    pledged    themselves    to    have   the 
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building  ready  for  occupation  by  the  opening  of  the  Lent  term 
1899,  and  ,n  the  meantime  the  Academic  Faculty  will  o-ive  se- 
rious consideration  to  the  discipline  of  the  students  who  reside 
in   the  dormitory. 

The  proportion  of  students  who  do  not  studv  is  less  than 
m  former  years,  and  the  average  mark  is  higher.  There  is  ako 
a  larger  number  of  students  of  a  higher  grade.  The  Professor, 
are  much  more  exacting  with  their  requirements 

It  will   be  recollected    that  Sewanee  won  the  three  scholar- 
ships of  $300.00    each  offered  to    the  Junior    students  in  all  our 
Church  colleges  by  the  Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests 
of  Church  Schools,  Colleges,  and  Seminaries.      This    year  this 
same  Association  offered  three  prizes  of  $500.00  each  and  three 
of|3ooooeach    to   the  Seniors  and  Juniors  respectively  in  our 
Church  colleges.     The  prizes  were  to  be  for  English,  for  Latin 
and  Greek    taken    together,   and    for  Mathematics  and  Physic 
taken  together.     Although  I  complained  to  the  Directors  of  the 
Association  last  year  that  notice   of   the   requirements  was  not 
given  until  January,  and,  therefore,  our  students  were  at  a  dis- 
advantage, the    notice    coming    during   our    long  vacation,  still 
here  was  no  change  made   in    the   time  of  the   announcement 
this  year.     The  Association  had   previously  announced  that  it 
would  only  offer  the  Senior  prizes  this  year",  and,  therefore,  our 
Junior  students  had  very  little  time  to   make   any   special    pre- 
paration. F 

While  we  did   not  win  all  the  prizes  this  year,  we  received 
our  share.     Mr.  George  C.  Edwards,  of  Texas",  won  the  Senior 
prize    in    English,  $500.00,  with  the   maximum    mark    ,00-    Mr 
James  Fouche  Matthews,  of  Alabama,  won    the  Senior  prize  in 
Latin   and    Greek,  with    an    average    of    97.78,  making  96.q7  in 
Latin  and  99,  in  Greek.      Mr.  Homer    W,  Starr,  of  Texas    won 
the  Junior  prize  in  English,  $300.00,   with    the    maximum  mark 
100.     Mr.  C.S.  Partridge  came    very    near  winning  the    Junior 
prize  in  Latin    and    Greek;  he  made    93.7  in    Latin  and  73.  in 
Greek-an  average  of  83,3.     As  an  average  of  8,    was  required 
however,  he  fell  short  1.7.     Mr.  Partridge  made'but  little  prep- 
aration  for  the  examination,  and    only    undertook  it    at  my   ur- 
gent solicitation.     Had    he    attempted   on    the    examination  all 
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the  passages  for  sight  translation  in  Greek,  he  could  easily 
have  made  the  required  average,  This  prize  was  not  awarded, 
therefore. 

Kenyon  College  received  the  two  prizes  in  Mathematics 
and  Physics. 

Trinity,  H chart,  and  S.  Stephens,  were  outclassed. 

So  Sewanee  wins  3  of  the  5  prizes  awarded  this  year,  and. 
during  the  two  years  we  have  won  6  prizes  valued  at  $2,200.00, 
and  Kenyon  has  won  2  valued  at  $800.00.  Such  a  record  has 
given  Sewanee  a  reputation  for  high  scholarship  throughout 
the  country. 

The  examiners  for  this  year  were  :  In  English,  Professor 
Baldwin,  of  Yale;  in  Latin,  Professor  Bennett,  of  Cornell;  in 
Greek,  Professor  Perry,  of  Columbia;  in  Mathematics,  Profes- 
sor Fine,  of  Princeton;  in  Physics,  Professor  Hallock,  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

The  Association  offers  the  same  number  of  prizes  for  the 
coming  year,  and  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  the  requirements 
have  been  announced  already.  A  number  of  students  already 
have  signified  their  intention  to  enter  the  competition  in  1899, 
and  I  am  confident  that  they  will  sustain  the  reputation  of  Se- 
wanee. 

In  the  annual  debate  between  Sewanee  and  Vanderbilt  this 
vear,  Sewanee  won  in  a  most  creditable  contest. 

In  the  annual  contest  of  the  Southern  Intercollegiate  Ora- 
torical Association,  which  embraces  the  leading  colleges  in  the 
South,  Sewanee  won  the  second  place,  and,  in  the  opinion  of 
some  of  the  judges— and  perhaps  a  majority  of  the  audience — 
came  first. 

For  two  years  Doctor  DuBose  has  given  instruction  in 
Metaphysic  in  addition  to  his  own  duties  as  Dean  and  Professor 
in  the  Theological  Department.  I  most  earnestly  request  that 
you  will  take-steps  at  once  to  relieve  Doctor  DuBose  of  this 
extra  duty.  It  is  true  that  he  voluntarily  assumed  it,  but  his 
health  has  been  seriously  impaired  in  consequence  of  overwork, 
and  he   must  not  be  permitted  to  continue  it.

So  in  five  years  the  number  of  students  has  increased  al- 
most 100  per  cent.  I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  at  the  close 
of  this  term  we  lose  several  of  our  best  students  who  go  to  the 
General  Seminary  in  New  York,  partly  on  account  of  free 
scholarships  and  outside  remunerative  employment,  partly 
through  a  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  a  large  city  like  New 
York,  and,  in  some  instances,  through  the  expressed  desire  of 
their  Bishops. 

In  many  respects  the  year  now  closing  is  the  most  success- 
ful and  satisfactory  in  the  history  of  the  department,  There 
has  been  some  interruption  of  work  through  the  illness  of  one 
or  two  of  the  Professors  this  term,  but,  on  the  whole,  there  has 
been  an  increased  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  teaching  force. 
The  Reverend  C.  B.  Sparks,  B.D.,  tenders  his  resignation 
as  Instructor  in  Hebrew.  The  Dean,  in  his  report,  makes  sug- 
gestions  for  supplying  the  vacancy  and  without  additional  cost 
to  the  University,  conditioned,  however,  upon  his  being  relieved 
of  the  Metaphysical  work. 

S.  Luke's  Hall  is  insured  for  $20,000.  Considerable  money 
has  been  spent  in  repairs  and  in  improvements. 

We  are  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  Mrs.  R.  L, 
Strother  as  Matron.  The  management  of  the  refectory  has 
been  economical  and  satisfactory.  The  profits  from  the  refec- 
tory for  this  year  are  somewhat  less  than  during  the  preceding 
year  owing  to  the   increase  in    the  price   of  supplies,  but  will 
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amount  to  not  less  than   $375.      I   know  of  no   place  wher(?  ^ 

satistactorj  board  is  furnished  for  $12  per  month. 

The  total  receipts  for  this  department  during  the  year 
amount  to  $5,768.88,  and  the  total  disbursements  for  salaries 
alone  $6,017.50,  this  leaves  a  balance  due  the  Treasurer  of  $248  - 
61  Th,s  statement  does  not  include  the  disbursements  of  the 
Hubbard  Fund,  a  statement  of  which  is  inclosed  with  the 
Treasurer's  report,  marked  "  Exhibit  B.»  There  is  a  balance  to 
he  credit  of  the  Hubbard  Fund  of  $5r9,o3,  which  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  salary  account,  and  will  make  a  credit  balance  on 
that  account  of  $270.28. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  several  dioceses  have    not  onlv  not 
met  then-  obligations,  but  have  done  worse  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding  year.     The    total   assessment  for    1897-98    is   $4,450,    of 
which  onlv    $2,663.68    has    been    paid.     The    balance    on     the 
Treasurer's  books  on  account  of  unpaid  assessments  amounts 
to  $7,431-05-     The  amount  due  Professors  is  $2,487.85    notwith* 
standing  the  fact  that  $1,000  from  the  sale  of   University  bonds 
was   applied    to   this  account,   $1,575    from    interest   on  Tustin 
loan,  $200    from    Hubbard    Fund,    $7^35   from  Tustin   Memo- 
rial  Fund,    and    $250    from    benefactions,     The    only  dioceses 
that    have    paid    the     full    assessment    during    the    year 
Flonda    South  Carolina.  Georgia,  Dallas,  and    Western  Texas* 
Hie    others    have     paid     amounts     varying    from     $i4I.5I     to 
$10.15.     We    must    not   deceive   ourselves    in  thinking  that  the 
support  of    our  Theological  Professors  can   be    based  upon   the 
assessments  against    the    several    dioceses   paid    in   the  manner 
above  set  forth. 

Since  I  have  been  acting  as  Treasurer  of  the  Theological 
Department  I  have  managed  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Profes- 
sors ln  full  each  year,  and  have  succeeded  in  reducing  the 
deficit  of  1893-94,  amounting  to  $3,181.56,  to  $1,968.82.  Will  not 
the  Irustees  who  represent  the  delinquent  dioceses  make  an 
earnest  effort  to  meet  these  unpaid  obligations,  in  order  that 
this  deficit  may  be  paid  in  full  without  further  delay  ? 

The  Theological  Professors  have  been  very  patient  and 
self-sacrihcmg,  and  are  deserving  of  every  consideration. 

There  has  been  no   change  in    the    investment  of    the  Hub- 
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bard  Fund  of  $20,000.00  since  mv  last  report.  The  securities 
are  in  the  University  safe  subject  to  vour  inspection. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  th<-  fact  that  the  present  Se- 
nior Class  in  the  Theological  Department  is  making  an  effort 
to  raise  an  endowment  for  the  "Quintard  Chair  of  Dogmatic 
Theology, "  as  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Quintard.  They  have  al- 
ready met  with  some  response,  and  the  character  of  the  men 
Who  have  undertaken  it  Justifies  me  in  believing  that  their  ef- 
forts will  be  crowned  ultimately  with  success. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  (  Exhibit  C),  is  herewith  submitted 

MEblCAL     DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  now  entering  upon  its  sixth  year.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  the  very  decided  increase  in  the  number  of 
Students  during  this  year.  The  foil-owing  statistics  indicate  the 
growth  ot  the  department,  the  enrollment  being  from  August 
to  August :

As  the  Medical  session  begins  in  June  and  continues  six 
*months,  the  numbers  above  given  will  include  the  students  who 
Were  registered  after  my  last  annual  report  in  the  Trinity  term, 
^897.  although  they  properly  belong  to  the  Medical  session 
•of   1897. 

A  fairet  comparison  would  be  to  state  the  number  regis- 
tered for  the  session  of  1897  up  to  the  time  of  my  last  annual 
report,  and  the  number  registered  for  1898  up  to  this  date. 
Adopting  this  method.,  we  would  show  a  total  of  104  for  this 
)ear  as  against  44.  for  last  year— a  most  remarkable  increase.  It 
i>  reasonable  to  expect  that  before  the  close  of  this  present 
Medical  session  "the  enrollment  will  not  be  less  than  120 

"The  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  students  is  grati- 
?yingiy  apparent''  says  the  Dean,  "when  compared  with  the 
'classes  of    other   schools,   and   even    with    our  own    student-;    of 
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previous  years.  I  do  not  know  of  a  single  member  of  the 
Senior  cJass  who  does  not  possess  the  equivalent  of  a  liberal 
high  school  education,  and  a  very  large  per  cent  have  had  a 
college  training,  some  12  or  i4  having  received  literary  de- 
grees." 

Whenever  our  graduates  have  come  in  competition  with 
the  graduates  of  other  schools  they  have  reflected  credit  upon 
the  University.  In  my  last  report  I  stated  that  it  was  confi- 
dently expected  that  the  total  number  for  the  session  of  1807 
would  exceed  60.  As  I  have  already  stated  the  enrollment  for 
the  session  was  just  60. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  session  of  ,897  amounted  to 
T339:  '  Sal3rieS  °f  the  Pr°fessorS  for  that  session  amount- 

ed to  $2,339.50.  Allowing  for  advertising  and  other  incidental 
expenses  $600,  which  would  be  a  very  liberal  estimate,  we  would 
have  a  credit  balance  for  the  session  of  1897  of  $399.  <;a 

It  is  too  soon  to  say  what  the  receipts  for  this  present  ses- 
sion will  be,  although  I  am  satified  that  they  will  be  more  than 
$2,000  in  excess  of  the  salaries,  which  amount  will  be  more  than 
enough  to  pay  for  the  permanent  improvements,  equipment 
and  incidental  expenses.  We  have  provided  the  lecture  hall' 
with  new  and  comfortable  seats  at  a  cost  of  $32,,  have  equipped 
a  pharmaceutical  laboratory,  and  have  added  considerably  to  our 
miscroscopic  laboratory.  We  have  fitted  up  a  clinical  lecture 
room  have  established  a  free  dispensary  and  a  Charity  Hospital 
Ihese  expenditures  amounted  in  all  to  about  $1,200  and  were' 
not  made  until  we  were  assured  that  the  number  of  indent* 
would  not  only  justify,  but  would  necessitate  the  same, 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean  in  reference  to 
the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Pharmacy.  The  Dean  invites 
the  Board  to  visit  the  Medical  Department,  and  I  trust  that 
they  may  take  occasion  to  do  so, 

The  Medical  Department  is  an  example  of  what  can  be  ac- 
complished through  the  energy  and  devotion  of  the  Dean  of  a 
Department.  His  example  should  be  an  inspiration  to  u«  all 
Ihe  Dean's  Report  is  Exhibit  D. 
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LAW     DEPARTMENT. 

Now  that  the  Medical  Department  seems  to  be  upon  an  as- 
sured basis,  I  would  recommend  that  we  make  an  effort  to  place 
the  Law  Department  upon  a  similar  basis.  The  present  con- 
ditions favor  such  action  on  our  part. 

There  are  17  students  enrolled  for  the  present  year — a 
larger  number  than  ever  before.  The  Dean  reports  that  the 
work  of  the  class  has  been  satisfactory  in  the  extreme,  while  a 
most  encouraging  enthusiasm  has  pervaded  it. 

The  tuition  receipts  amount  to  $882.50  as  against  $579.85 
for  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  $302.65.  As  $1,000  of  the 
Dean's  salary  is  to  he  met  by  the  receipts  from  this  department, 
there  is  a  deficit  of  $117.50. 

The  following  lawyers  from  our  county  seat,  Winchester, 
have  agreed  to  deliver  courses  of  lectures  during  this  coming 
year  without  cost  to  the  University:  Judge  Floyd  Estill,  Mr. 
George  E.  Banks.  Mr  T.  A.  Embrey,  and  Mr.  J.J.  Lynch.  Mr, 
W.  A.  Percy,  of  Memphis,  one  of  our  own  graduates  in  Arts, 
has  also  consented  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  during  the 
summer  of  1899.  Such  lectures  will  supplement  the  course  and 
help  the  Department  in  many  ways. 

During  the  past  month.  Dean  Ramage  gave  a  course  of 
popular  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  Law  Department, 
and  the  proceeds  were  applied  to  the  purchase  of  law  books  for 
the  law  library.      The  students  also  contributed  to  this  object. 

The  Report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  E. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

The  enrollment  of  students  in  the  Grammar  School  for  this 
year  is  115,  of  whom  9  were  advanced  to  the  Universitv,  leaving 
96.  This  is  the  largest  number  that  has  been  enrolled  in  the 
Grammar  School  for  many  years.  Although  n  rooms  were 
added  to  the  dormitory  during  the  Lent  term,  1897,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  add  6  more  during  the  Trinitv  term,  1897. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  dormitory. 
Baths  have  been  provided,  closets  built,  and  manv  of  the  rooms 
have  been  repainted  and  repapered.  Doctor  Caskie  Harrison. 
Principal  of  the  Brooklyn  Latin  School,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
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recent  visit  to  Sewanee,   presented   the  dormitory  with  a  hand- 
ball court  which  is  very  much   appreciated  by  the  students. 

During  this  term  the  Head-Master  has  resided  in  the  cot- 
tage adjoining  the  Grammar  School  lot,  and  the  entire  dis- 
cipline of  the  dormitory  has  been  under  the  control  of  Mr 
MacKellar. 

The  exhibition  drill  at  the  close  of  this  term  was  very  cred- 
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The  steady  growth  of  the  Grammar  School  is  most  gratify- 
ing. Its  importance  to  the  University  from  an  educational  and 
financial  point  of  view  is  very  great,  and  we  should  lose  no  op- 
portunity to  develop  it. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  announce  the  resignation  of 
the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Bain,  who  leaves  Sewanee  in  order  to  ac- 
cept the  Chair  of  Ancient  Languages  in  the  South  Carolina 
College.  Apart  from  his  duties  in  the  Grammar  School,  he  has 
been  of  great  assistance  to  me.  At  times  he  has  relieved  me 
in  my  Latin  and  Greek  classes,  and  at  other  times  he  has  sup- 
plemented my  instruction,  especially  in  the  preparation  of  can- 
didates tor  the  prize  examinations.  Mr.  Bain  is  a  man  of  abil- 
ity and  accurate  scholarship,  and  by  his  resignation  the  Uni- 
versity loses  a  strong  man. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Jayne  has  been  employed  this  term  to  relieve  Mr 
Baln  of  a  portion  of  his  Grammar  School  work  in  consequence 
of  the  extra  service  which  the  latter  has  rendered  in  the  Aca- 
demic Department. 

I  regard  the  position  of  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  the  most  important  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  diffi- 
culttofillof  any  position  in  connection  with  the  University 
For  that  reason  every  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection 
of  a  man  for  the  place.  I  have  been  giving  the  matter  my  most 
careful  consideration,  and  will  request  the  Board  to  defer  ac- 
tion until  I  can  address  it  a  special  communication  on  the  sub- 
ject, which  I  shall  endeavor  to  do  within  the  next  few  days.

SUPPLY    DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  UifT  Conger,  Manager  of  the  Supply  Store  for  the  past 
four  years,  tendered  his  resignation  February  1st  of  this  year. 
Mr.  Conger  was  a  valuable  man,  and  his  management  of  the 
business — especially  during  the  past  year — was  very  successful. 

Mr.  G.  E.  McLaurine,  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  was  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Conger's  successor,  and  has  thus  far  given  satisfac- 
tion. 

The  sales  for  1897  amounted  to  $17,079.29,  which  is  $2,079.29 
in  excess  of  last\7ear.  The  net  profits  for  1897  were  $1,922.21,  an 
increase  of  almost  100  percent,  over  the  preceding  year. 

A  careful  inventory  of  stock  was  made  February  1,  189S. 
and  our  net  good  assets  amounted  to  $7,578.89.  The  Store 
has  paid  during  this  year  to    the  University    Treasurer  a  $1,000 
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dividend,  and  has  also  paid  $210.00  interest  on  the  capital  stock- 
*3.50o-making  a  total  of  .$1,210  paid  over  from  the  profits 
The  Manager's  statement  is  Exhibit  G. 

PRINTING    DEPARTMENT. 

Heretofore  the  University  has  been  doing  all  of  it,  own 
printing,  ,n  addition  to  a  large  amount  of  job  work  Since  the 
invention  of  type-setting  machines  it  is  possible  to  do  printing 
at  least  20  per  cent,  cheaper.  Last  fall  I  made  a  careful  esti- 
mate of  the  actual  cost  of  printing  our  catalogue,  Se-wanee  Re- 
view,  and  special  announcements.  I  then  had  estimates  fur- 
nished by  the  leading  establishments  in  Nashville  and  Chatta- 
nooga, and  I  discovered  that  we  could  not  compete  with  estab- 
lishments using  the  type-setting  machines.  I,  therefore  con- 
tracted with  them  for  printing  the  University  Calendar,  the 
•Se-zvanee  Revzeiv,  and  special  announcements,  although  we 
have  continued  to  do  our  other  printing,  and  considerable  job 
work  tor  other  people. 

The  net  profit  from  the  Printing  Department  this  for  year 
amounts  to  $465.25. 

ATHLETIC     DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Lent  term,  the  gymnasium  was 
equipped  with  additional  apparatus,  and  also  with  the  necessary 
instruments  for  making  measurements  of  the  human  body  as 
recommended  by   Dr.  Sargent,   of  the  Hemenway  Gymnasium 

Ihe  gymnasium  has  been  made  compulsory  for  all  Juniors 
and  Grammar  School  students.  A  complete  record  of  the 
measurement  of  each  student  is  made  by  the  Director,  who 
prescribes  the  proper  exercise  for  each  individual  case  This 
system  has  been  adopted  by  the  best  gymnasiums  throughout 
the  country,  and  has  been  productive  of  most  excellent  results

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  a  gymnasium  building,  which 
will  leave  the  Convocation  House  free  for  Librarv  use. 

A  suitable  location  for  the  gymnasium  would  be  the  lot 
just  to  the  north  of  the  cottage  occupied  by  Henry  Sewell,  the 
Janitor.  This  lot  is  most  convenient  to  the  new  dormitory,  to 
the  Athletic  Park,  and  to  Polk  Spring.  Five  thousand  dollars 
would  build  a  gymnasium  which  would  answer  our  purpose 
although  a  larger  amount- — say  $ro,ooo; — -would  erect  a  most 
satisfactory  building. 

Will  not  some  one  benefactor,  or  a  number  of  benefactors, 
contribute  the  funds  for  this  purpose? 

THE    LIBRARY. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  (Exhibit  H),  shows  that  the 
total  number  of  bound  volumes  is  17,959,  and  unbound  volumes 
and  pamphlets  about  20,305. 

There  have  been  presented  during  the  past  year  299  bound 
volumes,  46  unbound,  and  262  pamphlets. 

Our  reading  room  contains  4  quarterlies.  25  monthlies,  18 
weeklies,  1  semi-weekly,  3  dailies — a  total  of  51  publications. 

The  library  is  used  much  more  by  the  students  than  evi-r 
before,  but  we  need  very  much  a  suitable  library  building, 
which  the  Convocation  House  will  provide  so  soon  as  a  gym- 
nasium building  is  given. 

THE    CHAPLAIN. 

The  Report  of  the  Chaplain,  Exhibit  I,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. Through  the  generosity  of  Major  Fairbanks  and  Mrs 
Telfair  Hodgson  the  kneeling  benches  in  the  S.  Augustine's 
Chapel  have  been  covered  with  carpet,  the  material  being  fur- 
nished by  the  University.

BUILDINGS     AND     LANDS. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  Mr.  Silas  Mc 
Bee  has  succeeded  in  arranging  a  visit  to  Sewanee  from  Mr, 
Gifford  Pinchot,  the  head  of  the  Forestry  Department  of  the 
Geological  Survey.  Mr.  Pinchot  is  expected  at  Sewanee  this 
week,  and  encourages  us  to  believe  that  the  Government  will 
be  willing  to  take  advisory  control  of  our  domain.  I  anticipate 
the  greatest  benefit  from  Mr.  Pinchot's  visit,  and  I  am  glad  to 
know  that  he  will  have  the  opportunity  of  appearing  before 
your  Board,  and  advising  you  as  to  the  Care  of  oUr  domain.  Mr. 
Pinchot's  visit  will  be  without  expense  to  the  University,  and 
we  should  feel  most  grateful  to  him  for  the  proffered  service,  as 
also  to  Mr.  McBee  for  enlisting  his  interest, 

During  the  year  we  have  extended  our  water  supply  to 
several  residences; 

1  would  call  your  attention  to  Tremlett  Hall,  which  has 
been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  furnished  with  the  best  furniture 
from  the  Hoffman  HoUse,  of  Bridgeport  fame.  The  building  is 
now  used  as  an  Inn,  and  we  may  expect  to  derive  quite  an  in- 
come  from  it. 

During  the  past  winter  I  expended  $ioo  in  building  the 
road  to  Green's  View.  This  road  is  an  example  of  what  may 
be  accomplished  in  other  directions  at  a  small  expense. 

I  purchased  the  building  known  as  the  "Haves  Store 
house1'  opposite  the  railroad  station  for  the  sum  of  $400.  This 
building  cost  originally  several  thousand  dollars,  and  a  lew 
years  ago  was  purchased  by  the  Masonic  Association  for  *  1,000 
and  some  $600  or  $700  was  expended  in  improvements.  This 
Association  failed  to  meet  the  payments  on  the  building,  and  it 
was  sold  under  foreclosure.  As  we  needed  a  storehouse  for  the 
Huffman   House  furniture  and  material,  and   as  this  building  is 
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so  convenient  to  the  railroad,  I  deemed  it  wise  to  purchase  it. 
The  second  floor  has  been  rented  to  the  Masons  for  a  sum 
which  will  pay  to  percent,  interest  on  the  amount  invested. 

The  problem  of  municipal  control  here  at  Sewanee  has  by 
ho  means  been  solved.  During  this  Spring  term  Sewanee  has 
been  overrun  with  pedlers  of  whiskey,  and  at  the  foot  of  the 
Mountain,  within  four  miles  of  the  University,  some  parties 
have  been  selling  both  whiskey  and  beer  in  open  violation  of 
the  law.  Realizing  the  injury  that  must  inevitably  result  to 
the  student-body  and  to  the  community,  I  employed  detectives 
who  succeeded  in  discovering  the  guilty  parties  and  evidence 
which  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  convict.  The  names  of  the 
guilty  parties,  together  with  the  evidence,  will  be  furnished  to 
the  Grand  Jury  during  the  coming  week.  There  is  little 
doubt  as  to  the  conviction  of  these  parties.  Here  lately  the 
nuisance  has  abated,  and  I  apprehend  no  further  trouble  in  the 
immediate  futurev  »

These  two  benefactions  have  been  continued  for  many 
years. 

A  few  months  ago  we  received  from  Mr.  W.  L.  DeRosset, 
of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  a  portrait  of  the  late  Bishop  Atkinson. 
The  gift  of  this  portrait  has  already  been  acknowledged  by 
your  Board,  but  I  further  wrote  Mr,  DeRosset,  expressing  our 
•appreciation  of  the  valuable  donation. 

I  am  also  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Reverend  Johannes 
Oertel  offering  to  give  the  University  another  large  painting, 
•and  saying  that  he  had  still  another  in  process  of  completion, 
ooth  of  which  would  be  sent  to  Sewanee  in  the  near  future. 
These  paintings  will  be  first  exhibited  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  You  are  all  familiar,  doubtless,  with  the  painting 
which  Mr.  Oertel  presented  to  the  University  many  years  ago, 
«nd  which  how  hangs  in  the  Walsh  Memorial  Hall, 
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HOFFMAN    MEMORIAL    HALL, 

At  your  last  annual  meeting  I  was  instructed  to  continue 
my  negotiations  with  the  heirs  of  Doctor  Hoffman,  and  to  en 
deavor  to  obtain  the  dormitory  on  such  terms  as  could  be  ac- 
cepted by  your  Board.  I  was  also  instructed  to  report  the  re- 
sult of  my  negotiations  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  whom 
this  whole  matter  was  referred,  with  full  power  to  act  in  behalf 
of  the  Board. 

I  at  once  wrote  Mr.  Charles  F.  Hoffman,  jr..  bating  the 
reasons  which  impelled  your  Board  to  decline  the  proposed 
loan  of  $45,000.  Mr.  Hoffman  replied  in  the  most  generous 
spirit,  saying  that  he  fully  sympathised  with,  and  indorsed,  our 
action.  He  promised  to  confer  with  the  other  heirs,  with  a 
view  to  eliminating  the  objectionable  features  of  the  original 
proposition,  and  assured  me  that  he  was  re-olved  to  build  the 
dormitory  even  if  he  had  to  assume  the  entire  responsibility. 
However,  the  heir??  seemed  disposed  to  adjust  the  matter  upon 
terms  satisfactory  to  the  University,  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  Executive  Committee  I  executed  an  agreement,  a  certified 
copy  of  which  is  herewith   submitted,  marked  Exhibit  L. 

As  the  loan  does  not  mature  for  ninety-nine  years,  I  would 
suggest  that  this  agreement  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Board,  in  order  that  succeeding  generations  may  be  en- 
lightened upon  the  subject. 

When  the  University  proceeded  to  dismantle  the  Hoffman 
House  at  Bridgeport,  an  injunction  was  filed  by  the  Bridge- 
port  Land  and  Improvement  Co.  I  file,  herewith,  all  papers 
bearing  upon  the  subject  After  some  delay  and  considerable 
-expense  the  injunction  was  dissolved.  It  required  82  heavily 
loaded  cars  to  transport  the  Hoffman  House  to  Sewanee.  There 
is  on  file  in  my  office  a  schedule  of  every  item  of  material. 
furniture,  and  fixtures  which  the  members  of  your  Board  may 
be  interested  in  examining. 

With  the  approval  of  the  advisory  Building  Committee  I 
contracted  with  the  Edgefield  &  Nashville  Manufacturing  Co., 
to  erect  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  furnished  by  R.  H.  Hunt,  architect,  of  New  York 
City,  for  the  sum  of  $22,580,     This  amount  being  in  addition  to 
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all  the  material  from  the  Hoffman  House  at  Bridgeport  will 
make  the  entire  building  cost  about  $35,000.  In  addition,  we 
have  the  steam  heating  apparatus,  gas  and  electric  fixtures, 
plumbing,  and  furniture  sufficient  to  make  the  building  ready 
for  occupation.  The  contract  requires  that  the  building  shall 
be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  March  15.  1899.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  this  building  will  prove  a  very  great  bene- 
faction. I  feel  deeply  grateful  to  the  heirs  of  13octor  Hoffman, 
and  especially  to  Mr.  Charles  Frederick  Hoffman,  Jr.,  who  has 
been  so  true  and  so  patient  from  beginning  to  end. 

The  contract  with  the  Edgefield  &  Nashville  Manufactur- 
ing Co..  as  also  the  bond  for  %  10,000  is  filed  with  Exbibit  L. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  laying  the  corner  stone 
Saturday  next  at  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

FINANCES. 

The  system  of  warrants  authorized  by  your  Board  at  its 
last  annual  meeting  was  adopted  at  once,  and  has  given  entire 
satisfaction.  The  Treasurer's  Report,  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, Exhibit  M,  will  show  that  at  the  end  of  this  Lent  term 
we  shall  have  liabilities  to  the  amount  of  $4,215.86  and  that  our 
available  assets  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  them;  but  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  Treasurer's  statement  does  not  include 
the  deficit  in  the  Theological  Department,  to  which  I  have  re- 
ferred in  my  report  as  Theological  Treasurer. 

At  the  close  of  this  our  thirtieth  year,  we  have  every 
reason  to  feel  devoutly  grateful  for  what  has  been  accomplished 
and  very  much  encouraged  for  the  future.  Our  material  con- 
dition is  greatly  improved.  Our  scholarship  is  recognized 
throughout  the  country,  and  the  permanency  of  the  institution  is 
assured.  We  need  money,  but  we  have  what  the  lack  of  money 
has  not  been  able  to  deprive  us  of-,  a  body  of  able  men  who 
seem  to  have  consecrated  their  lives  to  this  great  work.

HOFFMAN  HALL : 

The  Board  having  learned  with  great  satisfaction  of  the 
charitable  and  kindly  interest  manifested  by  the  late  Reverend 
C.  F.  Hoffman,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  in  this  University,  and  of  his  ver 
bal  and  written  assurance  to  donate  the  means  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  suitable  dormitory  for  Junior  students  on  the  grounds 
of  this  institution,  which  building  should  bear  his  name  and  be 
known  as  "  Hoffman  Hall,"  and  having  also  heard  that  it  is  the 
desire  of  his  children  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  their  father 
in  this  connection,     Be  it 

Resolved,  a.  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  this  University 
be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  convey  to  the  family  of  Doctor 
Hoffman  the  assurance  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  his  memory

c.  That  whi|e  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  said  dormitory 
should  be  built  as  soon  as  possible,  it  is  more  important  that  the 
University  should  not  incur  the  censure  of  its  other  bene- 
factors. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  is  requested  to  continue  his  ne- 
gotiations with  the  heirs  of  Dr.  Hoffman  on  this  subject  and 
endeavor  to  obtain  the  dormitory  on  such  terms  as  could  be 
accepted  by  the  Board. 

e.  The  Vice-Chancellor  will  report  the  result  of  his  nego- 
tiations to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  the  whole  mat- 
ter is  referred,  which  is  hereby  invested  with  full  power  to  act 
on  behalf  of  the  Board.

after accruing  on  said  bonds  to  the  Theological  Department 
which  is  hereby  pledged  to  the  Professors  thereof,  and  also  the 
interest  to  the  holders  thereof. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  made  a  report  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment for  1897  showing  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  said  depart 
ment. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  authorized  to  make  the  same  ar- 
rangement with  the  Professors  of  the  Medical  Department  as 
to  their  salaries  as  during  the  past  year. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  authorized  to  procure  a  new  seal 
of  the  University  according  to  the  design  presented  and  here- 
with shown  [see  title  page]  and  which  is  hereby  adopted  as 
the  seal  of  The  University  of  the  South  in  lieu  of  those  here- 
tofore in  use.

pairs to  Tremlett  Hall;  $2,753.24,  to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the 
current  revenue,  leaving  the  halance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  $1,578-04-  The  cash  paid  for  freight  will  he  refunded 
from  the  Hoffman  Benefaction  when  received,  and  the  im- 
provements to  Tremlett  will,  it  is  believed,  yield  a  revenue  far 
In  excess  of  the  interest  on  the  amount  expended.  Deducting 
these  two  amounts,  with  the  cash  in  hand,  the  debt  of  the  Uni- 
versity has  been  increased  during  the  year  by  $3,753-24-

No  certificate  appears  from  the  Missionary  District  of  Western 
Texas  of  the  election  of  Trustee  to  succeed  those  whose  term  ex- 
pired according  to  the  last  certificate  received.  June  27.  1899.  But 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  II,  of  the  Constitution,  the  former 
Trustees  hold  over  until   their  successors  art  elected,   viz.:     Rev. 

F.  R.  Starr,  and  Messrs.  David  Gregg  and  R.  W.  Hudson. 

No  certificate  appears  of  the  election  of  Trustees  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni,  but  the  record-  of  this  Board  for  1897  show  that 
the  Rev.  Albion  W.  Knight  and  Messrs.  Silas  McBee  and  John 
D.  Shaffer  were  elected  for  the  term  of  three  year-,  from  July  29. 
1897,  and  are  therefore  entitled  to  seat- 
Respectfully  submitted,

The  term  of  the  Chancellor's  service  having  expired, 
an  election  was  ordered,  resulting  in  the  unanimous  nom- 
ination and  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky.

The  petition  of  Mrs.  S.  K.  Johnson  for  remittal  of  rent 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Lands. 

Rev.  William 
Hall  Moreland,  Bishop  of  Sacramento,  to  receive  the 
degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  from  this  University,  and 
moved  a  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Degrees.

The  Committee  on  Law  Department  made  report  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  August  2,  that  in  its  opinion  this  department  may 
he  improved  by  a  series  of  lectures  by  men  learned  in  the  law  and 
eminent  in  their  profession,  whose  services  may  be  secured  for 
that  purpose.  1  he  Committee  recommend  that  this  suggestion 
be   referred  to   the   Executive   Committee. 

Therefore,  this  suggestion  having  been  considered  by  this  com- 
mittee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  extend 
tiie  invitation  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  such  lawyers  as  he 
in  consultation  with  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Department,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Trustees  of  the  respective  adjacent  Dioceses 
may  select  as  lecturers  in  the  Law  Department,  who  may  accept 
such  invitation,  it  being  understood  that  the  expenses  of  such  lec- 
turers will  be  paid,  and  that  the  names  of  those  who  may  be  en- 
gaged shall  be  printed  in  the  Calendar  and  other  publications  of 
the  Department. 

Several  names  were  suggested  for  Commencement  Orator  for 
1899.  as  also  for  the  Preacher  of  the  Commencement  sermon 

The  name  of  Rev.  Theodore  D.  Bratton  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion for  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  referred  to 
this  Committee. 

The  following  resolution,  from  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Lands  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  referred  to 
this  Committee,   with  the  power  to  act.   viz.  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
establish  a  system  of  water  supply,  electric  lights  and  a  steam  laun- 
dry, by  bonds  or  other  mean...  and  to  have  executed  the  bonds  or 
obligations  of  the  University,  secured  by  a  hen  on  the  plant  and 
the  income  of  the  same  to  he  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
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est  on  such  obligations,  and  with  full  power  to  act,  and  if  the  -ame 
can  not  be  Otherwise  accomplished,  by  arranging  for  such  works 
with  some  corporate  body  under  such  negotiations  as  may  be 
agreed  upon;  provided,  the  University  may  purchase  the  plant, 
privileges  and  franchise  of  any  such  company  or  corporation, 
upon  terms  beforehand  specified.  Upon  consideration  whereof. 
Z.  D.  Harrison  and  G.  R.  Fairbanks  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  act  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
said  resolution. 

Further  nominations  were  made  for  Commencement  Orator 
and  Preacher  of  Commencement  Sermon.  Rev.  George  W.  Doug- 
las. D.D..  being  nominated  by  Bishop  Gailor. 

Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  year  be  allowed  for  a 
Fir^t  Assistant  in  Classical  Instruction,  in  the  Grammar  School. 

Committee  adjourned. 

The  Committee  met  on  October  21,  1898,  in  the  City  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  Present,  Rt.  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley.  Chairman.  Rt. 
Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson,  Rt.  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  Rt.  Rev.  T.  F.  Gailor, 
Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch.  D.D..  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese.  Z.  D.  Harrison,  and 
G.  R.  Fairbanks. 

1  he  mmutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Vice-Chancellor,  Prof.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  being  invited  to  be 
present,  addressed  the  Committee  in  reference  to  the  Head  Master 
of  the  Grammar  School,  recommending  the  continuance  of  Mr. 
W.  H.  McKellar  as  Head  Master. 

Fie  also  informed  the  Committee  that  he  had  procured  the  ser- 
vices of  an  instructor  in  the  Grammar  School,  who.  after  arrivme 
at  Sewaneo  had  declined  the  appointment. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Sessums  the  consideration  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  was  deferred. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  upon  the  condition  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  University. 

On  motion  the  matter  of  filling  the  vacancy  in  the  Committee. 
occasioned  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  Dr  Powers  from  the  Diocese  c: 
Alabama,  was  postponed. 

The  Committee  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chan- 
cellor. 
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The  Committee  met  in  Convocation  Hall,  Sewau  ,-e.  on  the  27th 
of  July,  1899.  Present,  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  Chairman; 
Bishops  Nelson.  Sessums,  and  Gailor.  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  Messrs. 
Harrison  and  Fairbanks. 

The  Chairman  informed  the  Committee  that  he  had  invited  the 
Rev.  George  W.  Douglas,  D.D..  to  deliver  the  Baccalaureate  Ser- 
mon, and  Joseph  Packard.  Esq.,  to  deliver  the  Commencement 
Oration,  which  invitation  had  been  accepted. 

A  petition  of  Mrs.  S.  K.  Johnson,  for  remittal  of  back  rent, 
was  presented,  and  upon  motion  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Board,  without  recommendation,  to  be  acted 
upon  by  the  Board  itself.

That  the  several  portions  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
report  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  Standing  Committee-;  of  the 
Board. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Ingersoll,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Hoard  are  cordially  tendered 
to  Dr.  W.  B.  flail  for  his  generous  and  satisfactory  services  as 
voluntary  and  acceptable  substitute  to  Dr.  Piggot,  unfortunately 
disabled  by  accident,  for  several  month-,  from  performing  his 
professional  duties 

The  following  report  was  received  and  the  resolutions 
appended  were  adopted  : 

IReport 

OF    COMMITTEE    ON    CONSTITUTION    AND 
STATUTES 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Resolution  of  the 
Bishop  of  Louisiana,  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  beneficial  change 
could  be  made  in  the  manner  of  electing  Alumni  Trustees,  from 
that  provided  in  Article  7.  of  the  present  Constitution  of  the 
Alumni  Association.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, in  providing  for  the  election,  by  the  Alumni,  of  three  Trus- 
tees, to  a  seat  in  this  Board,  that  the  Alumni,  as  a  body,  should  be 
privileged  to  take  part  in  such  election  Under  the  present  pro- 
vision this  privilege  is  confined  to  such  members  of  the  Associa- 
ciation  as  may  chance  to  be  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  held 
at  the  University,  and  allows  so  small  a  number  present  as  twelve 
to  make  such  election,  thus  placing  it  in  the  power  of  seven  only 
to  cast  the  vote  of  the  entire  body  in  the  election  of  the  Alumni 
Trustees. 

As  the  Alumni  of  the  University  are  widely  scattered,  and  con- 
sequently but  a  few  of  the  members  can  he  present  at  the  Annual 
Meetings,  we  think  the  system  prevailing  in  other  Universities 
of  forwarding,  with  a  notice,  a  blank  ballot  to  each  Alumnus,  will 
enable  all  the  members  of  the  Association  to  participate  in  the 
choice  of  their  Alumni  Trustees,  and  will  keep  them  in  touch 
with  their  Alma  Mater,  and  promote  that  fellowship  which  is 
one  of  the  main  purposes  of  the  Association. 
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But  as  the  provision  of  Article  VII,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  which  requires  a  notice  of  thirty  days  to  be 
given  to  the  members  of  said  Association,  by  its  Secretary,  before 
an  election  of  Trustees,  by  said  Association,  has  been  concurred 
in  by  said  Boar*],  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  any  action 
looking  to  iht'  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Alumni 
Association  in  this  respect,  should  be  initiated  by  the  said  Asso- 
ciation. 

Resolved,  further.  That  your  Committee  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  matter.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  Board,  as  soon  as  practicable,  upon 
the  expediency  of  a  change  of  the  scholastic  terms  of  the  Univer- 
sity, the  dare  of  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  for 
the  publication  of  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  trans- 
mission of  the  same  to  the  Trustees  as  much  in  advance  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Beard  as  may  be  practicable. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  nominated  the  Rev.  Jo- 
hannes A.  Oertel  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divin- 
ity, and  moved  that  the  nomination  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Degrees.       It  was  so  ordered. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  offered  the  following  Resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to 
take  under  consideration  that  portion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
report  which  relates  to  the  admission  of  women  to  the  graduate 
courses  of  the  University. 

The  Chancellor  appointed  as  such  Committee,  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  Hudson  Stuck,  the  Rev. 
J.  G.  Glass.  Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison.  Mr.  F.  Hewitt. 
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On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  it  was 

Resolved,    That  the  Minute   Book  of  the  Alumni   Association 
containing  a  certified  copy  of  the  action  of  the  Alumni  Association 
last  year  in  electing  Trustees,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Cre 
dentials  as  evidence  of  the  election  of  the  Trustees  therein  named. 

The   Rev.   W.   I).    Powers,   Mr.   H.    H.   Ingersoll,  and 

Mr.  C.  P.  Cocke,  appeared  and  took  their  seats  during 
the  morning  session. 

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock  p.m. 

The  Board  resumed  its  session  at  3.30  o'clock. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted:

COMMITTEE    ON    CREDENTIALS.     SECOND     REPORT. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  as  their 
amended    report   as   to   the   Trustees   of  the   Alumni    Association. 

They  find  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
which  were  referred  to  them  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  the  fol- 
lowing on  page  141.  bearing  date  of  July  27.  1895.  "Mr.  Powers 
moved  that  m  the  absence  of  any  regular  order  of  business  the 
Association  proceed  to  the  election  of  one  clerical  and  two  lav 
Trustees,  as  provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  and  for  which 
election  due  notice  had  been  given,  in  accordance  with  the  article 
of  the  Constitution  relating  to  such  an  election  This  motion  was 
carried,  and  Mr.  Wiggins  nominated  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight  the 
present  incumbent.  There  were  no  further  nominees,  and  Mr. 
Powers  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  vote 
of  the  Association  for  Mr.  Knight.  The  motion  prevailing,  this 
was  done,  and  Mr.  Knight  was  declared  duly  elected  Clerical 
Trustee  from  the  Alumni  Association.  Dr.  Hail  then  placed  in 
nomination  for  Lay  Trustees  Messrs.  McBee  and  Shaffer.  On 
motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
the  ballot  of  the  Association  for  these  gentlemen    who  were  then 
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declared  duly  elected."  And  we  find  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  that  due  notice  of  this  election  was  received  by  said 
Board,  and  so  reported  by  it-  Committee  on  Credentials. 

In  the  same  official  record-  of  the  Alumni  Association,  page 
154.  bearing  date  of  July  30.  1898,  we  find  the  following:  '"This 
being  the  regular  meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Clerical  and  two 
Lay  Trustees  of  the  University,  from  the  Association,  the  Rev 
Francis  L.  Coyle,  M.A.,  of  Louisiana,  was  unanimously  elected 
Clerical  Trustee,  and  Messrs.  John  D.  Shaffer,  of  Louisiana,  and 
Silas  McBee,  of  New  York  were  chosen  as  Lay  Members  of  the 
Board,  all  to  take  their  seats  in    1899." 

We  find  no  record  of  notification  to  this  Board  of  the  election 
in  1898.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  Min- 
utes of  the  Alumni  Association  for  1808  fail  to  show  that  the 
constitutional  requirement.  a<  to  notice  of  election,  was  complied 
with,  your  Committee  feel  constrained  to  report  that  the  Alumni 
Association  is  s^t ill  represented  by  the  Alumni  Trustees  elected 
in  1895.  namely:  the  Rev.  Albion  W.  Knight.  Clerical  Trustee, 
and  Messrs.  John  D.  Shaffer  and  Silas  McBee.  Lay  Trustees,  who 
hold  over  under  the  provisions  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  until  their  successors  are  elected.

OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON    ACADEMIC   DEPARTMENT. 

\our  Committee  has  had  under  consideration  those  portions  of 

the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  which  concern  the  Academic  Depart 
ment  with  the  appendices  pertaining  thereto,  and  we  beg  to  pre- 
sent the  following  observations  upon  the  general  subjects  involved, 
with    accompanying    resolutions. 

We  find  causes  for  thanksgiving  at  various  ?igns  of  vr   gress 
and  increasing  prosperity,  and  at  the  same  time  causes  for  grave 
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reflection  and  energetic  action  touching  undeniable  problems. 
We  hail,  with  grateful  satisfaction,  the  restoration  to  health  of 
our  honored  Professor  Piggot,  and  we  congratulate  him  and 
the  University  upon  his  return  to  those  duties  which  he  has 
long  discharged  with  such  distinguished  fidelity.  While  we 
chronicle  this  cause  for  rejoicing,  the  resignation  of  Professor 
Wells,  and  the  loss  of  his  brilliant  and  laborious  services,  is  re- 
ceived with  a  regret  proportioned  to  the  esteem  in  which  we  held 
both  his  ability  and  his  personality,  and  in  following  him  with  the 
prophecy  of  high  success  in  his  future  career,  we  shall  cherish  the 
memory  of  his  work  here  as  amid  the  highest  traditions  of  the 
University. 

A  resolution  is  appended. 

The  completion  of  Hoffman  Hall,  and  its  use  for  the  purposes 
of  a  Dormitory  for  Junior  Students  initiate  one  of  those  depart- 
ures from  old  methods,  which  mark  a  true  development,  and 
may  be  expected  to  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  the  students 
in  both  discipline  and  study,  and  in  thus  entering  upon  this 
benefaction  to  the  University,  we  are  gratefully  mindful  of  its 
generous  donor,  and  we  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  judicious 
stewardship  of  our  Vice-Chancellor  for  the  large  results  thus 
secured. 

Evidence  of  the  increasing  recognition  of  the  intellectual  lead- 
ership of  the  University  is  seen  in  the  reception  given  to  the  writ- 
ings of  our  Professors,  and  to  their  work  upon  the  University 
Review,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  again  the  constancy  with 
which  our  students  have  justified  their  training  and  upheld  the 
standards  of  the  University,  both  in  inter-collegiate  literary  con- 
tests and  in  competition  for  the  scholarships  offered  by  the  Asso- 
ciation for  promoting  the  interests  of  church  schools  and  colleges. 
In  this  la>t  connection  it  is  pertinent  to  declare  all  true  apprecia- 
tion of  the  scholarship  of  the  students  of  other  institutions,  to  wish 
for  all  competitors  due  lienors  upon  a  fair  field,  without  fear  or 
favor,  and  to  refrain  from  embarrassing  the  administrators  of 
these  funds  by  any  undue  assertion  of  the  claims  of  our  students,  as 
attested  by  the  results  of  examination.  Yet  we  recommend  that 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  his  own  prudent  judgment,  pursue  such 
inquiries    into   the   condition-   of   these   scholarships   as    may    an- 
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prise  our  students  of  the  definite  rewards  to  be  expected,  in 
order  that  their  work,  if  successful,  may  not  be  disappointed  of 
the  exact  goal  to  which  it  has  been  directed. 

Improved  library  facilities  are  to  be  noted,  but  emphasis  is 
needed  upon  the  pressing  importance  of  establishing  the  entire 
library  in  a  suitable  and  accessible  building,  and  the  consumma- 
tion of  securing  a  separate  edifice  for  the  Gymnasium,  in  order  that 
the  Convocation  Hall  may  be  employed  for  actual  library  purposes, 
is  one  of  those  ends  which  demands  not  only  desire  but  strenuous 
labor. 

The  urgent  need  of  an  adequate  gymnasium,  so  earnestly 
pressed  by  the  Instructor  in  Athletics,  naturally  prompts  an  ex- 
pression of  satisfaction  of  the  reward  of  our  students  in  this  direc- 
tion, and  of  appreciation  for  the  purposes  and  benefits  of  athletic 
training.  Yet,  your  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
limiting  the  absence  of  students  engaged  in  these  athletic  contests 
to  a  minimum  period  and  frequency,  and  concurs  with  what  it 
understands  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  assign- 
ing a  limit  of  three  day-  absence  to  each  of  these  expeditions,  and 
in  requiring  that  they  shall  not  exceed  ten  days  altogether  through- 
out the  term. 

The  statistics  of  attendance  upon  the  Academic  Department 
present  a  serious  and  undeniable  problem,  and  without  entering 
upon  a  discussion  of  causes  which  retard  a  proportionate  increase 
of  students  in  the  Academic  courses,  positive  impulses  to  growth 
would  be  found  in  the  development  of  the  scientific  schools  of 
Engineering  and  Chemistry,  in  the  establishment  of  a  hall  with 
cheaper  rates  of  board  for  University  students,  and  in  such  com- 
bination of  scholarships  as  to  constitute  fellowships,  with  a  view 
toward  cecaring  not  only  more  ample  support  for  post-graduate 
special  students,  but  also  their  services  as  instructors  in  the 
literary  and  scientific  schools. 

Resolutions  are  appended. 

Essential  as  is  the  academic  and  intellectual  life  of  the  Univer- 
sity, it  still  remains  a  supreme  duty  to  emphasize  its  moral  and 
religious  work;  and  notice  must  be  called  to  the  zealous  and 
successful  undertakings  of  the  Chaplain  in  establishing  Bible 
classes  and  special  service?  for  post  graduate  students. 
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The  recommendations  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  touching  the 
admission  of  female  students  to  the  Academic  Schools  of  the  Uni- 
versity, as  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  that  Department, 
and  as  concurred  in  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  have  received  earnest 
consideration.  Fundamental  differences  of  view  have  developed 
in  the  Committee  upon  this  subject,  and  rather  than  present  a 
divided  report,  we  prefer  to  present  no  report,  leaving  the  sub- 
ject to  the  general  consideration  of  the  Board,  and  ourselves  free- 
to  act  in  accordance  with  our  respective  individual  conviction-. 

The  foregoing  is  respectfully  submitted,  with  the  following  res- 
olutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  convey  to  Prof. 
Wells  the  regret  experienced  by  this  body  at  his  resignation  of  the 
Chair  of  Modern  Languages,  the  assurance  of  the  high  apprecia- 
tion entertained  alike  for  his  eminent  services,  and  for  his  personal 
character. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  fill  the  Professor- 
ship of  Modern  Languages.

Report 


OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OX    THEOLOGICAL 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  regrets  to  find  from  the  report  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  that  there  are  not  as  many  students  enrolled  as  in  the 
years  1896-7.  However,  the  Committee  learns,  with  pleasure,  that 
the  men  who  have  left  the  Theological  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  have  taken  high  rank  in  the  General  Semi- 
nary, and  at  graduation  have  carried  off  with  ease  the  honors  con- 
ferred by  that  institution.  That  some  steps  should  be  taken  at 
once  to  increase  the  number  of  •  indents  is   verv  evident  to   vour 
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Committee,  and  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  University  and 
the  well-being  of  the  Theological   Department 

Also  that  some  provision  should  be  made  to  pay  promptly  the 
salaries  of  the  Professors  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  service 
to  the  Theological  Department,  is  a  matter  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees ought  to  discuss  and  settle  at  the  present  meeting. 

The  following  resolutions  are  respectfully  submitted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  place  on  record  its  high 
appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  the  Theological  Department 
of  the  University  by  the  Rev  Dr.  DuBo.se  and  his  co-workers  in 
the  Faculty. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  \V.  H.  DuBose  be  elected  As-ociate 
Professor  of  Old  and  New  Testament  Exegesis,  without  ad- 
ditional remuneration. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  concur  in  the  following  recom- 
mendation of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department:  That 
the  application  of  any  graduate  of  any  Theological  School  of  the 
Church,  who  is  also  a  Bachelor  of  Arts,  to  be  admitted  as  a  candi 
date  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Divinity,  at  the  University.  In- 
accepted  on  condition  that  he  reside  here  for  not  less  than  one 
scholastic  year,  reading  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty;  that  he 
satisfy  each  Professor  of  his  fitness  to  proceed  to  the  desired 
degree,  passing  examinations  in  the  several  schools  of  the  Depart 
ment.  and  attaining  a  general  average  of  2.?,  out  of  a  maximum 
of  3.  And  that  he  present  a  satisfactory  thesis  upon  a  subject 
approved  by  the   Faculty. 

Resolved,  That  one  or  more  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Theological  Department  be  requested  to  visit  the  prominent  par- 
ishes of  the  South  in  the  interest  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
and  especially  present  the  claims  of  the  Theological  Department. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  George  William  Douglas.  D.D..  be,

OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OX    THE    GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School  beg  leave  to  rev  irt 
as  follows: 

We  have  carcfuily  read  the  report  of  the  Head  Master,  and  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor.  and  have  inspected  the  Grammar  School  and 
the  class  rooms,  and  have  endeavored  to  make  ourselves  familiar 
with  the  present  condition  of  the  school. 

We  congratulate  the  Board  on  the  flourishing  state  of  the 
-chool.  and  endorse  the  Vice-Chancellor's  recommendation  that 
Mr.  Junius  E.  Leigh,  he  elected  Head  Master  for  one  year. 

We  are  deeply  impressed,  however,  with  the  total  inadequacy 
of  the  provision  for  the  teaching  of  the  school.  We  find  a  lack 
of  any  proper  educational  apparatus,  and  of  sufficient  furniture 
and  fittings.  We  find  no  library  of  any  kind  of  books  of  refer- 
ence, and  we  notice  that  students  of  the  Grammar  School  are  not 
allowed  access  to  the  Library  of  the   University. 

We  find.  too.  that  last  year  the  Grammar  School  made  a  clear 
profit  of  over  six  thousand  dollars,  and  that  year  by  year,  in  the 
past,  it  has  been  the  source  of  large  revenue  to  the  University. 

We  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  urge  most  forcibly  upon  the  Board, 
and  upon  the  Vice-Chancellor  the  importance  of  spending  money 
upon  the  improvement  of  the  plant  of  the  Grammar  School,  and 
specifically  we  recommend  that  the  mam  assembly  room  be  re- 
furnished with  de^ks.  and  that  the  desks  of  that  room  be  used 
for  the  section  rooms  and  class  rooms,  as  desired  by  the  Head 
Ma-ter. 

We  recommend  the  immediate  purchase  of  wall  maps  and  of 
a  small  library  of  well-chosen  book-  of  reference,  believing  that 
the  upper  classes  of  the  School  are  hampered  and  hindered  by  the 
lack  of  such  books. 

We  recognize,  with  a  great  deal  of  plea-mre.  the  expressed 
purpose  of  the  Head  Ma<ter  to  coordinate  the  Graduating  Cla-e- 
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of  the  Grammar  School  with  the  Junior  Classes  of  the  University 
in  all  departments,  so  that  boys  shall  not  be  passed  from  the 
Grammar  School  to  the  University  until  they  are  prepared  to  take 
their    places    in    all    the   classes    of    their   course. 

We  draw  the  attention  of  the  Head  Master  to  what  seems  to 
us  as  the  weakness  of  the  teaching  of  English  Composition  and 
Handwriting  in  the  School,  complaints  having  come  to  us  from 
various  sources  on  this  score.  In  our  opinion  there  is  no  more 
important  branch  for  preparatory  education  than  that  of  writing 
correctly,  clearly  and  legibly  the  English  language.  We  regret 
that  it  seems  necessary  to  us  to  say  that  sufficient  weight  has  not, 
of  late,  been  given  to  this  branch. 

Wre  recognize  the  great  difficulties  that  the  Head  Master  has 
met  in  taking  charge  of  the  School  in  the  middle  of  the  school 
year,  and  we  congratulate  him  on  the  success  that  has  attended 
his  efforts.  We  express  our  confidence  in  his  zeal  and  devotion 
to  the  School,  and  our  expectation  of  its  increased  prosperity, 
and  we  ask  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  transmitted  to  him 

Finally,  we  are  seriously  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
the  teaching  of  music  in  the  Grammar  School. 

We  believe  that  Sewanee  should  be  a  musical  centre  for  the 
South,  both  in  ecclesiastical  and  secular  music,  and  we  do  not  be- 
lieve that  such  end  will  ever  be  attained,  or  that  any  serious  step 
will  be  taken  towards  its  attainment,  until  the  teaching  of  music 
is  begun  in  the  Grammar  School.  We  would  point  out  the  mani- 
fold advantages  that  could  accrue  were  a  qualified  professional 
musician  secured,  who  should  teach  music  in  the  Grammar 
School  and  have  charge  of  the  music  in  the  Chapel,  and  in  all 
ways  foster  and  cultivate  music  on  this  mountain 

We   recommend   that   the    Vice-Chancellor  be   authorized   and 
directed  to  make  arrangements  to  carry  out  this  plan  immediately. 
We  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Junius  E.  Leigh  be  elected  Head  Master 
of  the  Sewanee  Grammar   School   for  one  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  directed  to  expend  the 
money  necessary  to  refit  the  main  Teaching  Hall  of  the  Grammar 
School    with    suitable    desks. 

Resolved,    That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  directed  to  expend  the 
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necessary  money  for  the  purchase  of  wall  maps,  and  of  books  for 
a    small    Reference    Library. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancel  lor  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  teaching  of  music  in  the  Grammar 
School  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  ni 
this  report  to  the  Head  Master.

From  this  record  we  turn  to  view  the  defects  of  the   Depart 
ment.  as  shown  by  the  Medical  Faculty  itself.

qmrement.     Gradually,    year    by   year,    the    Southern    States   are 
by  law.   requ.rmg  appiicants  for  hcenses  to  practice  medtc  ne to 
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show    that   they    have    had   the    instruction,    as    well    as    the    usual 
courses  of  lectures. 

Rival  schools  which  give  these  two  terms  of  clinical  and  hos- 
pital training  will  know  what  schools  are  not  complying  with  the 
rules  of  the  Association  and  the  laws  of  the  States,  and  any 
School  of  Medicine  failing  to  give  this  training  can  not  expect  to 
survive  the  ensuing  triennium. 

Therefore  the  desideratum  of  the  Medical  Department  is  a  hos- 
pital— indeed  it  seems  a  vital  necessity  for  its  continued  existence, 
and  the  question  here  is:    Can  we  provide  what  we  must  have? 

The  Dean  of  the  Department  verbally  assures  the  Committee 
that  a  creditable  and  sufficient  hospital  can  be  erected  and  fur- 
nished at  a  cost  of  $8,000,  and  that  there  are  $4,000  "in  sight"  for 
the  current  year:  i.e.,  that  the  cash  surplus  of  the  Department  will, 
in  December  next,  be  $4,000 — available  for  this  purpo-e,  and  he 
believes  that  next  year  this  surplus  will  amount  to  $5,000 — probably 
more;  provided,  the  Medical  Faculty  continue  to  serve  at  their 
present  pay — which  is  little  more  than  enough  to  pay  expenses  of 
board  and  travel. 

The  Medical  Faculty  have  signed  and  offered  a  memorial  to 
the  University,  not  only  consenting  to  this,  but  urging  the  appro- 
priation of  all  surplus  to  the  hospital  erection  and  equipment — 
thus  in  effect  donating  their  salaries  to  this  object. 

The  Dean  further  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  additional 
$4,000  cash  needed  can  be  borrowed  at  6  per  cent,  for  one  year, 
and  readily  repaid  out  of  next  year's  surplus. 

Besides  these  hopes  and  probabilities  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
report  shows  the  sum  of  $1,190  to  the  credit  of  this  Department. 
and  approves  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean  that  steps  be  taken 
looking  to  the  immediate  erection  and  equipment  of  a  hospital. 
And  this  Committee  feels  constrained  to  endorse  this  demand, 
and  therefore,  in  conclusion,  submits  the  accompanying  resolu- 
tions, and  recommends  their  adoption.

OF   COMMITTEE   ON    BUILDINGS   AND   LANDS. 
The   Committee   on   Buildings  and   Lands   respectfully   reports 
that    there    has    been    a    considerable    increase    of    the    University 
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Library  during  the  past  year  by  the  donation  of  the  library  of  the 
late  Rev.  E.  D.  Cooper,  D.D.,  of  Astoria,  L.  I..  N.  Y..  of  1,114 
volumes;  from  Prof.  B.  W.  Wells,  of  520  bound,  and  338  un- 
bound volumes,  and  600  periodicals;  from  the  Law  Club  of  the 
University  of  312  bound  volumes;  from  Dr.  Oertel,  225  bound 
volumes;  from  Rev.  C.  L.  Hutchins,  19  volumes;  from  Texas 
Alumni,  of  58  volumes;  from  Prof.  \V.  P.  Trent,  oi  42  volumes; 
from  the  English  Club,  through  Prof.  Greenough  White,  of  16 
volumes;  from  the  U.  S.  Government.  151  volumes,  and  63  un- 
bound volumes;  and  from  other  friends  a  considerable  number  of 
bound  volumes  and  pamphlets,  making  an  addition  to  the  Library, 
in  all,  of  2,530  bound  volumes,  506  unbound  volumes,  449  pam- 
phlets,   and   626   periodicals. 

This  large  increase,  added  to  our  already  extensive  Library, 
emphasizes  the  absolute  necessity  of  providing  more  suitable  ac- 
commodation for  the  Library. 

The  only  accessible  portion  of  our  books  is  that  contained  in 
the  third  story  of  the  Walsh  Hall.  The  great  bulk  of  the  library 
of  over  40,000  bound  and  unbound  volumes  is  stored  on  the  attic 
floor  of  Convocation  Hall,  inaccessible  fur  use.  The  library  room 
now  used  in  the  Walsh  Hall  has  all  its  shelf  room  rilled,  and  the 
portion  used  as  a  reading  room  is  already  inadequate  for  the  num- 
ber of  persons  frequenting  it. 

This  Committee  has,  for  several  years  past,  urged  the  necessity 
of  providing  a  gymnasium  elsewhere,  so  as  to  free  Convocation  Hail 
of  the  large  space  occupied  by  this  department,  so  as  to  enable  the 
whole  of  Convocation  Hall,  140  feet  in  length,  to  be  fitted  up  for 
the  reception  of  the  University  Library.  The  Director  of  the 
Athletic  Department  finds  this  hall  unsuited  for  the  Gymnasium. 
and  asks  that  it  be  located  in  a  building  properly  equipped  for  the 
purpose. 

No  benefaction  could  now  be  of  greater  service  in  the  matter 
of  building  than  a  gymnasium,  to  cost  the  moderate  sum  of 
$25,000,  which  would  accomplish  the  double  purpose  of  giving 
the  University  a  suitable  Library  Building  and  a  suitable  Gym- 
nasium. We  hope  that  before  another  year  rolls  round  such  a 
benefaction  will  come. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  recommends,  in  which  recommendation 
we  concur,  that  a  salary  of  $300  per  annum  be  given  to  the  Assist- 
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ant  Librarian,  Mrs.  S.  D.  Wilcox,  to  whose  constant  care  and 
attention  m  that  situation,  we  owe  the  facilities  now  given  our 
students  m  the  u^e  of  the  Library. 

The  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  urge,  the  importance  of  pro- 
viding a  running  track^  It  is  one  of  the  great  advantages  we  have 
at  bewanee,  that  we  have  an  unlimited  space  for  physical  exer 
c.se,  now  recognized  everywhere  as  essential  to  the  proper  growth 
and  expanse  of  the  adolescent  man  We  hope  that  mean,  can 
be  obtained  tor  accomplishing  the  Director',  wishes  in  this  matter 
A .general  offering  by  the  Alumni  of  a  small  sum  each  would  <eem 
adequate   tor  this  purpose.

From  the  inception  of  the  University  the  care  and  preservation 
of  our  fore,  growth  has  been  deemed  of  the  utmost  importance 
It  is  therefore  very  gratifying  that  by  an  arrangement  with  the  De- 
partment of  Forestry  of  the   United   States  Agricultural   Bureau 
we  have  been  enabled  to  have  a  complete  examination   made  of 
our  domain  by  the  Officers  of  that  Department,  and  such  surveys

"factory  to  know  that  our  fore,  growth,  properly  managed,  will 
afford  an  income  which  will  cover  the  expense  incident  to  it,  car- 
with  a  considerable  surplus.     Our  thanks  are  due.   in  this  matter" 
to   Mr.   Silas   McBee   for  procuring  this   examination  by  the   Fnr 
estry  Department  of  the  United  States  Government. 

Among  the  adjuncts  of  our  plant  ha.  been  added,  durin-  the 
past  season,  a  .mall  farm,  dairy,  etc..  to  secure  supplies  of  vege- 
table, milk,  butter,  and  table  supplies  for  the  Dormitories  under 
our  own  control  and  management.  This  may  become  the  nucleus 
f  lne  ^i10?!.0'  the  Theor>'  and  Practice  of  Agriculture,  with 
iarm   attached,      embraced   in  the   Scheme  of  Schools,   detailed   in 
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Ordinance  6,  as  prepared  by  the  statutes  adopted  in  i860.  While 
requiring  some  immediate  outlay,  it  will  doubtless  prove  a  great 
advantage   in   providing   for  our   Dormitories. 

In  April  last  our  Supply  Store,  with  all  its  content-,  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  Fortunately,  by  the  prevision  of  the  Vice-Chan  - 
cellor,  both  the  building  and  its  contents  were  quite  fully  insured 
As  the  Supply  Store  had  become  almost  a  necessity,  the  Vice 
Chancellor  having  been  able  to  procure  a  speedy  settlement  with 
the  insurance  company,  proceeded  at  once  to  the  work  of  rebuild- 
ing, and  has  had  built  a  substantial  stone  building  of  two  stories 
and  a  basement,  51x36  feet,  arranged  for  the  purposes  of  the  sup- 
ply store  on  the  main  floor,  with  room  in  the  basement  for  Ex- 
press Office  and  Barber  Shop,  from  which  a  rental  will  be  re- 
ceived. By  an  arrangement  with  the  E.  Q.  B.  Club  the  co.-t  of  the 
second  story  was  defrayed  by  them.  The  building  is  covered 
with  slate,  and  much  more  insurable  than  the  wooden  building 
formerly  occupied. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  has,  we  are  glad  to  note,  increased  our 
insurance  so  as  to  cover  all  our  buildings,  to  an  adequate  amount. 
at  a  much  reduced  rate,  the  nature  of  which  is  given  in  his  report. 
We  entirely  approve  of  his  action  in  this  matter. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board  in  1898,  the  Executive  Committee 
was  authorized  to  establish  a  system  of  water  works,  electric 
lights,  and  a  steam  laundry,  by  bonds  or  other  means.  For  the 
purpose  of  a  water  supply  and  steam  laundry,  arrangement  has 
been  made  with  what  may  be  called  Joint  Stock  Associations 
which  have  furnished  the  means  for  establishing  a  steam  laundry. 
which  is  now  in  successful  operation,  fully  equipped  with  the 
latest  and  best  machinery.  Very  moderate  rates  have  been  made 
for  the  students  and  others. 

The  water  supply  plans,  not  yet  fully  completed,  have  been 
made,  with  a  powerful  pump,  which  supplies  a  four-inch  main 
and  carries  the  water  from  the  reservoir  to  elevated  tanks,  by 
which  pressure  is  at  all  times  obtained,  and  with  the  aid  of  steam 
pressure,  in  case  of  need  for  fire  purposes.  The  University  build- 
ings are  all  supplied  with  water,  and  a  considerable  number  ot 
families,  who  will  pay  water  rates,  as  usual  elsewhere. 

This  greatly  needed  provision  for  water  supply  conduces  not 
onlv  to  health,  but  enables  us  to  obtain   insurance  at  lower  rates 
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than  otherw.se  could  be  obtained.     The  requ.rement  of  the  reso- 
lut.cn  before  referred  to  that  the  University  "may  purchase  the 
Plant,  pnv.leges,  and  franch.se  of  any  such  company  or  c       „

For  a  long  -eries  of 
years,  as  Clerical   Trustee,  he   represented  the  Diocese  or   Louis-

body  his  force  of  character,  the  great  practical  powers  of  his 
mind,  and  Ins  clear  judgment,  wielded  high  and  enduring  influ- 
ence, and  his  loyalty  to  the  University,  forms  a  noble  part  of  that 
record  of  devotion  winch  has  striven  to  realize  the  ideals  of  the 
founders  of  the   Institution.

A  scholar  of  ample  and  various  learning,  a  faithful 
and  inspiring  teacher,  a  man  of  high  character,  he  will  be  remem- 
bered with  affection  by  his  colleagues  and  with  gratitude  by  his 
pupils.  Doctor  Wells  resigns  in  order  to  accept  a  position  on  the 
<taff  of  The  Churchman  Our  good  wishes  will  continue  to 
follow  him.

After  a  careful  in- 
quiry, I  was  encouraged  to  believe  that  Mr.  Leigh  was  the  best 
available  man  for  this  position,  and  I  have  been  confirmed  in  this 
opinion  by  his  administration  during  this  Lent  Term. 

The  following  additional  appointments  have  been  made  within 
the  academic  year. 

Mr.  William  Mercer  Green,  Jr.,  M.A.,  and  Mr.  H.  G.  Seibels. 
University  Proctors;  Mr.  Howard  Sank  Risley,  Instructor  in  the 
Grammar  School  for  the  Trinity  Term,  1898;  and  Mr.  H.  G.  Sei- 
bels as  successor  to  Mr.  Risley  for  this  Lent.  Term;  Mr.  James 
Fouche  Matthews,  M.A.,  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Colmore,  B.A.,  Assistants 
in  the  Grammar  School  ;  Mr.  H.  M.  T.  Pearce.  Commandant  of 
in  the  Grammar  School;  Mr.  H.  M.  T.  Pearce,  Commandant  of 
Cadets. 

Acting  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment, I  have  made  the  following  appointments  in  that  Depart- 
ment:  C.  A,  Robertson.  M.D.,  Professor  of  Diseases  of  Women; 
Wm.  Egleston,  M.D..  Associate  Professor  of  Anatomy;  J.  P. 
Corley.  D.D.S..  Lecturer  on  Medical  Dentistry;  W.  C.  Bilbro, 
M.D.,  Lecturer  on  Applied  Therapeutic- ;  Hayden  A.  We^t,  M.D.. 
Lecturer    on    Bacteriology. 

THE    UNIVERSITY. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  esteem  in  which  our  University 
is  held  by  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church.  I  quote  the  fol- 
lowing from  the  report  of  the  General  Committee  on  Christian 
Education  at   the  last  General   Convention  : 

"The  work  is  done  directly  in  those  institutions  of  higher 
learning  which  are  under  Church  control.  Of  these  institution- 
one  is  in  the  South,  the  others  in  the  older  dioceses  of  the  North. 
The    University   of   the    South    differs    from    its   neighbors    in   the 
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North,  in  that  it  stands  without  a  rival  in  its  community;  and 
that  it  is  a  university  in  the  true  meaning  of  that  word,  being 
properly  equipped  with  faculties  of  theology,  of  law,  of  medicine, 
and  of  arts;  and  that  it  is  not  under  diocesan  control.  It  is  a 
power  in  the  shaping  of  the  new  South,  for  which  we  have  reason 
to  be  grateful.  It  is  training  men  for  leadership,  who  shall  carry 
into  their  high  service  not  only  the  strength  of  sound  scholarship, 
but  the  spirit  of  the  Master  of  the  Church." 

Those  who  were  present  at  the  last  General  Convention  will 
remember  with  grateful  appreciation  the  admirable  address  made 
by  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  on  the  day  set  apart  for  the  con- 
sideration of  Christian  Education.  This  address  was  received 
with  marked  attention  and  great  enthusiasm,  and  I  am  sure  will 
bear  fruit. 

Outside  of  the  Church  the  University  is  making  character  for 
itself  and  is  steadily  adding  to  its  reputation  for  scholarship.  The 
leading  institutions  of  the  country  accept  our  degrees  at  an  equal 
valuation  with  those  of  the  larger  universities.  The  work  of  our 
professors  has  become  so  widely  and  favorably  known  that  they 
are  being  constantly  importuned  by  the  leading  publishers. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  Sewa nee  Review,  which 
is  edited  by  Professor  Trent,  and  now  bears  the  imprint  of  the 
Longmans. 

Signs  of  progress  during  the  past  year  are  visible.  The  Medi- 
cal Department  and  the  Grammar  School  show  the  greatest  in- 
crease in  numbers,  although  to  the  Academic  and  Theological  De- 
partments must  be  ascribed,  in  the  largest  measure,  the  Univer- 
sity's reputation  for  character  and  scholarship. 

Valuable  donations  have  been  received.  The  Hoffman  Mem- 
orial Hall  has  been  completed.  A  system  of  water-works  has  been 
established.  A  steam  laundry  has  been  put  in  operation.  An 
attractive  permanent  stone  building  has  been  erected  for  the  Sup- 
ply Department,  which  bids  fair  to  add  even  more  largely  to  our 
revenue.  A  dairy  and  truck  farm  have  been  established  for  pro- 
viding milk  and  vegetables  to  the  several  Dormitories.  A  new 
Fraternity  Hall  of  stone  has  been  erected.  A  professor's  residence 
is  building.  A  new  road  has  been  opened,  and  old  roads  improved. 
and  the  forests  on  our  domain  have  been  placed  under  the  ad- 
visory care  of  the  United  States  Government

APPENDIX    I, 


For  the  past  two  years  I  have  requested  your  Board  to  re-or- 
ganize the  Hebdomadal  Board,  so  as  to  be  composed  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  as  Chairman,  ex  officio,  and  the  Deans  of  the  several 
departments,  instead  of.  as  at  present,  an  unequal  number  of  Pro- 
lessors  from  the  several  departments.  Such  a  reorganization 
follows  logically  from  the  grouping  of  the  Schools  of  the  Univer- 
sity into  departments,  with  their  Faculties  and  Deans.  For  a  full 
discussion  of  this  subject  I  would  refer  you  to  my  report  of  last 
year,  page  6  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  1898. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  action  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  at  its  last  session: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri 
hereby  expresses  its  willingness  to  consider  the  propriety  of  ally- 
ing itself  with  The  University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  and  for 
this  purpose  request  the  Bishop  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  correspond  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  in 
regard  to  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  Diocese  coming  into 
such  alliance,  and  make  a  report  to  the  Convention  next  year." 

The  Reverend  Doctor  Winchester,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Short, 
and    Professor    Snow   were   appointed   on   this   Committee. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  Committee  of  this  Board  be  ap- 
pointed to  communicate  with  the  above  committee  and  extend  to 
the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  through  them,  an  invitation  to  ally  them- 
selves with  us,  and  to  convey  to  them  such  information  as  may  be 
necessary. 

The  students  of  the  University  are  also  entitled  to  share  the 
honor  of  adding  to  Sewanee's  reputation  during  the  past  year. 
In  the  annual  debate  between  Sewanee  and  Vanderbilt,  Sewanee 
won,  her  representatives  being  students  William  Mercer  Green, 
Jr.,  of  Mississippi,  and  Jes-e  McVeigh  Harrison,  of  Missouri. 
In  the  annual  contest  of  the  Southern  Inter-Collegiate  Oratorical 
Association,  held  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  in  which  contest 
the  seven  leading  colleges  of  the  South  participated.  Sewanee  won, 
her  representative  being  student  Richard  Wallace  Hogue,  of  Ala- 
bama. Our  Football  Team  did  not  sustain  a  -ingle  defeat  during 
the  entire  season,  and  was  pronounced  by  Mr.  Caspar  Whitney, 
athletic  editor  of  Harper's  Weekly,  to  be  "the  strongest  purely 
amateur  college   football   team  in   the   South."   and   was  otherwise 
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highly  complimented  by  him.     Our  baseball  team  was  equally  suc- 
cessful, winning  every  contest.

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The  registrations  for  this  Lent  Term  are  360,  as  against  328 
for  the  Lent  Term,  1898,  a  gain  of  32. 

From  the  figures  above  given,  it  would  be  seen  that  the  most 
rapid  advancement  of  the  University  has  been  in  the  Medical  De- 
partment and  in  the  Grammar  School 

ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  students  registered  in  this  Department  during 
the  year  is  116,  of  whom  one  was  transferred  to  the  Medical  De- 
partment and  one  to  the  Law  Department,  leaving  114.  This  rep- 
resents a  loss  of  13,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  loss 
is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  our  Grammar  School  sent 
us  in  fewer  graduates  than  usual.  But  we  are  forced  to  admit 
that  for  a  series  of  years,  instead  of  increasing  its  numbers,  this 
Department  shows  a  slight  diminution.  This  fact  led  to  an  in- 
vestigation on  the  part  of  the  Faculty,  and  I  would  refer  you  to 
the  report  of  the  Dean,  Exhibit  N,  for  a  full  discussion  of  the 
causes.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty  the  following  causes  have 
operated  against  the  advancement  of  this  Department : 

The  high  minimum  cost  of  board  and  lodging  It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  University  establish  a  Hall  which  can  accommo- 
date students  at  about  $13  per  month,  a<  is  now  being  done  for 
the  medical  students.  This  must  be  done  if  we  are  to  reach  a 
class  of  students  who  would  otherwise  go  to  the  State  Univer- 
sities, where  such  cheap  accommodations  can  be  had. 

This,  however,  is  not  sufficient ;  for  State  Universities  not  only 
furnish  board  and  lodging  at  such  a  low  rate,  but  they  also  gran: 
free  tuition;  and  they  are  much  better  equipped  in  their  scientific 
courses  than  we  are.  There  can  be  no  question  that  we  have  mad-! 
for  ourselves  a  reputation  in  our  literary  courses  which  no  institu- 
tion in  the  South  has  attained  ;  but  in  the  present  day.  the  scientific 
courses  are  appealing  to  a  much  larger  class  of  students  who  can 
not  find  here  at  Sewanee  the  advantages  which  are  offered  by 
many  other  institutions  that  are  of  inferior  grade.  I  would,  there- 
fore, urge  upon  your  Board  the  necessity  of  providing  additional 
instruction  and  equipment   for  our  Scientific  Department. 

I  am  in  sympathy  with  the  memorial  of  the  Faculty  which 
accompanies  the  Dean's  report,  on  the  subject  of  admitting  compe- 
tently  prepared    women    to   the   advanced   classes   of   this    Depart 
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ment.     I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Committee  for 
the  careful  consideration  of  this  subject. 

Finally,  I  desire  to  join  with  the  Faculty  in  emphasizing  the 
need  of  preparatory  feeders  throughout  the  South,  like  that  just 
founded  in  Dallas  by  Dean  Stuck.  Our  own  Grammar  School 
will  advance  to  the  University  at  the  end  of  this  term  about  20 
students.  We  ought  to  have  in  every  Diocese  just  such  feeders. 
The  Dean  reports  the  general  condition  of  this  Department  as  en- 
couraging, both  from  the  point  of  view  of  discipline  and  scholar- 
ship. The  discipline  has  certainly  been  attended  with  little  or 
no  friction,  and,  on  the  whole,  has  been  effective. 

On  the  nth  of  May  the  Junior  students  of  this  Department 
moved  into  their  new  home,  the  Huffman  Memorial  Hall.  Mrs. 
F.  M.  Preston  and  Mrs.  F.  A.  Shoup  were  appointed  matrons, 
and  their  management  has  been  entirely  satisfactory.  The  stud- 
ents, who  are  furnished  every  comfort  and  convenience,  are  happy 
and  contented.  It  is  rather  early  to  determine  the  influence  which 
this  Dormitory  is  destined  to  exert  upon  the  social  life  of  the  stud- 
ents, as  well  as  upon  their  scholarship  and  discipline,  but  we  all 
feel  that  the  erection  of  this  building  will  prove  one  of  our 
greatest  benefactions,  and  is  one  of  the  chief  signs  of  progress 
that  the  present  year  can  show. 

Doctor  Wilson  Lloyd  Bevan.  who  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of 
Metaphysics  at  your  last  annual  meeting,  entered  upon  his  duties 
one  month  after  the  opening  of  the  Trinity  Term.  Doctor  Bevan 
has,  during  the  year,  given  additional  instruction  in  the  Schools 
of  History  and  Economics,  greatly  strengthening  these  courses. 
I  have  already  referred  to  the  loss  which  this  Department  has 
sustained  by  the  resignation  of  Doctor  Wells.  I  regret  that  I 
am  unable,  at  this  present  time,  to  nominate  his  successor. 

I  submit,  herewith,  applications  for  the  Chair  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages, Exhibit  O.  The  two  most  promising  candidates  felt  com- 
pelled to  withdraw  their  names,  because  they  could  not  wait  for 
an  August  election.  Both  of  them  would  have  been  willing  to 
accept  an  election  to  this  University,  but  were  not  in  a  position 
to  decline  positions  offered  them  and  await  the  uncertain  result  of 
your  action.  Other  institutions  elect  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
during  the  latter  part  of  May.  So.  unless  our  present  system  is 
changed,   we  must,  as  the  Dean  says,  •"either  get  the  leavings  of 
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other  institutions  or  be  signally  favored  by  Providence.''  I  see 
no  other  remedy  except  for  your  Board  to  authorize  the  Executive 
Committee  to  act  in  all  such  cases.  In  tin-,  present  crisis.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  make  tem- 
porary provision  for  instruction  in  this  School  until  such  time  a-> 
he  may  feel  warranted  in  nominating  a  succe-^or  to  Doctor  Wells. 

I  also  regret  to  chronicle-  the  serious  accident  suffered  during 
the  Lent  Term  by  Doctor  Piggot.  On  the  afternoon  of  Faster 
Sunday,  while  out  walking  with  a  party  of  friend-,  in  attempting 
to  descend  the  Mountain  side,  he  lost  his  footing  and  fell  a  dis- 
tance of  63  feet.  Fortunately  his  fall  was  somewhat  broken;  for, 
as  it  was,  he  sustained  most  serious  injuries,  which,  for  a  time, 
threatened  to  prove  fatal.  Doctor  Piggot  was  incapacitated  for 
work  during  the  rest  of  the  term,  and  wa>  granted  a  leave  of 
absence.  His  duties  have  been  performed,  without  compensation, 
by  Doctor  Hall,  who  deserves  our  hearty  thanks.  Through  such 
generous  service  we  have  been  enabled  to  continue  Doctor  Pig- 
got's  salary,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  appropriation  for  lab- 
oratory instruction,  which  has  been  given  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Selden. 
M.S..  one  of  our  own  graduates. 

The  University  has  never  had  a  more  unselfish  and  devoted 
officer  than  Doctor  Piggot.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  he  expects 
to  resume  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity  Term. 

The  result  of  the  competition  for  the  prizes  offered  annually 
by  the  Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  Church 
Schools,  Colleges,  and  Seminaries,  has  not  been  so  favorable  to 
Sewanee  as  during  the  past  two  years.  Our  students  were  equally 
as  capable  and  as  diligent  as  in  years  past.  Speaking  to  you  in  all 
candor.  I  must  say  that  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Association,  in  connection  with  the  award  of  prizes,  has  cause*' 
considerable  dissatisfaction,  both  to  our  Faculty  and  to  our  stud- 
ents. Just  one  day  in  advance  of  the  time  set  for  the  examination 
we  are  informed  that  90  per  cent  would  be  the  minimum  mark 
for  which  any  of  the  prizes  would  be  awarded.  The  questions  set 
for  the  examination  were  fair  enough,  but  not  only  was  the  stand 
ard  of  valuation  of  the  paper-  rai-ed.  practically  without  notice, 
but  the  basis  of  valuation  wa>  also  changed.  However  that  may 
be.  the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  by  letter  of  June  3.  1800.  gave 
official  notice  to  all  the  colleges  that  Mr.  Homer  Worthir.gton  Starr. 
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of  this  University,  had  received  the  highest  average  in  Senior  Eng- 
lish  making  95  per  cent,  and  that  Mr.  Timothy  Goodyear  Remick 
of  Hobart    had  made  94  per  cent;    that  Mr.  Guy  Pomeroy  Burle- 
son   of  Hobart,  had  made  the  highest  average  in  Junior  English 
with  95  per  cent,  and  that  Mr.  Richard  Conklin  Hall    of  this  Uni- 
versity,   came    second    with    Z7    per    cent.     The    same    mail    that 
brought  the  official  notification  from  the  Secretary  of  the   Associ- 
ation also  brought  a  letter  from  President  Jones,  of  Hobart  Col- 
lege  congratulating  us  on  having  won  the  prize  in  Senior  English 
On    June    16,    two    weeks    after    this    notification.    I    received 
another   letter   from   the    Secretary   of  the    Association   conveying 
the  miormation  that  "the   Directors  have  decided  to  accept    Pro 
fessor  Baldwin's   (the  examiner  in   English)   urgent  suggestion  to 
divide  the  Senior  English  between  the  University  of  the  South  and 
Hobart.  '     No    satisfactory   explanation    has   ever   been    given    for 
such    a    remarkable    procedure      The    rating    of    the    paper,    was 
apparently  changed  after  the  individuals  concerned  became  known 
to  the  authorities,  giving  Sewanee  and  Hobart  the  same  average  - 
95  per  cent  —which  can  not  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as  most 
unfortunate. 

Hobart  won  the  Junior  English  prize,  but  none  of  the  other 
prizes  were  awarded,  although  in  Senior  Latin  and  Greek  Se- 
wanee and  Hobart  each  made  the  same  high  average  :    88.5. 

In  Junior  Latin  and  Greek.  Sewanee  came  first  with  an  average 
of  85  per  cent.

The  Examiner  in  Latin,  Professor  Bennett,  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, whom  I  do  not  know,  and  with  whom  I  had  had  no  pre- 
vious correspondence,  felt  prompted  to  write  me  a  few  weeks  ago 
as   follows:  -  5   • 

"For  the  past  two  years  I  have  read  the  Latin  papers  presented 
m  competition  for  the  prizes  offered  by  the  Church  Association 
Your  Sewanee  students  have  each  year  impressed  me  w.th  the 
great  soundness  of  their  Latin  knowledge.  The  literary  sense  of 
some  of  those  young  fellows  is  especially  fine.  It  has  been  a  great 
pleasure   to   me   to   read   their   papers.     Usually   the    internal    evi- 
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dences   of   their   location    are    sufficient   to    warrant    shrewd    con 

jecture  as  to  the  indentity  of  the  Sewanee  candidates,  particularly 

their  mastery  of  Gildersleeve."

The  income  from  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall  belongs  prop- 
erly to  the  Academic  Department,  and  will  hereafter  be  reported 
under  this  head. 

As  stated  above,  the  Hail  was  opened  to  students  on  May  11. 
1899,  and  therefore  has  been  in  operation  only  about  ten  weeks 
Although  the  initial  expenditures  incident  to  the  opening  of  the 
Hall  have  been  quite  heavy,  we  are  able  to  show  a  small  profit.

THEOLOGICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  enrollment  for  this  year  has  been  21,  which  is  less  than  it 
has  been  for  the  past  two  years,  although  in  excess  of  the  three 
years  prior  to  1896-7.  In  my  last  report  I  informed  your  Board 
that  we  would  lose  several  of  our  best  students,  who  would  go 
to  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York.  You  will  be 
glad  to  learn  that  the  three  men  who  led  the  graduating  class  at 
the  General  Theological  Seminary  this  year  were  all  Sewanee 
men.   and  that   the   other    Sewanee   men   of   the   graduating   class 
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acquitted   themselves   with   credit,   all   being   awarded    the   degree 
of  B.D 

In  1897  your  Board  granted  Dean  DuBose  leave  of  absence  for 
six  months.  Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  present  term,  at  my  ur- 
gent request,  Doctor  DuBose  withdrew  from  his  duties  in  the  Uni- 
versity, and  was  absent  for  some  weeks.  His  object  was  to 
avoid  an  annual  attack  of  hay  fever,  which  for  many  springs  past 
had  disqualified  him  for  the  work  of  that  season.  He  was  also 
enabled  to  accomplish  some  literary  work,  for  which  he  could  find 
no  time  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  regular  duties.  During 
the  Dean's  absence.  Professor  Greenough  White,  as  Senior  Profes- 
sor, in  accordance  with  the  Statutes,  acted  as  Dean.  Doctor  Du- 
Bose's  classes  in  the  Academic  Department  were  conducted  by  the 
Chaplain,  and  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  those  in  the  Theolog- 
ical Department  by  the  Rev.  \V.  H.  DuBose.  who,  during  the  past 
year  has  been  assisting  the  Dean  in  the  Greek  and  Hebrew  classes. 
Doctor  DuBose  informs  us  that  this  disability  in  the  spring  of  the 
year  may  be  expected  to  continue,  and  requests  that  his  son  be 
permanently  associated  with  him  in  his  Professorship  in  the  Theo- 
logical Department,  but  without  additional  remuneration.  I. 
therefore,  recommend  the  election  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose 
as  Associate  Professor  of  Old  and  Xew  Testament  Exegesis, 
in  accordance  with  the  conditions  stated  by  the  Dean.  I  am  in- 
formed that  this  recommendation  has  the  approval  of  the  Theo- 
logical   Faculty. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Theological  Faculty,  looking  to  an  extension  of  the  B.D.  degree. 
This  resolution  accompanies  the  report     of  the  Dean,   Exhibit  K. 

I  most  earnestly  beg  that  you  will  give  careful  consideration 
to  the  finances  of  this  Department.  Each  year  I  have  called  your 
attention  to  the  ever-increasing  deficit,  and  you  have  failed  to  pro- 
vide a  remedy.  As  I  have  before  said,  the  Theological  Professors 
have  been  very  patient  and  self-sacrificing,  but  they  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  they  can  not.  in  justice  to  themselves,  and  to 
thoce  dependent  upon  them,  continue  to  submit  to  the  failure  of 
the  University  to  meet  these  unpaid  obligations.  The  Theological 
Faculty  have  requested  me  to  transmit  to  you  the  following  reso- 
lution, passed  at  their  special  meeting,  held  July  10,  1899. 
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"Resolved,  That  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department 
request  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  request  the   Board  of  Trustees  of 

the  University  of  the  South  to  take  measures  at  itf=  next  meeting 
to  put  into  effect  its  resolution  of  1896  respecting  salaries  in  said 
Department." 

The  total  receipts  for  this  Department  during  the  year  amount 
to  $4,834.22,  and  the  total  disbursement  for  salaries  alone  to 
$4,583-50. 

The  total  assessments  upon  the  several  Dioceses  for  the  year 
1898-99  is  $4,450,  of  which  only  $2,383.23  has  been  paid.  The  bal- 
ance on  the  Treasurer's  books  on  account  of  unpaid  arrestments 
amounts  to  $9,517.52.     The  amount  due  Professors  is  $.3,977.95. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department  has  received. 
in  addition  to  the  amount  above  mentioned,  on  account  of  assess- 
ment, $1,500,  from  interest  on  Tustm  Loan;  $841.82  from  the  in- 
terest on  Hubbard  Fund;  $59.17  from  Tustin  Memorial  Fund; 
and  $50  from  a  benefaction 

The  only  Dioceses  that  have  paid  their  full  assessment  during 
the  year  are:  South  Carolina.  Georgia.  Dalla-.  Western  Texas, 
and  Asheville. 

The  others  have  paid  amount-  varying  from  $16064  to  $17-30- 
One  Diocese  has  paid  nothing. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Exhibit  L.  will  -how  the 
amounts  paid  by  the  several  Dioceses,  the  amounts  due  by  them. 
as  well  as  all  receipts,  disbursements,  and  liabilities. 

A  statement  of  the  Hubbard  Fund  is  included  with  the  Treas- 
urer's report. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  investment  of  this  latter  fund 
of  $20,000,  with  the  exception  of  the  Vaughn  Loan  of  $5,000.  which 
has  matured.  Three  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  was  paid  in 
last  autumn,  and  was  at  once  re-invested.  The  remaining  $2,000 
has  been  paid  in  within  the  last  few  day-,  and  will  be  re-invested 
at  once.  The  securities  are  in  the  Lmiversity  safe,  -ubiect  to  your 
inspection. 

Professor  Greenough  White,  who  has  manifested  so  much  in- 
terest and  energy  in  raising  funds  for  the  Quintard  Professor- 
ship of  Dogmatic  Theology,  has  furnished  me  with  the  inclosed 
statement.  Exhibit  M,  showing  that  $549.37  has  been  deposited 
with  the  State  Trust  Comnanv.  in  New  York    on  thi-  account. 
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Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  fewer  students  residing  at 
St.  Luke's  Hall,  the  profits  from  the  refectory  are  somewhat  less 
than  during  the  past  year.     They  amount  to  $216.52. 

We  have  recently  placed  bath-tubs  in  the  basement  of  St.  Luke's 
Hall  for  the  benefit  of  the  Theological  students. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department  is  now  in  its  seventh  year.  Its  growth  has 
been  phenomenal,  and  gives  evidence  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
by  the  energy  and  devotion  of  a  Dean  of  a  department.  Doctor 
Cain  gives  his  entire  time  to  the  upbuilding  of  his  department, 
and  his  example  is  worthy  of  emulation.  If  it  were  possible  for 
the  Deans  of  our  several  departments  to  devote  more  time  to  or- 
ganization and  the  administration  of  the  practical  details  thev 
would  be  justified,  I  am  sure,  by  the  results.

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Medical  session  begins  in 
June,  and  continues  six  months,  and,  therefore,  the  figures  above 
given  will  include  the  students  who  registered  after  my  last  An- 
nual Report,  although  those  registered  during  the  Trinity  Term, 
1898,  belong  to  the  Medical  session  of  1898.  The  count  is  made 
from  August  to  August,  and,  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  depart- 
ments, is  made  to  include  all  students  registered  within  that  period. 

I  must  here  repeat  what  I  have  emphasized  in  my  former  re- 
ports: that  a  fairer  comparison  would  be  to  keep  separate  the 
number  registered  for  each  session  of  the  Medical  Department. 
Adopting  this  method,  we  would  show  a  total  of  146  already  reg- 
istered during  the  present  session,  as  against  104  for  the  corres- 
ponding date  of  last  year,  and  as  against  44  for  the  year  before 
that. 
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In  my  last  report  I  prophesied  that  the  enrollment  for  the  Medi- 
cal Session  of  1898  would  be  not  less  than  120.  The  enrollment 
shows  115.  I  also  prophesied  that  the  receipts  for  this  Depart- 
ment would  be  $2,000  in  excess  of  the  salaries,  which  amount 
would  be  more  than  enough  to  pay  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ments, equipment  and  incidental  expenses.  The  Financial  State- 
ment of  the  Dean,  marked  Exhibit  G,  will  show  that  the  total  cash 
receipts  for  the  session  of  1898  amounted  to $5,941   74

Of  this  amount  $1,225.50  was  expended  in  increasing  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  Lecture  Hall,  in  establishing  a  Free  Dispensary. 
and  in  equipping  the  Pharmaceutical  and  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tories. After  all  these  expenditures,  we  have  a  balance  of 
$1,190.20. 

As  the  Medical  session  for  this  year  opened  June  22.  just  five 
weeks  ago,  we  can  not  do  more  than  report  the  present  conditions, 
and  estimate  results.  As  stated  above,  there  are  already  reg- 
istered for  this  session  146  students,  which  is  31  more  than  for 
the  entire  session  of  last  year.  We  may  reasonably  expect  not  less 
than  20  more  during  the  session.  In  such  case,  the  net  earnings 
of  the  Medical  Department  will  approximate  $4,000. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  present  class  is  made  up  from 
twenty-three  States,  including  several  from  foreign  countries. 
We  must  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  while  this  remarkable  in- 
crease in  numbers  is  a  cause  for  congratulation,  there  are  other 
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things  to  be  considered.  "It  is  important  to  count,  it  is  better 
to  weigh." 

The  Dean  informs  me  that  the  superiority  of  the  present  class, 
both  in  character  and  in  educational  qualifications,  over  those  of 
previous  years  is  quite  marked ;  that  although  the  educational 
requirements  are  rigidly  enforced  and  the  four-years  course  made 
the  condition  of  graduation,  we  still  have  a  larger  proportion  of 
first  course  students  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  University  has  leased  the  Cotten  House,  where  board  and 
lodging  are  furnished  Medical  Students  at  the  rate  of  $13  per 
month.  Permanent  arrangements  should  be  made  for  furnishing 
students  in  all  departments  board  at  a  minimum  rate. 

I  agree  with  the  Dean  that  the  great  want  of  the  Department  is 
a  Hospital  with  clinical  facilities,  and  unless  steps  are  taken  at 
once  to  provide  such  facilities,  we  are  likely  to  be  discountenanced 
by  reputable  institutions  and  State  Medical  Associations.  I  ap- 
prove of  the  Dean's  suggestion  that  a  special  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  take  this  matter  under  consideration,  and  to  report 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  be  empowered  to  act. 

Inasmuch  as  the  conditions  of  medical  education  are  likely 
to  change  in  the  near  future,  and  it  can  not  now  be  determined  how 
such  changes  will  affect  our  Medical  Department,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  this  question  be  given  the  most  careful  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  Dean,  Exhibit  H,  is  filed  herewith 

LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

The  total  number  of  students  for  the  present  year  is  14-  The 
Dean  reports  that  they  have,  on  the  whole,  worked  with  gratifying 
earnestness;  that  their  conduct  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and 
that  no  occasion  has  arisen  requiring  severe  discipline.  The  stud- 
ents have  manifested  considerable  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Department.  Through  their  own  effort  a  sum  of  money  was 
raised  with  which  the  Department  was  advertised  in  many  of  the 
leading  newspapers,  and  a  law  library  of  312  volumes  purchased. 

During  this  Lent  Term  Judge  Floyd  Estill  and  Mr.  J.  J. 
Lynch  gave  interesting  and  instructive  lectures,  which  proved  a 
great  stimulus.  Additional  lectures  for  the  coming  term  are 
promised  by  the  Hon.  Horace  H.  Lurton,  LL.B.,  the  Hon.  J.  Wil- 
lis Bonner,  the  Hon.  J.  Mac.  Anderson,  Messrs.  James  C.  Brad-

ford,  Ferdinand  C.  Maury,  Stewart  Bryan,  W.  A.  Percy,  Charles 
P.  Cocke,  Albert  D.  Marks,  George  E.  Banks,  and  Thomas  A. 
Embrey. 

The  tuition  receipts  for  the  year  amount  to  $881.50,  and,  a- 
$1,000  of  the  Dean's  salary  is  met  by  the  receipts  of  this  Depart- 
ment, there  is  a  deficit  of  $118.50, 

We  are  not  without  evidence  of  an  interest  in  this  department, 
which  may,  in  the  near  future,  be  productive  of  material  results.

GRAMMAR   SCHOOL. 

The  enrollment  of  students  in  the  Grammar  School  for  thi^ 
year  is  134,  of  whom  seven  were  advanced  to  the  Academic  De- 
partment, and  one  to  the  Medical  Department,  leaving  126.  This 
is  30  more  than  the  number  enrolled  during  the  past  year  and  is 
all  the  more  remarkable  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fre- 
quent changes  in  the  Head  Mastership  during  the  last  few  years. 
I  have  already  called  attention  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W. 
H.  Mackellar  as  Acting  Head  Master,  and  to  his  resignation  at 
the  close  of  the  Trinity  Term.  I  have  also  informed  you  of  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Junius  E.  Leigh  as  Acting  Head  Master  for 
this  Lent  Term. 

I  now  desire  to  nominate  Mr.  Leigh  as  Head  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Lent  Term,  I  secured  the  services  of 
Mrs.  John  Gass  as  Matron  of  the  Dormitory.  The  services  of  a 
Matron  have  become  a  necessity,  and  the  School  is  most  fortunate 
in  securing  Mrs.  Gass  for  the  position.  The  Head  Master  has  fre- 
quently expressed  to  me  his  appreciation  of  the  very  valuable  aid 
which  Mrs.  Gass  renders  by  influencing  the  boys  in  the  direction 
of  refinement  and  gentleness,  and  that  in  cases  of  sickness  she  is 
a  ready,  useful  and  sympathetic  nurse.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Head  Master,  Mrs.  Gass  has  contributed  much  to  the  general  im- 
provement in  the  school  life  at  the  Dormitory.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Gass,  a  room  has  been  fitted  up  as  an  infirmary,  and  a 
comfortable  parlor  furnished  the  students.  The  Dormitory  is  also 
provided  with  baths. 

Mr.  S.  Cary  Beckwith,  M.A.,  who  has  been  for  five  years  an 
assistant  in  the  Grammar  School,  severs  his  connection  at  the  close 
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of  this  term,  in  order  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  ministry  In 
addition  to  his  duties  as  a  teacher,  Mr.  Beckwith,  for  several  years 
rendered  valuable  service  as  precentor.  During  this  present 
term  Mr.  Beckwith  has  been  of  valuable  assistance  to  the  Head 
Master  m  the  administration  of  the  School.  It  is  with  regret  that 
I  see  him  leave  Sewanee. 

Mr.  H.  M.  T.  Pearce,  as  Commandant  of  Cadets,  has  given  en- 
tire satisfaction.  I  have  never  known  so  much  interest  to  be  man- 
ifested m  the  military  feature  of  the  School,  and  the  exhibition 
drill  at  the  close  of  this  term  reflected  great  credit  on  the  Com- 
mandant. 

Mr.  George  C  Edwards,  who  received  the  degree  of  B  \ 
from  this  University  in  1898,  and  who  has  spent  the  past  year  at 
Harvard  University  will  succeed  Mr.  Beckwith, 

All  of  the  Assistants  are  Sewanee  men. 

I  heartily  indorse  the  request  of  the  Head  Master  that  he  be 
given  more  suitable  class  rooms  and  a  better  equipment  We 
must  not  forget  that  the  Grammar  School  is  the  source  of  a  very 
considerable  revenue.,  and  that  money  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose would  be  wisely  spent.

THE    UNIVERSITY    CHAPEL. 

I  submit,  herewith,  the  interesting  and  encouraging  report  of 
the  Chaplain,  Exhibit  P. 

I  concur  in  the  statement  that  the  attendance  upon  Chapel  Ser- 
vices has  been  more  regular  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before, 
and  that  the  conduct  of  the  students  has  given  less  cause  for  criti- 
cism. I  am  also  glad  to  note  that  the  Chaplain's  influence  with  the 
large  body  of  Medical  Students  is  being  manifested  by  their  in- 
creased interest  in  our  Chapel  Services,  and  by  the  formation  of  a 
large  Bible  Class,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chaplain. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  Choir,  although,  thus 
far,  not  with  gratifying  success. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  continuous  generosity  of  Mrs.  Hodg- 
son for  the  repainting  of  the  Chapel  Building. 

Here  at  Sewanee,  more  than  anywhere  else,  perhaps,  we  are 
made  to  realize  how  necessary  the  Chapel  is  as  a  center  for  the  re- 
ligious and  community  life  of  the  University.  It  is,  therefore, 
most  important  that  we  should  have  a  suitable  building,  and  that 
the  services  should  be  made  as  attractive  as  possible.  I  think  that 
I  am  justified  in  the  expectation  that  at  no  distant  day  some  one 
will  be  moved  to  provide  funds  with  which  to  build  a  Chapel. 

ATHLETIC   DEPARTMENT. 

I  submit,  herewith,  Exhibit  Q.  report  of  the  Physical  Director. 
Director  Miles  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  consequence  of  a 
law  passed  by  the  Academic  Faculty,  requiring  all  Juniors  to  take 
at  least  three  hours  per  week  in  the  Gymnasium,  and  since  the 
adoption  of  the  anthropometric  system,  of  which  mention  was 
made  in  my  last  report,  the  present  Gymnasium  Building  is  wholly 
inadequate.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  university  in  the  country 
needs  a  gymnasium  more  than  we  do.  We  must  have  a  Gymna- 
sium, properly  so  called,  with  bath-rooms  and  dressing-rooms, 
and  also  with  an  office  for  the  Director,  and  a  place  for  the  social 
intercourse  of  the  students.  But  while  the  need  of  a  Gymnasium 
is  so  great,   I  desire  to  direct  vour  attention  to   the   -till   greater 
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need  of  a  suitable  athletic  field,  with  a  track,  etc.  The  conditions 
at  Sevvanee  differ  from  those  in  a  large  city,  where  the  need  for 
regular  and  systematic  exercise  is  increased,  and  the  opportunities 
for  such  exercise  very  hard  to  get.  We  are  in  session  during 
the  summer  months,  and,  therefore,  our  students  spend  much  of 
their  time  in  the  open  air.  A  suitable  athletic  field  can  be  provided 
for  an  amount  not  exceeding  $2,000. 

Our  record  in  baseball  and  football  during  the  year  has  been 
most  creditable.  Neither  in  baseball  nor  in  football  did  Sevvanee 
sustain  a  single  defeat.  In  the  other  branch  of  out-door  sport, 
however  track  athletics— Sewanee  has  been  unable  to  compete 
with  her  rival  colleges.  For  the  training  of  a  track  team,  a 
suitable  track  is  necessary,  and  there  is  hardly  a  college  without 
one.

Tennis  is  also  a  favorite  sport  with  a  large  body  of  students. 

SUPPLY   DEPARTMENT. 

I  submit  herewith  the  statement  of  the  Manager  of  the  Supply 
Store  for  the  year  ending  January  15,  1899,  Exhibit  B.  This 
statement  will  show  that  our  gross  assets  amounted  to  $8,990 
and  our  liabilities  to  $175.97;    net  assets  $8,814.03. 
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The  net  assets  for  the  year  ending  January  15,  1898,  were 
$6,578.89,  so  our  net  profits  for  1898  were  $2,235.14.  which  is 
$312.93  in  excess  of  the  preceding  year,  and  more  than  double  the 
net  profits  of  the  year  before  that.  The  Manager  of  the  Supply 
Store  paid  over  to  the  Corporation  $1,500,  as  a  cash  dividend, 
and  $210  interest  on  the  capital  stock  of  $3,500.  This  item  of  in- 
terest was  not  included  in  the  net  profits  above  mentioned,  and, 
if  added  thereto,  as  it  should  be.  would  make  the  net  profits  for 
the  past  year  $2,445.14- 

At  the  opening  of  the  Lent  term,    1899,  the  business  outlook 
was  better  than  ever.     A  handsome  soda  water  fountain  (a  source 
of  considerable  revenue)  had  just  been  purchased  and  put  in  place, 
the   stock  had  been  increased,   the  building   re-roofed.   re-Moored. 
and  re-papered.     On  the  night  of   Friday,   April   21,  the  building 
and  contents  were  entirely  destroyed  by  fire,  which  broke  out  at 
midnight   and   spread   with   remarkable   rapidity.     The   fire   origi- 
nated on  the  inside,  about  the  middle  of  one  of  the  back  rooms. 
just  where  there  was  a  gasoline  stove,  and  where  also  the  matches 
were  stored.     As  the  building  was  very  old  and  infested  with  rats, 
one  may  form  a  very  close  conjecture  as  to  the  origin  of  the  fire. 
The  fire  was  discovered  by  students  passing,  who  had  some  diffi- 
culty in  arousing  the  manager  and  his  clerk,  who  slept  in  the  store. 
Within  a  week  after  the  fire  the  room  adjoining  the   Treas- 
urer's office  had  been  fitted  up  and  stocked  with  goods.     In  the 
meantime  a  new  supply  store  had  been  built— a  structure  of  stone. 
with  slate  roof— that  is  likely  to  endure  for  years  to  come.     The 
building  is  52  feet  by  36  feet,  with  two  stories  and  a  basement. 
The  E.  Q.  B.  Club  will  occupy  the  second  floor,  the  Supply  Store 
the  first  floor,  and  in  the  basement  there  will  be  an  express  and 
telegraph  office,  a  barber  shop,  and  valuable  storage  room.     The 
E.  Q.  B.  Club,  which  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  officers  of 
the  University,  bore  the  entire  expense   incident  to  the  building 
of  the  second  floor,  with  the  understanding  that  the  club  should 
enjoy    the    privilege    of    the    rooms    on    the    second    floor,    with- 
out    rental.      It     is     further     understood     that     the     Club     will 
share    the    cost    of     insurance    and     repairs.     By     this     arrange- 
ment   the    University    secures,    at    reduced    cost,    a    more    impos- 
ing stone  building,  and  enables  its  officers  to  provide  comfortable 
quarters  for  club  purposes,  adding  another  attraction  to  our  Se-

fhe  removal  of  dejecta  ,s  now  frequent  and  regular,  and  it  is  de- 
ported near  the  Umversity  Farm,  covered  over  with  ashes  from 
day  to  day.  and  will  be  used  as  a  fertilizer  during  the  coming  yZ 
Attention  ,s  also  being  given  to  the  removal  of  everyZg  that 
would  be  objectionable  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view  *^\ 
good  water  supply,  such  as  we  now  have,  and  with  the  drainage 
care  u  by  guarded,  ,h  ere  is  no  reason  why  Sewance  should  not  cm 
tmue  to  be  one  of  the  healthiest  places  in  the  country.  An  edi- 
tonal  recently  appeared  in  the  American  Journal  of  Health  citing 
Sewanee  as  a  model  sanitary  town.  8 

The  report  of  the  Health  Officer,   Exhibit   R.  states  that  the 
health  of  the  Mountain  has  never  been  better,  and  espec       v 
dunng  th,s  present   term.     There  have  been  no  cases  of  senou, 
illness  during  the  year

PRINTING   DEPARTMENT 

As  stated  in  my  report  of  last  year  I  find  it  no  longer  profitable 
to  print  our  catalogues,  and  large  publications.  Our  present 
equipment  is  sufficient  for  ordinary  job  work.  Tbe  large 
printing  offices,  however,  with  typesetting  machines  can  print  our 
catalogues  at  a  much  lower  rate  than  we  can  do  it.  and.  as  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  catalogue  is  the  same  from  year  to  year. 
we  are  able  to  arrange  with  them  for  holding  the  type,  thus 
effecting  a  still  further  saving. 

Our  own  printing  office  continues  to  print  the  Sewanee  Purple, 
and  all  University  job  work,  as  also  the  printing  of  the  residents 
of  Sewanee.  and  a  considerable  amount  from  the  neighboring 
towns.      It  is  a  great  convenience,  and.  in  fact,  almost  a  necessity. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Printing  Office.  Ex- 
hibit T.  will  show  the  net  profits  for  the  year  to  be  $260.20.  which 
is  a  fair  interest  on  the  investment 

THE   LIBRARY. 

The  Report  of  the  Librarian.  Exhibit  U,  shows  that  there  have 
been  presented  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  2.350  bound 
volumes.  506  unbound,  449  pamphlets,  and  626  periodicals.  The 
total  number  of  bound  volumes  in  our  Library  is  20.489.  and  there 
are  21.260  unbound  volumes  and  pamphlets.  The  report  of  the 
Librarian  gives  a  full  list  of  our  benefactors  and  their  benefac- 
tions. 

The  Reading  Room,  which  is  open  daily  from  9  a.  ^f.  to  1  p.  m  . 
and  from  2  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  Sundays  excepted,  receives  23  month- 
lies, 14  weeklies,  6  quarterlies.  4  dailies.  1  semi-weekly — a  total 
of  58  publications. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  of  last  year,  the  Reading 
Room  has  been  carpeted,  adding,  as  the  Librarian  assurer  us.  to 
the  "quiet,  comfort,  and  attractiveness  of  the  place." 

I  beg  that  you  will  give  special  consideration  to  that  portion 
of   the   Librarian's   report   which    refers  to   the   need   of   a    -uitable 
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Library  Building,  and  to  remind  you  that  as  soon  as  we  can  se- 
cure funds  for  a  Gymnasium  Building,  the  Convocation  House 
can,  at  a  small  expense,  be  converted  into  a  Library  Building. 

The  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department  makes  recognition  of 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Wilcox  in  indexing  periodicals,  in  facilitating 
the  use  of  the  books,  and  in  cultivating  in  the  students  a  taste  for 
good  reading.  During  the  past  four  years  Mrs.  Wilcox  has  per- 
formed the  duties  of  Librarian  without  compensation,  tor  the 
salary  paid  Mr.  Wilcox  is  hardly  adequate  for  the  service  rendered 
by  him.  I.  therefore,  earnestly  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$300   for  the   salary   of  the   Librarian. 

1XSUKANCE. 

Up  to  the  18th  day  of  November  1898,  the  total  insurance  on 
all  University  buildings  and  contents  was  $87,300.  According  to 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Board  of  Fire  Un- 
derwriters the  annual  premium  on  this  amount  was  $1. 307-39- 
High  as  this  rate  was.  it  was  itself  a  reduction  of  the  rate  in 
former  years.  For  five  years  I  have  constantly  endeavored  to 
secure  further  and  more  equitable  adjustment  of  our  insurance 
rates.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  assistance  of  two 
insurance  men.  friends  of  the  University,  and  one  of  them  an  Alum- 
nus, I  have  succeeded  in  insuring  all  of  our  property  in  the  sum 
of  $197,700  for  a  period  of  five  years,  for  $4.4^-37-  This  premium 
is  payable  in  three  annual  installments,  without  interest.  The  re- 
sult is  that  we  have  increased  our  insurance  from  $87,300  to 
$197,700,  which  is  more  than  double  our  former  insurance  by 
$23,100,  and  yet  our  annual  premium  is  only  $166.73  (one-third 
of  $4,422.37  equals  $1,474-12,  minus  $1. 307-39-  equals  $166.73)  in 
excess.     Furthermore,  we  will  get  two  years'  premium  for  nothing. 

Since  the  writing  of  this  policy  we  have  added  to  our  insurance 
$1,250,  on  account  of  the  University  farm  and  stock. 

'  It  is  comforting  to  feel  that  our  entire  property  is  now  insured 
at   a    fair   valuation. 

This  great  reduction  in  insurance  rates  could  not  have  been 
effected  without  the  increased  water  supply  which  our  water- 
works   company    furnishes. 

The  insurance  policies  are  deposited  in  our  University  safe. 
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BENEFACTIONS. 

i  must  make  special  mention  of  the  gift  of  three  paintings  by 
the  Reverend  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  of  Bel  Air,  Maryland.  Some 
years  ago,  Doctor  Oertel  gave  to  the  University  the  large  painting, 
"The  Shadow  of  the  Rock,"  which  now  hangs  on  the  walls  of  the 
Sigma  Epsilon  room,  in  the  Walsh  Memorial  Hall  The  three 
paintings  recently  given  are  placed  in  the  Convocation  Hall.  The 
one  on  the  South  wall  is  entitled  "Jesus  or  Barrabas?";  the  one 
on  the  east  wall  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  three  pictures  designed 
to  delineate  the  outlines  of  that  great  scheme  of  redemption  which 
God  has  been  carrying  on  since  the  Fall.  It  i>  entitled  "Dispen- 
sations of  Promise  and  the  Law."  The  second,  entitled  "The 
Redeemer,"  is  placed  on  the  north  wall.  The  third,  which  is  now 
being  painted,  is  to  be  entitled  "The  Era  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  which 
is  emphatically  the  New  Testament  Church  idea.  "Each  picture." 
says  Doctor  Oertel,  "is  distinct  in  itself,  and  yet  each  one  supple- 
ments the  others.  They  are  designed  to  illustrate  and  make  con- 
spicuous the  unity  of  all  God's  dealings  with  man;  the  grand  har- 
mony of  His  plan  of  redemption  in  its  peculiar  development,  from 
the  suggestive  outline  drawn  in  the  first  promise  made  after  the 
Fall,  until  the  triumphant  consummation  in  the  eternal  glory; 
pointing,  from  Genesis  to  Revelation,  continually  and  only  to 
Christ,  the  Lord  Jehovah  and  Savior  of  man."  I  feel  deeply 
touched  by  the  continued  remembrance  of  this  aged  Priest,  who  has 
given  to  Sewanee  the  best  fruits  of  his  life  work,  and  who  feels  that 
here  at  Sewanee  the  works  of  his  art  will  find  their  highest  and 
most  lasting  appreciation.  Doctor  Oertel  writes  that  the  canvas 
for  his  third  picture  has  been  stretched,  and  is  ready  for  work  upon 
it,  and  that  his  address  is  to  be  Bel  Air.  at  least  until  this  paint- 
ing is  finished. 

Judge  William  Adolphus  Goodwyn.  of  Nashville,  Tenn..  died 
October  last.  LTnder  Section  13  of  his  will  the  following  ap- 
pears: "I  will  to  the  Nashville  Tru-^t  Company,  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, ten  thousand  dollars  in  trust  for  the  University  of  the 
South,  at  Sewanee,  Tenn..  an  institution  under  the  control  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Southern  Dioceses  The  in- 
terest of  this  sum  is  to  be  paid  semi-annually  to  the  proper  officers 
of  said  Lmiversity  for  the  purpose  of  educating  one  or  more  (so 
far  as  the  income  will  goU  young  men  too  poor  to  pay  for  them- 
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selves,  and  not  for  any  other  purpose  whatever.  This  income  is  to 
be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  University  as  the  William  A. 
and  Harriet  Goodwyn  Endowment  Fund,  and  I  desire  a  record 
kept  of  the  names  of  the  young  men  so  educated  by  the  Fund,  and 
from  time  to  time  furnished  to  the  public  in  the  printed  reports 
of  the  University,  and  annually  read  out  at  the  official  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  University.  And  I  request  my  Executors  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  Section  are  entered  upon  the  rec- 
ord books  of  the  University  of  the  South.  I  make  this  bequest 
not  only  because  I  love  the  Church,  of  which  I  and  my  wife  are 
members,  but  as  a  memorial  to  my  deceased  children.  And  I 
wish,  this  so  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  University."  I  file, 
herewith,  Exhibit  D,  letters  of  the  Nashville  Trust  Company  bear- 
ing upon  the  subject. 

I  regret  to  say  that  we  were  required  to  pay  a  legacy  tax  to 
the  Government  of  ten  per  cent  on  amount  of  legacy,  and  an  ad- 
ditional five  per  cent  to  the  State,  making  a  total  of  $1,500.  and  thus 
reducing  the  principal  sum  to  $8,500.  The  Nashville  Trust  Com- 
pany informs  me  that  this  fund  is  invested  in  bonds  of  the  City  of 
Memphis  four  and  one-half  per  cent,  due  1926.  interest  payable 
January  and  July.  The  January  interest  wa^  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University,  and  Mr.  Ormond  Simkins.  of  Dallas, 
Texas,  is  the  present  beneficiary. 

The  Rev.  Edmund  Drury  Cooper,  D.D..  of  Astoria,  Long 
Island,  died  January  13,  1899  I  cite  the  following  excerpts  from 
his  will  : 

"Second — I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  University  of  the  South, 
at  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  all  my  Theological  Library. 

"Sixth — After  the  death  of  my  said  wife,  or  at  my  decease,  in 
case  I  survive  her,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  I  hereby  direct  that  the  same  be 
invested  by  the  Trustees  of  said  University,  and  the  interest  or  in- 
come thereof  be  paid  by  them  annually  for  the  support  of  a  Di- 
vinity student  in  such  Department,  such  fund  to  he  known  and 
designated  as  the  Edmund  D.  Cooper  Scholar-hip.  and  the  student 
entitled  to  such  payment  of  interest  to  be  appointed  by  the  Rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island, 
at  Astoria,  Long  Island.   New  York,  or  in  case  of  his  failure  to 
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make  such  nomination,  within  six  weeks  from  the  time  of  Com- 
mencement of  said  University,  such  nomination  to  be  made  by  the 
Chancellor,  or  in  case  there  be  no  such  Chancellor,  or  his  inability 
to  act,  then  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  said  University." 

This  University  conferred  upon  Doctor  Cooper  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  in    [882. 

The  Executor  of  the  estate  is  Mr.  Anthony  J.  B.  Ross,  of 
Essex,  Essex  County,  New  York.  We  are  already  in  possession 
of  the  Theological  Library,  consisting  of  1.114  bound  volumes, 
252  pamphlets,  26  periodical,  and  a  number  of  manuscript  ser- 
mons. 

The  legacy  tax  on  the  Library  amounted  to  $78.60.  and  the 
freight  to  $24.52.  The  books  have  been  catalogued  and  placed  on 
shelves  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Convocation   House 

The  Executor  informs  me  that  he  hopes  to  pay  over  the  money 
legacy  in  January  next.  The  State  and  Federal  taxes  will  amount 
to    $625. 

I  file,  herewith,  Exhibit  E.  letters  received  from  the  Executor. 

On  January  10,  1899,  I  was  advised  of  the  death  of  Mr.  John 
A.  Funston,  the  surviving  Executor  and  Trustee  under  the  will 
of  Charles  Connor,  deceased,  late  of  Columbia  County.  Penn- 
sylvania. Mr.  Connor  died  several  years  ago.  and.  as  you  have  al- 
ready been  informed,  by  his  will  the  University  is  entitled  to  the 
sum  of  $8,600,  upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Fisher,  a  sister  of 
Mr.  Connor,  who  is  still  living,  and  is  to  receive  the  interest  dur- 
ing her  lifetime.  The  interest  of  the  University  is  in  having  kept 
secure  and  intact  the  said  sum  in  good  securities  available  when 
the  legacy  falls  in.  I  have  requested  Colonel  John  G.  Freeze,  of 
Bloomsburg,  Penn.,  a  reliable  attorney  and  a  prominent  Church- 
man, to  look  after  our  interest  in  this  matter  Colonel  Freeze 
writes  me  that  Mrs.  Fisher  is  now  aged,  although  the  Probate 
Judge  reports  that  she  is  in  excellent  health  and  gives  promise 
of  several  years  of  life. 

I  file,  herewith,  Exhibit  F.  correspondence  bearing  upon  the 
subject. 

Mrs.  N.  E.  Baylies,  of  New  York,  has  made  her  annual  dona- 
tion of  $50  to  the  Theological  Department. 
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Doctor  W.  H.  Spencer,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  has  founded  the 
Isaac  Marion  Dwight  Medal  for  Philosophical  and  Biblical  Greek, 
to  be  awarded  annually  and  open  to  all  students  of  the  University. 
This  medal  is  of  considerable  value  and  of  most  artistic  de- 
sign. 

Mr.  Albert  D.  Marks,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  has  founded  the  Ar- 
thur Handley  Marks  Prize  for  Rhetoric.  This  prize  consists  of 
books  to  the  value  of  $25,  and  is  awarded  annually. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Richmond,  of  Chattanooga.  Tenn.,  has  founded  the 
E.  G.  Richmond  Prize  for  Studies  in  Political  Science  and 
Economy.  Mr.  Richmond  has  handed  me  §25  for  this  year's 
award,  and  has  signified  his  intention  to  pay  to  the  University, 
during  the  coming  autumn,  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  permanent  en- 
dowment of  this  prize. 

BUILDINGS    AND    LANDS. 

I  submit,  herewith,  Exhibit  V,  a  communication  from  Mrs. 
Telfair  Hodgson,  in  reference  to  the  Hodgson  Library,  and  the 
erection  of  a  Memorial  Chapel  for  the  use  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment. Mrs.  Hodgson  requests  that  inasmuch  as  the  Univer- 
sity has  found  it  impracticable  to  use  the  Hodgson  Library  for  the 
purpose  intended,  that  she  be  allowed  to  dismantle  the  building 
and  use  the  material  in  erecting  a  Memorial  Chapel  for  the  use 
of  the  Theological  Department,  and  in  a  convenient  situation— 
preferably  on  the  south  side  of  St.  Luke's  Hall.  I  have  had  care- 
ful estimates  made  as  to  the  net  value  of  the  material  which  would 
be  available  in  the  erection  of  the  proposed  new  building,  and  am 
prepared  to  give  such  information  as  may  be  desired. 

I  submit.  Exhibit  W,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  the  erection  of  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall 
The  contract  required  that  the  building  should  be  completed 
March  15,  but,  owing  to  the  very  severe  winter,  and  for  other  reas- 
ons, the  completion  of  the  building  was  delayed  forty-three  days, 
the  contractors  forfeiting  $10  a  day.  The  final  settlement  has 
not  yet  been  made  with  the  contractors,  owing  to  the  fact  that  one 
of  the  sub-contractors  filed  a  lien  to  satisfy  a  claim  in  dispute  with 
the  original  contractors.     The  University  has  held  back  an  amount 
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sufficient  to  cover  the  disputed  claim,  and  is,  therefore,  fully  pro- 
tected. According  to  my  original  estimate  the  building  was  to 
be  completed  and  equipped  with  the  material  from  the  Hoffman 
House  at  Bridgeport,  Alabama,  together  with  the  amount  paid 
over  by  the  Hoffman  estate,  but  the  expenses  of  litigation  incident 
to  the  removal  of  the  Hoffman  House  from  Bridgeport,  and  the 
building  of  extra  foundation  walls  will  doubtless  result  in  a  de- 
ficit, although  I  am  confident  that  our  freight  rebates  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  unused  material  and  furniture  will  reduce  the 
amount  of  the  deficit  to  a  very  small  sum.  I  know  of  no  better 
planned,  or  better  equipped  Dormitory  anywhere.  The  stone 
walls  are  lined  with  brick,  the  building  is  heated  throughout  by 
steam,  is  lighted  by  gas,  wired  for  electricity,  and  has  hot  and 
cold  water  on  every  floor,  with  tubs,  shower-baths,  and  urinals 
in  the  basement.     The  ventilation  is  perfect. 

This  building  should  yield  the  University  a  large  annual  rev- 
enue. Its  importance,  from  an  educational  and  disciplinary  point 
of  view,  ought  to  be  very  great. 

Mr.  Gifford  Pinchot,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Forestry  of  the 
United  States  Government,  visited  Sewanee  shortly  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Board  last  summer.  As  a  result  of  this  visit  an 
agreement  was  made  between  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  this  University,  by  which  the  former  was  to  pre- 
pare a  plan  for  harvesting  the  forest  crop  and  reproducing  the  for- 
est on  the  land  of  the  University,  and  upon  the  completion  of  the 
said  plan  and  its  acceptance  by  the  University  was  to  supervise 
the  execution  thereof  so  far  as  might  be  necessary.  A  copy  of 
this  agreement  is  filed  as  Exhibit  X. 

Doctor  C.  A.  Schenck,  Forester  of  the  Biltmore  Estate,  was 
appointed  a  Special  Agent  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
visit  Sewanee,  prepare  the  necessary  plans,  and  later  on  to  super- 
intend the  execution  thereof.  Doctor  Schenck  and  five  of  his 
students  spent  several  weeks  during  the  past  winter  in  the  prep- 
aration of  the  plans.  They  made  a  careful  survey  of  our  lands. 
and  have  prepared  maps  clearly  defining  our  boundary  lines,  and 
all  roads  traversing  our  domain.  They  have  also  compiled  statis- 
tics showing  in  minute  detail  the  character  and  the  quantity  of  our 
timber. 
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The  plateau  forest  contains  13  species,  and  the  cove  forests  21. 
The  board  measure  of  trees  over  iol/2  inches  in  diameter  is  7,932,- 
864  feet.  Doyle.     The  cord  wood  obtainable  from  trees  over  ioT/2 
inches  in  diameter  is  20,055  cords,  and  from  trees  less  than  ioy2 
inches  in   diameter  is  22,489.8  cords.     This   will   give   some   idea 
of   the   income   that   may   be   derived    from   our   timber,    and   the 
necessity    of    intelligent    cutting    and    reproduction.     I    requested 
Doctor  Schenck,  in  the  preparation  of  his  working  plans,  to  keep 
in  mind  the  following  as  the  wish  of  the  University:    1.    The  Uni- 
versity desires  to  maintain  and  improve  the  stock  of  timber  stand- 
ing now  in  the  forest.       2.    Landscape  features  will  be  given  the 
preference  within  the  park  boundary,  and  in  the  woods  close  to 
the  park.     With  increasing  distance  from  the  park  financial  con- 
ditions   shall   prevail.     3-  It   is   desired   to   supply  the   households 
on  the  grounds  of  the  University  with  fire-wood  from  the  forest. 
4    The  University  is  averse  to  investing  additional  capital  in  the 
forest    at    the   present   time.     5-  The    University    desires   to   have 
the  forests  worked  in  such  a  way  that  they  may  form  in  the  future 
a  steady  source  of  revenue  gradually  increasing  in  its  annual  pro- 
ductiveness.    6.  Local  labor  which  is  not  fully  occupied  during  the 
winter  months  is  to  be  given   steady   and   remunerative  employ- 
ment.    7.  The  University  is  willing  to  do  missionary  work  and  to 
give  obiect  lessons  in  forestry. 

The  elaborate  plans  prepared  by  Doctor  Schenck  and  his  assist- 
ants make  provision  for  fencing  the  Domain  and  for  building 
roads  which  will  be  useful  for  marketing  the  timber;  for  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  forest  fires ;    and  for  pleasure  drives. 

Doctor  Schenck  recommends  that  the  cuttings  in  the  cove  forests 
annually  during  the  next  five  years  should  be  about  500,000  feet, 
which  would  yield  a  gross  revenue  of  $1,500  annually,  and  esti- 
mates that  the  annual  gross  revenue  from  the  sale  of  timber  on  the 
plateau,  together  with  the  cord  wood,  would  be  about  $1,425.  thus 
making  the  annual  gross  revenue  $2,925. 

He  recommends  that  about  $2,000  of  this  amount  be  expended 
annuallv  for  the  services  of  fire  watchers  and  of  a  forester,  for 
wire  fencing,  the  building  of  roads,  silvicultural  operations  on 
the  plateau  and  in  the  coves,  and  for  incidentals. 

Doctor  Schenck' s  report.  Exhibit  Y,  is  most  elaborate,  and 
gives  information  on  every  conceivable  point.     The  report  is  full

of  interest.  It  now  becomes  necessary  for  the  University  to  make 
a  careful  examination  of  the  proposed  plans,  and,  when  approved 
by  the  University,  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  For- 
estry, at  Washington,  for  final  revision.  The  Government  will 
then  publish  the  report  in  a  volume  entitled  The  Sewanee  Forest. 
As  this  report  will  require  careful  and  intelligent  study,  I  recom- 
mend that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

The  University  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Silas  McBee  for  this  most 
valuable  assistance  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  Government. 

The  University  now  has  under  its  control  the  Grammar  School 
Dormitory,  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall,  St.  Luke's  Hall,  and 
Tremlett  Inn.  Some  provision  was  necessary  for  furnishing  vege- 
tables and  milk  for  these  several  halls.  It  was  not  safe  to  depend 
upon  the  local  supply,  and  so,  after  careful  consideration.  I  deter- 
mined to  clear  a  piece  of  land  for  cultivation.  A  suitable  spot  was 
found  a  few  hundred  yards  to  the  west  of  the  Athletic  Park. 
There  the  soil  is  comparatively  deep  and  productive,  and  there  we 
have  one  of  the  largest  springs  of  pure  water.  With  the  unused 
material  from  the  Hoffman  House  at  Bridgeport,  a  comfortable 
cottage  of  three  rooms  was  built  as  a  home  for  our  gardener,  a 
large  barn  was  erected  for  the  cattle,  and  other  improvements 
added.  A  tract  of  five  acres  was  cleared  and  is  now  under  culti- 
vation. The  revenue  from  the  sale  of  wood  cut  from  this  tract 
was  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  preparing  it  for  a  state  of  cul- 
tivation. A  stone  dairy  house  was  constructed  at  the  spring.  I 
considered  it  necessary  to  make  this  provision  for  furnishing  vege- 
tables and  milk,  and  the  results  thus  far  have  justified  the  under- 
taking. 

On  page  39  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  1898,  the  following  resolution,  proposed  by  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Lands,  was  adopted  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
establish  a  system  of  water  supply,  electric  lights,  and  a  -team 
laundry,  by  bonds  or  other  means,  and  to  have  executed  the  bond 
or  other  obligation  of  the  University,  secured  by  a  lien  on  the 
plant,  and  the  income  of  same  to  be  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  such  obligation,  and  with  the  full  power  to  act.  and  if 
the  same  can  not  be  otherwise  accomplished,  bv  arran?m<j  for  vUCh 
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works  with  some  corporate  body  under  such  regulation  as  may  be 
agreed  upon ;  provided  that  the  said  University  may  purchase  the 
plant,  privileges,  and  franchise  of  any  such  company  or  corpora- 
tion upon  terms  beforehand  specified." 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolution,  acting  with  the 
consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  I  invited  subscriptions  to 
the  stock  in  a  laundry  company,  and  a  water-works  company. 
Enough  money  was  subscribed  to  build  and  equip  one  of  the  very 
best  steam  laundries,  and  to  establish  a  system  of  water-works. 

FINANCES. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  Exhibit  Z,  will  show  that  our  imme- 
diate liabilities  are  in  excess  of  our  immediately  available  assets. 
This  is  due  in  a  measure  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  the 
University  has  expended  considerable  money  in  permanent  im- 
provements— notably  in  establishing  the  University  farm. 

I  have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  University  with 
as  much  economy  as  is  consistent  with  the  greatest  efficiency,  but 
we  must  realize  once  for  all  that  it  is  impossible  to  continue  our 
present  work  without  increased  endowment.  No  other  institu- 
tion has  ever  dared  to  undertake  a  work  of  such  magnitude  with- 
out a  large  endowment.  Vanderbilt  University,  with  its  one  mill- 
ion and  a  half  dollars,  is  not  the  power  in  the  shaping  of  the  new 
South  that  Sewanee  is,  nor  has  it  made  for  itself  such  a  reputation 
for  scholarship.  Do  we  realize  that  not  only  are  we  required  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  our  present  organization,  but  are  also  bear- 
ing the  burden  of  an  accumulated  indebtedness  of  about  $100,000, 
on  which  we  pay  an  annual  interest  of  about  $6,000?  If  we  can 
only  rid  ourselves  of  this  indebtedness,  we  need  have  no  fears 
for  the  future  of  this  University.  We  must  resolve  to  do  this, 
for  further  postponement  will  prove  disastrous.  It  can  be  done. 
A  few  years  ago  the  Chancellor  of  this  University,  within  a  short 
time,  secured  $50,000  for  endowment  purposes,  and  about  $5,000 
for  current  expenses.  At  that  time  the  financial  condition  of  this 
country  was  not  encouraging,  but  there  was  never  a  more  fav- 
orable opportunity  than  the  present.  The  business  outlook  was 
never  more  encouraging.  I  do  hope  that  our  Chancellor  can  be 
prevailed  upon  to  undertake  at  once  this  work  of  endowment. 
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I  close  with  renewed  testimony  to  the  ability  and  devotion  of 
my  associates,  without  which  the  high  ideals  of  this  University 
could  not  have  been  maintained.  But  to  our  Commissary,  Mr.  R.  L. 
Colmore,  and  to  my  Secretary,  Mr.  S.  D.  Wilcox,  I  owe  much 
more  than  I  can  ever  express  in  words.  Without  the  practical 
ability  of  the  one  and  the  general  efficiency  of  the  other,  and  the 
unswerving  loyalty  and  friendship  of  both  of  them,  my  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  this  University  would  have  been  a  burden  too 
great  to  bear.  For  six  years  I  have  been  performing  the  duties 
of  a  full  Professor,  as  well  as  the  duties  of  Vice-Chancellor.  Dur- 
ing this  time  the  administration  of  so  complex  an  organization 
as  this  University,  has  become  each  year  more  and  more  exacting, 
until  now  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  continue  in  this  dual  rela- 
tion and  do  full  justice  to  the  duties  of  both  positions.  In  justice 
to  the  University  I  feel  constrained  to  make  this  confession.  One 
is  apt  to  hear  much  more  quickly  of  what  goes  wrong  than  of 
what  goes  right.  The  trials  and  troubles  of  the  University  are 
much  more  apt  to  come  before  its  Vice-Chancellor  than  its 
joys  and  successes.  But  amidst  it  all,  as  I  go  about  and  realize 
what  has  already  been  accomplished  by  others  under  greater  dis- 
couragement, I  get  refreshment  and  am  buoyed  with  hope  and  ex- 
pectation for  what  may  yet  be  done  if  we  will  only  continue  faith- 
ful until  the  end.

IReport 

OF   THE   FINANCE   COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  have  had  before  them  the  statement 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Theologicai  Department,  for  the  salary  accounts,  and  the 
Hubbard  Fund ;  the  report  of  the  Supply  Store  for  the  eleven  and 
one-half  months,  ending  January  15,  1899;  the  report  of  the  Re- 
ceipts and  Disbursements  for  account  the  building  of  Hoffman 
Hall ;    the  report  of  the  Manager  of  the  Printing  Department. 

They  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Univer- 
sity, the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department, 
and  of  the  Hubbard  Fund,  and  the  Hoffman  Hall  Building  Fund, 
and  find  the  same  correct  and  supported  by  proper  vouchers. 

They  present,  herewith,  summarized  statements  of  these  re- 
ports, as  follows  : 

It  will  be  presently  seen  that  we  have  a  pressing  liability  of 
$4,785.03,  and  if.  as  we  should,  we  add  the  amount  due  on  account 
of  arrearage  of  the  salaries  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  this  press- 
ing liability  amounts  to  $8,762.98.  It  is  true  that  such  a  liability 
may  be  temporarily  provided  for,  but  it  will  be  both  unhappy  and 
imprudent  to  permit  it  to  remain  in  any  shape.  No  other  means 
suggests  itself  to  the  Committee  than  a  direct  appeal  to  generous 
people  who  may  be  disposed  to  assist  us.  To  this  end  a  resolution 
is  appended.  Without  any  intention  to  reflect  upon  the  general 
course  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  general  management  of  his 
papers,  your  Committee  advise  that  hereafter  the  vouchers  of  his 
office  shall  be  classified  and  numbered,  so  that  they  may  severally 
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correspond  with  the  various  accounts  and  departments  to  which 
they  properly  belong,  and  to  this  end  they  append  a  resolution. 
We  also  find  that  under  certain  conditions  the  Treasurer  now 
makes  payments  without  a  warrant  issued  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
While  this  is  perhaps  in  accordance  with  the  latest  instructions 
of  this  Board,  yet  your  Committee  think  it  would  be  best  that  the 
Treasurer  should  make  all  payments  only  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  they,  therefore,  offer  an  appended  resolu- 
tion.
